HIS Canfe, w- ich is the 
Subject of a! aoi ; all Con- 
versations, an ' engages the 
Attention of the whole Chri- 
ftian World, h of die i igh-

guilty of fom'e enormous Crime, and thenfhut 
up in a Monaftery : Her Brother, the Domini- 
can, and the Prior of the Carmelites^ whofe 
Innocence are confpicuous to every-body, are 
tlifgraced by an Order of perfonal Appearance, 
and her other Brother, the fecular Prieft, by a 
Subpana. Thus, by unjuft Power, are the 
Innocent treated as Criminals, while the real 
Criminal is cherifli'd as an Innocent. s Tis to 
be hoped, however, that every thing will be 
rectified by the Juftice of the Parliament, 
fince the Publick, whofe Judgment is gene- 
rally equitable, has already decided in Favour 
of the unfortunate young Lady, whofe chief 
Guilt confided in becoming a Prey to the Luft 
of a Villain who employ'd all manner of Arts 
to delude her.

How diffi* 
cult will it be to preferve a Medium, yet fhall 
we endeavour to do it by omitting all that is 
nnnecefTary, keeping clofe to fuch Actions as 
are proved in the Courfe of the Proceedings, 
(which indeed ought not, nor can be conceal- 
ed, fince we have undergone fo extraordinary 
a Procefs) and make uie of the moll decent 
Expreifions that the Nature of the Thing will 
permit us to do, yet at tli£ fame time fay all 
that is needful for the Defence offo ]uft aCaufe, 
nnd the Support of Innocence and Truth, how- 
ever unfortunate and depreft. 

It is not to be doubted but that the Courts 
of Judicature, as well as the Publick, will be 
pleafed with a full Difcovery of all the eflential 
Circumftances of fo extraordinary a Story,

MRs. Catherine CW*<?r<?,Daughter of Mr, 
Jojqb Cadiere, Merchant, of the City 
of Tonkn, and of Elizabeth Pomet, was born 
November iz. 1709. Her Father dying 
while fhe was in her Infancy, left his Widow 
with three Sons and this Daughter, a Fortune 
fuitable to their former Living. The Widow 
educated her Family to Virtue with the great- 
eft Care v thecldeu; Son, at his Mother's Sol- 
icitation, married; the Second took the Ha- 
bit of St. Dominic \ the Third went into Ec~ 
ckfiaftical Orders, and the Daughter, who 
wasyoungeft, Continued under the tender and 
affectionate Care of her good Mother. The 
chief Directors of her Conference were Father 
Girattd* Rector of the Cathedra! Church of 
"Toukny a Gentleman diftinguifhed fdr his 
Merit and Virtue, and Mr. dtQuhnnej Vicar ■ 
of the Parifh of St. Louis. Under their Di* 
rectioii this young Lady became a Pattern tyf 
Virtue \ and the Bent of her Mind to Piety 
and Devotion was fo ftrong, that fhe refufea 
feveral honourable and very advantageous 
Matches : Ail this is notorioufly fact, and 
proved in the Proceedings. At the Age of 
Eighteen {he {till retained that Simplicity and 
Innocence of Manners, which is not always to 
be found in Girls even of Seven Years old. 

This was the true Character of Mrs. Cathe- 
rine Cadiere when Father John Baptift Gil 

B 3 . the 
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the Jefuit arrived at Toulon, In the Month of 
sffril 1728, as Rector of the Royal Seminary 
of Chaplains of the Navy. The great Repu- 
tation he had acquired at Aix, where he was 
admired both as a Preacher and a Confeflbr, 
together with that Air of Modefty, Aufterity, 
ami Mortification which then appeared in his 
i, . < ."iitenarcc, and thro 5 his whole Behaviour, 
1 drew to him a great Number of Peni- 
v rts j and an:orgit the reft Mifs Cadiere was 
induced to make Choice of him, chiefly be- 
caufe Mr. d'0uhnne y then her Director, was 
fo much employ 'd that fhe could not go to 
Confeflion fo often as her Piety made her de- 
lirous of. 

Under his Direction fhe continued two 
Years and an Half, during the Srft of which 
nothing extraordinary pa fled *, only fhe found 
he was inquifitive about the Condition and 
Circumftances of herfelf and her Family, and 
obferved that he treated her with a particular 
Regard, which fhe then attributed only to his 
Charity as her Confeflbr » but the Sequel has 
discovered, that he had a very different Mo- 
tive for this Conduct. He frequently told her 
at Confeifion, That God required Jomething 
mere from her \ that he had great Deftgns upon 
her y and that jhe ought to give herfelf entirely up 
to God y fo-nttimes adding, Will you not give 
ycurplf up to me ? The pretended Piety of the 
Confeflbr, and the real Innocence of the Peni- 
tent, did not fuffer her to difcern the Poyfon 
couch'd in the laft Expreffion. 

After 
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After about a Year's Direction, being one 
Day in the Parlour of the Jefuits Convent with 
Father Girard^ he upbraided her in an oblig- 
ing Manner, for being fo unkind as not to 
fend for him during an Ulnefs of which fhe was 
jyft recovered, and fa id to her, Will you not 
for once give yourfelf up to me ? Then Hooping 
down, and putting his Mouth clofe to hers, 
he breathed upon her, *which had fuch an in- 
chanting Effect upon the young Lady's Mind, 
that fhe was immediately tranfported with 
Love, and ready to give herfelf up to him. 
(We fhall prove in the Sequel, that this Me- 
thod of inspiring Love is not without a Pre- 
cedent.) The Director reply'd, That be was 
overjoy d to fee her in fuch a Difpofition^ and 
immediately led her to his Confeflional, where 
he improved the Sentiments he had been form- 
ing in her Heart, ordered her to communi- 
cate every Day, but in different Churches i 
foretold her fhe would foon have frequent Vi- 
fions, and commanded her to give him daily 
an exact Account of herfelf. 

Mifs Cadiere failed not punctually to exe- 
cute all her Director's Orders : She took the 
Sacrament every Day in different Churches, 
where the publickCariofity drew great Num- 
bers of People. In a fhort Time after fhe 
had frequent Extafies or Vifions. When we 
come to examine all the extraordinary Facts 
that happened under this Direction, we fhall . 
inquire into the Nature of thefe Vifions, whe- - 
thcr they were real or imaginary, and by 
B 4 what 
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what Ckute they were produced. Here we 
ffiall not enter into a Detail of them, not on- 
ly becaufe it will be found in her Depofition, 
which is inferted in this Memorial, but alio, 
thut wfc may not break the Thread of the 
Narration, and interrupt the Courfe of the 
Proceedings. At the fame Time fhc fell into 
an Inability to pray. She went every Day 
to give Fathei Cirard an exact Account of all 
her ViCons, and of the State of her Mind: 
A !)d ipl the fe long and frequent Converfations, 
which did nor always turn upon Sub- 
jects proper for i Confeflbr's Ear, he artfully 
infinuatcd the Inclinations and Language of 
his Heart, wKitfi, however, he carefully 
wrapt up in Exprellions which ought to have 
been Cieredto Piety and Devotion. 

Our Penitent took care to acquaint her 
Coukfibr with her Uneafinefc, that fhe was 
uncapable of ufmg Vocal Prayer, and with 
her violent Paffion for him ; but he comforted 
h^r with refpect to both thefc Complaints, by 
telling her, That Prayer is the only Means of 
coming to God ; 'hut thai when we are once ar- 
rived there and united to bim y it is no longer ne- 
eejjary. The Love you have for me> added he, 
ought togv; you no Concern : 'Tis the Pleafure 
of our gracious God that we Jhould be united. I 
carry you in my Bofom and in my Heart, you are 
henceforth one with me 9 and the Soul of my Sou!. 
But in order to conceal his facrilegious and in- 
ceftuous Flame, he fa id, Let us love one another 
dearly in the facred Heart of J ejus. And hence it 

comes 
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comes that all thofe Love-Letters in the Ap- 
pendix to the Proceedings conclude with theie 
Words : J am intimately talked with you in the 
[acred Heart of Jefus. In the Chair of Con- 
feljion he would often make her come near 
him, that he might breathe upon her, which 
always redoubled her Paffion for him. Thus 
did he bewitch the Mind and Heart of his 
unhappy Penitent." 

Npr was Hie the only Perfon he had redu- 
ced to this Condition \ for ieveral Devotees 
befides her, particularly la Laugier, la BatareUe 9 
la Gravier y /' Alter mde; la Reboul, and the fa- 
mous Guiol, {ha red his Affections. The laft 
ofthefe, who is one of your pretty good-na- 
tur'd, obliging Ladies, was diftinguifhed, by 
her Employment, from the reft, being in a 
manner the Gov.rnefsof this favourite Flock, 
to which our ConfeiTor, who had nothing of 
Severity but the Outfide, frequently granted 
the Liberty of making Parties of Pleafure m 
the Country, lent them the Clerk of the Jefuits 
Convent to be their Cook, and, at their Re- 
turn in the Evening, received their Compli- 
ments for this Civility. Thefe Factsare prov- 
ed by his own Anfwers ; and 'tis notorious at 
Toulon, that on the 30th of April 1730, being 
St. Catherine's Day, and one ofthefe Country 
Feftivals, he fent the Clerk of the College with a 
very fineNofegay for Mifs Cadiere^nd a fmali 
one for each of her Companions. 

Our ConfeiTor, inflamed by this Time with 

too warm a Paflionfor his Penitent, and weary 

B 5 of 
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of being happy in Imagination only, refolvcd 
to employ the mod effectual Means for mak- 
ing himfclf Co in Reality. The Method he 
took was this: Mifs Cediere had a Vifion re- 
prefenting to her a Soul in a State of mortal 
Sin, and thought fhe heard a Voice, faying to 
her, "That if /he would deliver that Soul, Jhejnuft 
fubmit to bepojfcjfed by the Devil for a Tear. This 
fhe communicated to her ConfefTor, who ap- 
peared not at ail furprized at it; and how 
fhould he, when he was himfclf the Author 
of it ? He told her, Jhe muji not refufe the In- 
junt'iion, and tho' fhe had the greateft Reluct- 
ance, forced her to accept of it. Scarce had 
fhe given her Confent, and pronounced a Form 
of Words, which he dictated to her in the 
Confefllonary, to this Purpofe, I accept, I fub- 
mit, J refign my felf to fay, to do, and to fuffer 
kvhatever Jhall be required of me, but fhe was 
jeized with a terrible Diforder, and loft the Ufc 
of all her Senfes, throwing out Blafphemks 
againft all the Myfteriesofour Holy Religion, 
and Imprecations sgainft the Saints. The Je- 
fuit himfclf, in his Anfwers, fixes the Dare of 
this Pofleflion ro the End of November, or the 
Beginning of December 1729, and the End of 
it, to the 20th of Feb. 1730 ; tho' even then 
the Symptoms ofFoffeiriondidnot quite ceafe, 
but only became lefs violent. 

During her Pofleifion, Mifs Cadiere was 
tormented with frightful and horrid Appariti- 
ojis, and frequent Convulfions, in the Fits of 
which fhe never opened her Mouth, but to 

pour 
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pour out horrible Blafphemies and Imprecati- 
ons j and when her two Brothers, the Clergy- 
man, and the Jacobin, prayed for her Relief, 
fhe curfed them bitterly, and complained, 
that they did but increafe her Agony. While 
fhe was in this Condition, fhe thought. the De- 
vil told her, That Father Girard's Per fan zvas 
charmed^ and that he had entered into a Compatl 
with him to enable htm to be an admired Preacher^ 
on Condition^ that he Jhotdd deliver to him as many 
Souls as he could. After thefe Fits were over, 
fhe frequently fell into Trances, and faw Vifi- 
ous which feemed to comfort her exceedingly ; 
but it is evident, that the Whole was owing to 
one and the fame Author. She alfo knew 
the Secrets of other People's Hearts, as is fully 
proved by the Proceedings. 

The Knowledge of this Myftery was con- 
fined to the Houfc and Family of Mrs. CVz- 
diere, who beheld it with Aftonifhment ; nor 
did the Confeffbr impart it to any other, ex- 
cept the Devotees above-mentioned, whom he 
led the fame Dance, and who were ia the 
fame Manner pofTeffed and incapable, of pray- 
ing, having alfo Stigmas or Prints of our Sa- 
viour's Wounds on their Body. All this is 
proved in the Proceedings. Mifs Cadiere was 
ordered to tell every Stranger who fhould ask 
her any Queftions, that her Diforder was na~ 
tural \ and he perfuaded her Relations, that 
if they dijcovered the JVonders which God was 
pleafed to work upon this Saint^ (for fo he called 
her) fhe would dk within twenty-four Hours, 

Thefe 
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The'fe Fits, in it little Time, obliged Mife 
CadLre to keep her Chamber afmoft conftant- 
ly, and furnlfhed her Director with a Pre- 
tence of feeing her frequently alone, and lock- 
ing himfdf up with her in her Chamber. He 
begun his Vifits about December 1729, and 
continued them till June 1730, that he 
thought fit to fend her to the Convent of St. 
Clares at OMoules, in the Manner, and for the 
Reafcns which fliall be hereafter related j and 
that this Conduct might make the lefs Noife 
among the Jduits, and to prevent his being 
troubled with an impertinent -f Companion,, 
he ordered the Abbe Cadiere, her Brother*, 
who was then a Student in his Convent, to call 
upon him every Day at Half an Hour paft 
One in the Afternoon, and go- with him to 
? his Sifter's Apartment, where he commonly 
pa fled the reft of the Day -, and if the. Abbe 
Cadiere was not punctual to his Time, our 
ze-.Las Confeflbr would go alone, without 
waiting for him ; nay, would often, go before 
his Time.. 

Father Girard being thus locked up alone 
with Mils Cadute in her Chamber, when a 
violent Fit of Poffeffion, or Extacy, took 
away her Senfes, laid hold of thefe Opportu- 
nities to.fadsfy his brutal Appetite, by com- 
mitting upon his Fenitent the moft infamous 

Crimes ; 
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Crimes-, ibthat, ather recovering her Senfes, 
Jhe often found herfelf in very indecent Pof- 
tures, and her Confeffor by her, with fuch 
Tokem as left no room to doubt he had ac- 
corrvplifhed his vHlanous Pufpofe. As her 
Fits and Trances were very frequent, he had 
Opportunities enough to indulge his Lull -, and 
whenever the forcmentioned Circumftances, or 
the criminal Liberties he took with her, ob- 
liged her to reprcfent ro him the Doubts or. 
Uneafmels of her- Mind, he end, . won- -A to 
remove her Scruples, by telling her, That it 
was the Pkafuvz of their gracious God : Shock- 
ing and abominable Language in the Mouth 
of a Confeffor, and worhy ot all the Anathe- 
mas of the Church ! When fhe acquainted la 
Guioli Father Girar&s Confident, with what 
he did to her, fhe only laughed, and faid, 
She mujl he very filly to fancy there was any Harm 
in that. Mii c uadtere alio told all the other 
Penitents that were Fatner Girard's Favou- 
rites, what pa fled between him and her, and 
they, in return, entruited her with the Secret 
of his taking the fame Liberties with them. 
This is proved in the Proceedings. Modefty 
forbid: a Defcriptiori of all that pafitu in this 
Chamber a and hdnks, it may be found ici 
the Plaintiff's Deck- ration, where the Rules 
of Judicature, which require that Facts and 
Circumftances fhould be Itated difl inctly, o- 
bliged h rj r to be particular and full. 

Lull Year, on the hit Day of the Carnival, 
Mils Cadure r in a Trance, had a Vifion, arid 

thought 
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thought fhe heard a Voice faying to her, Twill 
carry you with me into the Defart, where, during 
Lent, you /hall not live on the Food of Men, but 
on that of Angels ; and the next Day (he was 
not able to fvvallow any folic! Nourishment, 
Father Girard being confuked upon this Vifi- 
on, declared his Opinion, 'That it was a Miracle 
of Grace, and that Mifs Cadiere ought by no means 
to force herfelf to eat. She imagining this to be 
tempting God, endeavoured all fhe could to 
eat, but the Moment fhe had fwal lowed any 
thing down, was forced to throw it up again 
with a vaft deal of Pain, which brought upon 
her a Vomiting of Blood •, and therefore fhe 
paffed the laft Fortnight of Lent without any 
other Suftenance than Water. 
r Every Day of that Lent was remarkable for 
f ftrange and unaccountable Vifions and Trances, 
which Father Girard pretended were wrought 
by the divine Power on this young Lady, on 
Account of the extraordinary Piety he had in- 
ftiird into her. The Particulars of them are 
contained in a Memorial, which he obliged her 
to draw up, and which he afterwards gave into 
Court, and is join'd to the Proceedings. All 
of them are extravagant \ but that which is 
moil fo, is when fhe imagin'd fhe faw a Heart 
pierced with many Wounds, which fhe thought 
was the Heart of our blefled Saviour, pierced 
by the Sins of Men, and to the Impretfion this 
mournful Spectacle made on her, fhe imputed 
a bloody Sore, which fhe found, on her com- 
ing iO herfvli, on her left Side, and which this 

blafphemous 
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blalphemous Jefuic tolcl her, was the Stigma or 
Mark of Jefus Chrift. 

What alfo can we think of the Transfigura- 
tion, wherein {he continued from Maundy Thurf 
dajy till the Saturday fallowing. She Jay ail that 
Time in a Trance, entirely without Speech or 
Motion, and under a total Sufpeniion of all her 
Senfes, with one of thofe Stigma's open, and 
bleeding in each of her Hands and Feet, befides 
that {he had before on her Side ; her Face alio 
trickling down with Blood, which dropt from 
a bloody Crown encompaffing her Flead, front 
which, lorae Days, Father GirardMd cut off 
the Hair, a«d carried it away with him. He 
owns in his Anfwers, That he faw this Transfi- 
guration •, and likewife, That he made them deli- 
ver to klm the Napkin with which they had wiped 
her Face, which re! refented the Countenance of 
Chrift m his hjl Annies, and the Head-cloaths 
Jhe had on y which were alljlairi'd with Blood. 

The Pain me feft by thefe Stigma's, made 
her apply Plaifters to 'em ; but the Jefuit re- 
proved her for fo doing, and made her pluck 
them off; alter which, he kifs'd them with 
great Warmth, especially that on her Side ; 
and, under Pretericc that he had one of the 
lame Nature within, frequently clapp'd his 
Side clofe to her's. 

On May the 8 th, 1 730, (he fuffereda fccond 
Transfiguration like unto the former ; and as 
Father Girard always foretold whatever Ex- 
tacies, Vifions, or Trances {he ihould be in, 
not only to hwfclf, but to feveral of his Favou- 
rites, 
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rites, they were, for the molt Part, Witnefiof 
them, especially la Guiol, and la EatiarelU, and 
Father Griziiel the Jefuit, who being fi!Fd 
with Aftpnifhment at thefe Wonders, and at 
her giving him fome Advices, which proved 
flie knew°the Secrets of his Heart, wrote her a 
Letter of Thanks, which was afterwards pro- 
duced* 

At her coming to herfelf, fhe found each 
lime a Crofs by her, which Father Girard told 
her, were fcnt to her from Heaven v one of 
them he kept as a Proof of his Diiciples Mira- 
cles, and the other was given to the Bifliop at 
his earneft Requeft. Nothing can be more 
plain, than that Father Girard, who was always 
alone in Mils Cadiere's Chamber at the Begin, 
ning of theie Transfigurations, was the Angel 
that brought thefc miraculous Crofles i but fhe, 
who believed them lent from Heaven, to con- 
fole herfelf for the Lofs of them, and to pre- 
icrve the Remembrance of fuch fignal Marks 
of divine Favour, caufed three fmalJ ones to be 
made, two of which fhe afterwards gave away 
to the Lady de Rimbaud, Nun of St. Clare, at 
Qlliouks, and Kept the third herfelf. 

Another extraordinary Pafiage muft not be 
oinitted \ which was, That Father Girard 
having told her, That on jucb a Day Jhe Jhouki 
be lifted up into the Air, came at the Time to fee 
his Prediction fulfill'd : He locked himfelf up 
with her in her Chamber, and being feated 
near her, the young Lady, who found {he was 
going up into the Air, thought it her Duty to 

fupprefi 
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fupprefs fo vain a Thought as juft then began 
to enter into her Min i, ;md therefore held faft 
by her Chair: He i 7- " r "1 Times bid her re-* 
fign to the Spirit* witl he was actuated, 

and on her not oj :.im, he flew into a 

Paflion, and left die jioom. This is proved 
by bis own Anfwers* Soon after ilie was vili- 
tcdby la Gull, roached her for re- 

filling to follow the Advice qf her ghoftly 
Father, and pr ith her to ask his 

Pardon. 

The firft Time this poor Penit nt went to 
Confclfion, the Jefeit told her, She had, by 
her Objiinacy, com heinous Sin ; and 

that} to expiate it, he Would vijit her next Day, 
and injorrt a Pen&ttt fuitaiie lo the Nature of 
her Tranfgreffwn : Accordingly he comes next 
Morning, tacks her Chamber Door, makes 
her kneel down before him, and, with a 
Scourge in his Hand, addrefies her in thefe 
Terms. " The Juftiee of God requires, thatfince 
yon refufed to be cloathed with his Gifts, you 
Jhciild be Jlripped naked : Hour Crime demands 
that the whole World Jhould be Witnefs of your 
Shame \ but ywr gracious God conjents that none 
Jbmldjee it beftdes myfelf, and thefe Walls, which 
are incapable of Seech : But ftrjl, continued 
he, jvsear Fidelity to me, that you will keep this 
an inviolable Secret, for, my dear Girl, it would 
ruin me if known. 

The poor deluded Creature, for from guef- 
fing his Intent, allured him of her Secrecy ; 
on which he ordered her to get upon the Bed* 

put 
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put the Pillows under her Elbows to raife her 
up, gave her a few Lafnes with his Scourge, 
and then kiffed eagerly tne Parts he hadwhfp- 
ped. After this he made her rife, and kneel 
a fecond Time before him, then told her, 
God zvas not yetfatisffd, and that Jhe muft be 
ftripped ft ark naked before htm. Alarmed at 
fuch an Injunction, fhe fcreamed out, and 
fainted away, but as foon as fhe came to her- 
felf, he overcame all her Scruples, made her 
undrefs to her Shift, embraced and kiffed her 
with an Eagernefs little becoming his Age or 
Function: What followed fuch a Prelude, is 
eafy to be conceived, but not very proper to 
defer ibe, conctpe ammo. 

So great an Infatuation had he fpread thro r 
all this Family, that nothing he did was fiif- 
pected ; and was fo abfolutc a Matter in the 
Chamber of Mifs Cadiere, that meeting her 
Brother there one Day* he took him by the 
Hand, and, without any Ceremony or Ex- 
tufe for fo doing, thruft him out of the Room, 
Ind locked the Doer after him j and when 
the young Gentleman complained of thisUfage 
to his Mother, fee impofed Silence on him, 
fo ftrangely was (he poffeffed in Favour of this 
hypocritical Jefuit* 

Tie frequent Vifits which this amorou* 
Conkflbr made his Devotee, in a fhort Time 
occafioned fome unqueftionable Signs of Preg- 
nancy i on which, he being greatly alarmed, 
perfuaded her that her Blood was inflamed, and 
that in order to temper it, Jhejhould drink every 

Day* 
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Day, for a Week together, a Porringer of Mat- 
ter, in winch, he laid, he would mingle feme 
refrefejingPowders \ fhewhowas perfectly igno- 
rant of the true Caufe of her Diforder, an- 
fwered, She would do as he diretled : After 
this he went into the Kitchin every Day to 
fetch her a Porringer of Water, not allowing 
either her Mother or the Maid to touch, much 
Ids to carry it to her, adminiitring it always 
with his own Hands, after having put fome- 
diing in it which turned it of a reddifh Tinc- 
ture. This Draught, being repeated every 
Day for above a Week, occafion'd a flxange 
Alteration in her ; fhe now abounded in what 
before fhe wanted, and in feme Days made 
her bring forth an Abortion. Father Gtrc.rd, 
who every Day rstemmted into the Confe 7 
quence of his Preicription, taking up the 
Utenfil in which it was contained, was on this 
Object more particularly curious \ and when 
Mils Cad; ere ordered her Maid to throw it 
out of the Window, he feemed very angry 
that fhe Ihould tnui a Secret of that Impor- 
tance to a Servant, and cry'd out twice, Oh 
was there ever any thbigfo imprudent ! 

This Affair had fo much weakened Mifs 
Cadiere, that her Mother was refolved to fend 
for a Phyfician to enquire into the Nature of 
her Indifpofition *, but Father Girard dif- 
fuaded her from it, telling her, the Difeafe was 
fupematural, and not to be relieved by their Art. 
But whether it were that he fear'd fome Dif- 
covery of what had happened, or for fome 

other 



3 % The Cowpleat CASE of 
other Motive, is uncertain, but he immedi- 
ately after made ufe of all his Interelt with 
the young Lady ro go into the Convent of St. 
Clare, at OHieuLs, without asking the Confent 
of any Perfon belonging to her ; and for that 
£ur{Jofe wrote the following Letter to the 
Mother Abbefs of that Convert, begging a. 
Place in it for her.

p T 9 Hsfe two Tears paji that the Divine Providence 
has placed me in Tqplon, / have had under 
my Care the CorJ-tP oj a Soul for which I now 
leg a Place in your Community. 'Tis Mary Ca- 
therine Cadiere, who is a little known to you, as 
I have heard her fay , and therefore J /hall not 
ky any thing in particular of her Patts y Hit- 
mour, or Virtue. I Jhall only affure you, that 
fhe is not a common Soul, and that our Lord 
has a Angular Predelection for her. Her Health 
will be as it pleafes God, in order to accomplijb 
all his Defigns upon that Gentlewoman in your 
Hoitfe : But I will be Aufwirable to you for tfo 
Goodnefs and Solidity of her Vacation, becanjt I 
have inconbeftable Proofs of it. lou will do the- 
Girl a great Fa/vout* in admitting her into your 
Houfe ; At the fame Time I am ferfuaded that 
God can hardly do ymr Houfe a greater Benefit 
in this refpefij than by granting you y and fending, 
youfuch a Subjefl. 2ou will eafily know this in a 
little while. I inireat you^abjolutely to keepfecreU. 
with regard to your Community, what I have the 
Honour- to write to you y becaufi. 'tis gfeat odds 
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but this Beftgn will take Air, and if once it 
reaches her Mother's Ears, fhe, and her other 
Relations , will do all that they can to keep her at 
Home, tho* I knew that, when once Jhe is gone, 
they willfubmit to the moft Holy Will of Cod, I 
expetl youf Atifwer immediately \ mid I promife 
myfdf from your Piety, Zeal, and Prudence, that 
% will be favourable. I have ife Honour to be y 
with a profound Refpefi, 
M&dam, 

Yoar moft humble^ 

and moft obedient Servant, 
GIRARD, Retlor of the Jefuits. 

The Lady Abbefs, who was no Stranger to 
the Reputation of Mifs Cadiere, wrote to Fa- 
ther Girardy That Jhe would be very glad to re- 
cerae her, and had no Objection agamft it, but 
the Averfionof her Relations. As he lias a very 
perfuafive Tongue, he at laft prevailed on 
them to give their Confent, and accordingly, 
on the 6th of June he fent Mifs Cadiere to the 
Convent with this Letter, dated the 5th, for 
the Lady Abbefs, 

Madam, June 5, 1730. 

j^-hold the Soul which Jefus Chrift has re- 
ferved for your Monaftry, and which I fend 
you. I willingly refign her 'into fuch Hands as 
yours ; and I return you a thoufand Thanks for 
the Favour you do n:e in receiving her. She is, 
by the great Mercy of God, in excellent Difpoft- 

tions i 
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tiors ; but had fie not been fo, floe would foon have 
acquired them, when f he came to live under your 
Eye, and your Dependence. Tour Examples, 
your Lifirutlions, your Orders, and the Prayers 
you will have the Gocdncfs to put up for her, will 
make her fitch asfhe ought to be, fir the. Accom- 
plifhment of otr Lord's Defigns in her Sunclifka- 
lion, and to walk faithfully in the Footjleps of iht 
worthy Nuns, at whofe Head the Divine Provi- 
dence has fo wifely placed you. 

I dare not ask you, jo very foon, the favour 
of permitting Madefnoifelle Cadiere to receive the 
Holy Communion every Day : Perhaps you will 
foon know that God will have it fo •, and that he 
does not think her altogether unworthy fuch a fin- 
gular Favour : But I beg, at leafi, you will be 
pleafed to let her communicate often. A fecond 
Favour, which I take the Liberty of asking )■«/, 
is, that this Lady rmy write to me, without hav- 
ing her Letters read ; and iloat fhe may, in like 
Manner, receive my Anfwers, without their hemg 
fie'tu %'heje Letters, on both Sides, Jhail relate U 
nothing in the World but the Difpvjitions of her 
Soul, and the (Economy of her inward Part. I 
Jhall have the Honour, once within a Rrtmght^ 
to come myfelf, and to afifure you of my Gratitude 
for your Favours, and of the profound Refpect, 
with which lam, 

Madam, 

Tour mofi humble 

and mofi obedient Servant, 

GIRARD, Jefuit, 
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In lavifhing fo many Praifes upon Mifs Ca- 
diere y and crying her up for a Saint, Father 
Girard had two Views ; The one was to have 
the Glory of being a Maker of Saints ; 
and the other, to facilitate his Accels to his 
dear Difciple, and remove all thofe Sufpicions 
which might naturally arife from his officious 
'Afliduity. But obferve, That before he lets 
her enter the Monaftcry, he makes his Terms 
with the Abbefs^ and ftipulates, That the Cor- 
tefpondence between him and his Difciple by Let- 
ters Jhoald be a Miflery y into which the Abbefs 
jhould not dare to look ; and, to perfuade her to 
confent to this Condition, he tells her, Their 
Letters Jhall turn only upon what related to her 
Salvation. But his Letter of July 22. im- 
mediately after, which is the only one we 
have left, proves juft the contrary ; and, in- 
deed, if their Letters were to contain nothing 
but what tended to Edification, why fhould 
he take the Precaution of excluding the Abbefs 
from a Sight of them ? 

Father Girard was not long before he went 
to Ollioules to fee his dear Devotee, and the 
very firft Vifit he ever made there, he asked 
the Lady Abbefs y before the Lady de Lefcot y 
Miftrefs of the Novices, if Mis Cadicre had 
not a Difckarge of Blood ? He was afraid the 
Potions he had given her had not diilipated 
her Pregnancy. Such a Queftion very juftly 
furprized thfl Aiiejs y and the Miftrefs of the 
Novices ; it was indeed a very extraordinary 
one, confidering the Characters of all con- 
cerned •, 
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cerned ; and finding the two Ladies thought 
it fo, he added, "That when Mifs Cadicre was 
at home y jht had been ftrangcly difordered that 
Way. 

The Plaintiff continued in this Convent 
from June 6, 1730, 'till September 17 fol- 
lowing, during which Time there was a con- 
tinual Commerce of Letters between them; 
and thofe which he wrote to her, (excepting 
two or three that were defign'd only to be 
fhewn, and contained nothing but a few 
trifling Reflections) were fuch as might have 
been expected, not from a fpiritual Father, 
but from a mod palhonate Lover -, and as he 
welj knew the Poyfon of them, he took care 
not to fign them. For Proof of this very 
material Point/ it is fufficient to produce 
here the Contents of his Letter of July 22, 
1730. 

To Mademoifelle C a d i e r e . 

O E E here, my dear Child, the third Letter 
in three Days : Endea/ootrr to give me 'Time, 
God be praifedy it will not be hng y perhaps, be- 
fore IJhall not be able to do any thing but for 
her to whom I write* This I know, however, 
'that I carry her every where*) and that Jhe is aU 
ways with me, tho* I talk and atl with other 
Perfom. 

J render the Almighty, a thotfanjl Thanhs for 
the Continuance of his Mercies : In Return for 
theniy my Girl, forget yourfelf, and fuffer 
any thing ; Tbefe two Words emprebend the

inoftfublime Difpofttion. Don't tell me a Syllable of 
what was recommended to you by my Lord ; we 
two will fee what can be fat d or done. He came 
to Town this Morning, and I have already talked 
with him about you occaf anally : I don't think he 
will go to Ollioules ; I told him, the Noife it would 
make would be vajlly inconvenient, I may, per- 
haps, find an Opportunity of /peaking to him 
about the Holy Mafs. The Great Vicar, and Fa • 
rfwSabatier, will, in all probility, make you a 
Vifit on Monday. 

The laft, after I had talked with him, affured 
me, that he would ask no ^uejlions ; but if by 
Chance either of them Jhould take it into their 
Heads to do Jo, even iM it were in the Name of 
the Bijhop, or jhould defire to fee any thing, you 
need only anfwer them, That you are ftrictly 
forbid to fpeak or to act. Eat Flejh when 
you pleafe - y I write fo to you. Yes, ?ny dear Child, 
I have need of Affurance ; you Jhall not be the 
Victim of it. Have no Will, and hear no Con- 
tradiction: Tou ivill obey in every thing, as my 
little Daughter, who thinks nothing difficult when 
'tis her Father that commands, 

I have a very great Deft 're to fee you again, 
end to fee every thing : You know that I ask 
nothing but my own j and 'tis a long time fince I 
have feen my thing but by halves, I Jhall tire 
you\ but what if I do? Don't you likewife tire 
me ? // is but reajonable that we JJoould jhare hi 
every thing : I hope that you will grow wife at 
laft \ and that fo many Graces and Counfels will 
not be thrown away upon you, I a?n exceeding 
C gtid 
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glad to hear that you like the Father Guardian -, I 
. mil recommend him to the good God. 

. Do not you, on your Party forget myftck Girl, 
-my Sifter, and the other Perjbns I have recom- 
, mended to you : Mademoifelle Guiol found you 
Xefterday half dead\ To-day your Brother tells 
pie you are well to a Miracle. Tou are incon- 
Jiant \ it would he worfe if you Jhould grow a 

Glutton, Patience. I want to know wbe- 

iher you forbear Meat ; Time will inform us : 
Always begin thefe Days of Abjlinence with Mai- 
vgre •, if it does not go off, or if you bring it up again, 
eat Meat immediately : Follow this Rule > wejhall 
.difcover the Holy Will of our Majler. If you 
vmft go out, it will he a new and a great Grief 
both to you and to me \ but blejfed be our good 
Majler, we fhall fubmit, and be contented Id 
what will happen. 

Good Night, my dear Child ; can you read mi 
Scrawl? Depend upon it, this Letter tells you, 
that you always come after me, and you are in 
Danger never to overtake me, unlefs you write to 
me twice a Day. Adieu, my Girl \ pray for your 
Father, your Brother, your Friend, your Son, and 
• your Servant. Surely here are Titles enough to 
engage a tender Heart. 

The Confeflbr had fo bewitched the Minds 
of the whole Family of the Cadiere's with hie 
owr, and his Penitent's pretended Sanctity, 
that they never once imagined it pofliblc there 
Ihould be any criminal Correfponce between 
them j and as Mifs Cadiere could write but 

very 
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very ill, having juft then learn'd, her Brothers, 
the Jacobin ana the Clergyman, had the Com- 
plaisance and Simplicity to write all her Let- 
ters as fhe dictated to them, befides the Memo* 
► rial calPd Lent, as is proved by the Proceed- 
ings. Father Girard knew it well enough; 
for, befides the Difference between the Writ- 
ing of a Girl or a Woman, and that of a Man, 
he was no Stranger to the Abbe Cadiere'% 
Hand, who writ them all over fair, and was 
then a Student under the Jefuits, of whom Fa- 
ther Girard was Rector. 

Father Girard^ho was accuftomed to fee his 
Difciple in her own Chamber, without any Re- 
ftraint, was foon fenfible of the Inconvenience 
of a Grate. To render it in fome meafure eafier 
to himfelf, he perfuaded the Abbefs to ask 
Leave for him to confefs Mifs Cadiere, and 
vifit her in the Convent when (he was fick » 
but fearing the Abbefs would not do it foon 
enough, he went himfelf, and beg'd the Fa- 
vour of Father Camelin, Provincial of the Ob- 
fervantins, on whom the Monaftery of St* 
Clare depends. As foon as the Abbefs had 
got it for him, he thank'd her in a Letter of 
the 26th oijune, and acquainted her, that he 
had not been idle on his own Part, for that he 
had prevailed with Father Camelin to grant 
his Requcft ; afiuring her this Singularity 
fhould be of no ill Confequence, nor difturb, 
in any refpect, the Regularity of the Convent. 
Here is the Letter, and the Conclufion of it is 
remarkable. 

C z Madam, 
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Madam, 

JUfAdemoifelle Cadicre told me the Day before 
* Tefterday, upon her Return from Ollioules, 
that you had obtained Leave for me to confefs her * 
Daughter, and toga into the Monaftery when fie 
is jick : I return you a thoufand Thanks for it y 
Madam. I called upon the Rev. Father Came- 
YinTefterday my f elf to defire a Confirmation of 
your Favour, and he granted it me with a great 
viany Marks of Goodnefs and Politenefs. I have 
the Honour to let you know it \ and you will 
hereafter better comprehend thegreatReafons I had 
to defire this kind of Singularity, which fiall 
never be attended with any ill Conferences, nor 
any ways break w upon the Order and Regula- 
rity of your Houfe. [He concludes with de- 
firing the Abbefs to make his Compliments to 
his dear Girl, whom he heartily recommends 
to her.] My Compliments to our dear Girl, 
whom I always heartily recommend to you. 
Madam,

July the 6th, being the firft Slmrfday of 
the Month, Mifs Cadiere foretold, that fome- 
rhing particular would happen to her next 
Day. This raifed the Curiofity of thole who 
heard ht*r,and efpecially of the Lady deRim- 
baud y a Nun, and the Lady de Lefot, Mif- 

trefs 
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trefs of the Novices, whom Father Girard 
had requefted to take an Account in Writing 
of every thing extraordinary that fhould hap- 
pen to his Penitent, that it might one Day 
ferve, as he fa id, for the Edification of the 
Publick. About Five next Morning theie 
two Ladies went to Mifs Cadiere's Chamber, 
whom they found immoveable in her Bed, 
having a bloody Crown about her Flead, her 
Face covered with Blood, like an Ecce homo, 
or Chrift crucified, and her Hands alfo drop- 
ping with Blood. Of this they immediately 
informed the Abbefs, who prefently came 
with the whole Society, and faw her in this 
Condition •, at which they were all aftonifh'd, 
believing it to be a Miracle of Grace : At 
the fame Time they faw a Piece of the Hoft, 
or confecrated Wafer, enter her Mouth, but 
perceived no Hand to guide ir. The Abbeis 
inltantly difpatched an Exprefs to Father- Gi- 
rard ; bur he arrived at the Convent prefently 
after the Meffenger let out. #He was ask'd, 
If he met the Mefjhiger that, was fent to kirn, 
and anfwer'd, He did not - y but that, as he was 
faying Mafs that Morning, his good God had in- 
formed him of what faffed >' they told him of 
Mifs Cadkre's Transfiguration, and that 'it 
Lifted two Hours ; they defcribed it to him, 
and told him, fhe had fuffered a great deal of 
Pain*, he anfwered, That it was the Imprtffwn 
of the Finger of God > that they ought carefully 
to prejerve the Water with which her Face had 
ken wajbed) and which was mixed with Blood ; 
C 3 • that 
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that it would afterwards produce miraculous Ef- 
feels ; and adcred, That Mifs Cadiere bad al- 
ready performed fever al Miracles at Toulon : 
Ancf being told by one of the Nuns, that they 
had feen her communicate in a miraculous Man- 
ner in the Time of her Transfiguration *, he re- 
ply 'd, Do you think I do not know that, when ' 
/, my/elf j 'gave her the Sacrament ? How 
could' that be, Hud the Nun, when you were 
at Toulon ? Do not you know that there are fuch 
Things as 'being tranf ported in Spirit ? anfwer'd 
Father Gjrard > and when he went into Mifi 
Cadiereh Chamber, who was then come to 
herfclf, he Hud to her, in a pleafant Manner, 
Ton little Glutton you, will yen always come and 
take the Half of y cur Father's Pcrtknf 

That Morning Father Girard continued 
from Nine o' Clock till Noon, fhut up in Mi& 
Cadiere** Chamber, nor did he think fit to 
open it till Afternoon, and then having left 
the Door on the Jarr, the Lady Abbefs, and 
fonie of the NJhs, entered one after another, 
with whom he llaid there till Five in the 
Evening. 

The Abbefs, who, probably, thought there 
was no great Edification in feeing him fhut 
up for three Hours together with his Peni- 
tent in her Chamber, would never after allow 
him to enter it -, fo that he found himfelf once 
more reduced to fee her only thro' a Grate. 
But Love, which is very ingenious, diico- 
vered to him a fmall Wicket in the Grate of 
the Parlour, which he taught his Difciple to 

open 
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open with a little Knife chat he carried in his 
Pocket *, and thro* this Wicket he pat his 
Head, or made his Miftrefs put hers, fome- 
times to kifs her, and fometimes to give her 
the Scourge. To how many criminal Liber- 
ties has that Parlour been Witnefs ? Nay, fa 
far did he extend the Ufurpations of his Luft, 
that he fometimes employed for thefe fame 
Purpofes the Wicket of the very Grate be- 
tween the Choir and the Chancel, which is fet- 
apart for the moft Sacred Ufes. - What mon- 
ftrous Abomination ! 

He found fo many Charms in this Parlour,. 
that he went thither from Toulon twice or 
thrice a Week 5 nay, one Day he dined there 
with his Votary, and the Maid having kt 
the Table but a little way from the Grate, he 
asked her roughly, If Jhe meant to feparats' 
bm from his dear Child ? and taking it up' 
himfelf^ he pufh'd it violently againft the 
Grate : While he was at Dinner, he was far- 
prized amoroufly fqueezingthe young Lady's 1 
Hand % and this fhews his Reafon for piifhing 
the Table nearer the Grate. One Day Father 
Girarcl happening to come after Evening 
Prayers were begun, defired to fee his Peni- 
tent, but the Jbbejs not thinking it proper 
that fhe fhould leave her Prayers to go into 
the Parlour to him, he could not help ex- 
preffing his Uneafinefs, and {hewing his Re- 
fentments, even to the Abbefs, by the Cold- 
nefs of his Behaviour. 

C 4 During 
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, During Mife Cadiere's Stay in this Convent, 
flie had feveral Fits of Pofleflion, and fre- 
quent Extafies *, Ihe knew the Secrets of the 
Heart , and fo many extraordinary Things 
happened to her, and fo much out of the 
common Courfe of Nature, that the Fame of 
them having fpread to Toulon, and thro' all 
the neighbouring Country, gained her die 
Title of the Saint of Ollioules. 

Mean while Father Girard was grown weary 
of his Miftrefs, and refblved to get rid of her, 
by lending her either to the Convent of the 
Carthufians at Premole, or that at S alette, near 
Lions. With this View he frequeatly fiiid in 
the Convent at Olltoules, Thatjhe bad given Edt- 
jicaikn enough there, and therefore ought top 
and do Good fomewbere elfe, as is proved in die 
Proceedings. His Ambition had, probably, 
by this Time, got the better of his Paflion \ 
and, had (he then died, he would have had 
-the Glory of acquiring a Saint to the Society, 
without any Dan§er on his Part. 

The Bifhop of Toulon being alarmed at the 
"News of this Defign, exclaimed loudly a- 
gainft Father Girard, for pretending to tranf- 
plant to another Place, a Sprig of Sanctity 
which had grown up in his Diocefe, and to 
which he had therefore a juft Claim. He did 
Mifs Cadiere ifhe Honour to write her directly 
a Letter, forbidding her, not only to go 
where her Director defigned to fend her, but 
even to confeis any more to him, and order- 
ing her to leave the Convent, and return to 

her 
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her Relations. And a few Days after he bor- 
rowed a Phaeton^ which he fent to Olliouk; 
with the Abbe Camerle his Chaplain, and Fa- 
ther Cadiert, who took her up, and carried 
her to la Baftide, Mr. Pauqiifs Houfe, not far 
from Toulon, 

As foon as Father Girard had learnt what 
was doing, fearing, that if the Letters he had 
written to her came to Light, they would 
make a full Difcovery of the Myftery of im- 
pious Love, between him and his Penitent, *" 
he refolved to do his utmoft to recover them 
before flie left the Convent. For this Pur- 
pofe he fent to her one la Gravier, another of 
his Devotees, todefire flie would return them. 
Mifs Cadiere, with a great deal of Honefty 
and Simplicity, delivered up, not only all Father 
Girard's Letters to her, but alio all the other 
Papers that flie had in her Box, even the 
Minutes of her own Letters to him : But if: 
pleafed God, who will not allow fo many 
Crimes, fo highly injurious to holy Religion, 
to go unpuniflied, that the Letter of July thfc 
2 2d was not in the Box with the reft. 

Father Girard thought fit to pretend after- 
wards, that he, of his own accord, refufed the 
further Direction of Mils Cadiere's Confcience, 
becaufe he difcovered her to be an Impoftor ^ 
but to prove die contrary, and to fhew that 
Mils Cadiere firft deferred him, to his great 
Regret, we need only produce the Contents . 
of the Letter which he wrote to her Septem- 
ber 15, 1730, two Days before fhe left the 
C 5 Convent, 
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Convent, which contained the laft Farewels 
of his Directorlhip. 

^TEfterday in the Evening, upon my Return, 
they delivered me your laft Letter \ which had 
nothing in it but an Invitation ta OlliouJes; 
What was moft -particular in it, aratleaft ap- 
peared fo to me, my dfear Girl*, was the Arti- 
cle of a Confejfor, upon the Necejjity of which you 
ihftjl more than, once, I have conftdered of it ; 
and' as on the one Hand your Demand is jujland 
reafonable, becaufe Tain not at leifu re to go regu- 
larly and' hear you in the Country whither you are 
going ; and' on the other. Hand, it is to be feared 
that two Qonfeffors would hinder one another, and 
tf/rment you-, by throwing you into vaft Uncer- 
tainties, if they Jhould fee Occafwn, as very pro- 
sy might, to give you different Advice ; 
and > floor t, it might be mcefjary for one 

err the other to retire : After having confulted my 
gqod, God, I have taken the Refdutkn, as It 
fecined to me moft proper, to give Place, and, 
'^tit-Noife, to leave the Field open to any one 
jhall chjofe, if you have not already chejen. 
tj^allfiy nothing in relation to this Change, to 
Pi rfpn wbdtjbever thatfhall mention it to me, 
but that. I had not T'ime toga and eenfefs you re- 
f l:\rly at \\ Baftide ; and you may jlick by the 
your/elf. T'his need not bhul r, but 
if at any time you Jhould think my Ad. 
or necefj'ary, you may, with all Freedom, i 
to me \ for I am fill dijpefed, on my Part, to 
render you all the f nail Servkes that lie in my 

Poxer. 
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Power. Much lejsjhall it hinder me from con- 
tinuing my Prayers to God to pour down u pon* 
you the cboicefi of his Blejfwgs, and to give you 
Grace to accomplifh all his Defigns with Fidelity 
and Conjtancy. J hope that in better Hands you 
will proceed with greater Safety and Speed , and 
that if I have committed any Faults with regard 
U you ', you will never thelefs remember that I: bad 
fome good Will to affifl you *, and that that 
Thought will engage you, on your Part, to put 
up Prayers to our good God in my Behalf Ire- 
turn you two Books which belong to you, and 
which /recovered out of ft range Hands where 
you had left them. I am, and always fhall 
be, entirely yours in the Sacred Heart of Je- 
fus Chrift. 

GIRARD, Jejiiu 

The Bifhop having removed Mifs Cadtere 
from the Direction of Father Girard, placed 
her under the Care of Father Nicholas, juft 
then appointed Prior of the bare -footed Car- 
melites at Toulon; to whom, he laid, lintrujl 
you with the Saint of Ollioules ; and it was by 
the Bifhop's Order that he went to conleis 
her at la Bajlide. Father Girard. having per* 
fuaded her there was no Crime in what had 
paft between them, fhe not only talked fre- 
quently of him to her new Director, but alio 
was obferved to be in perfect Raptures about 
that Jefuit, and twice or thrice endeavoured 
to run away by Night to meet; him at Toulon, 
the Prior begun to' fufpect- that fome- 

thing 
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thing more than ordinary had been between 
them. 

Upon this, he began to found Mifs Ca- 
dim's Confluence, who frankly own'd to him 
the Particulars above related. He faw, with 
Aftonifhment, that thofe Things which 'till 
then had been look'd upon as Wonders of 
Grace, were only Delufions, and Tricks of 
the Devil ; and nothing real in the "Whole, 
but a horrid Complication of {hocking Crimea 
in the Part which Father Girard had acted. 

The Bifliop went to make her a Vifit at la 
Baftide y arid having examined her himfelf> 
heard, with Horror, from her own Mouth, 
all the Wicked nefs of her former Director. 
Thereupon, being fired with a juft and holy 
Indignation againft him, he declar'd, He 
would- drive out that ravening Wolf from his 
"Fold ; but Mils Cadiere^ all in Tears, threw 
herfelf at his Feet, and earneftly intreated he 
would not take a Step which muft unavoid- 
ably difgrace her. Her Brother, the Domi- 
nican, who was prefeht, joined with her in 
begging the fame Favour, for the Honour of 
Ins Family ; whereupon, the charitable Pre- 
late gave them Both his Word, that the whole 
Story fhould be funk in Oblivion % and being 
infbrm'd that Mifs Cadiere had ftill fome Fits 
of PofTeffion, he exorcifed her himfelf, and 
ordered her new Confeffor to continue to ex- 
crcifc and direct \*ot only her, but alfo feme 
other of Father Girard's Penitents, in order 
to rid diem out of fuch bad Hands. To the 

Effect 
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Effect of thefe Exorcifms, and of a general 
Confeflion which Mifs Cadiere made to the 
Prior of the Carmelites, fhe owes her Delive- 
rance from her Fits of PoiTeffion, and all 
thofe Muttons and Tricks of the Devil Her 
Stigma's at the fame time clo/ed up, tho' the 
Scars of them may ftili be plainly feen upon 
her Feet, and upon her Side. 

Mean time Father de Sabatier, a Jefuit, who 
had formerly been Mifs Cadiere's ConfeiTor, 
and ought> of all Men, to have wifhed that 
this fhameful Myftery had fti.ll lain conceal- 
ed, perfuaded the Bifhop to make it publick. 
In vain did all of the higheft Rank in Totdon 
ufe their Intereft to diffuade him from it \ 
Father de Sabaiier was enraged, and, at his 
Inftigation, the Bifhop of Toulon began the 
Procefs Nov. 10. 1730. by interdicting Fa- 
ther Cadiere, and the Prior of the Carmelites ; 
and the 18 th of the fame Month hefent the 
Chancellor, Proctor, and Regifter of the E- 
pifcopal Court, attended by two Clergymen, 
to interrogate Mifs Cadiere judicially, con- 
cerning what had patted between her and Fa- 
ther Girard. 

This poor young Lady was, doubtlefs, ex- 
tremely lurprized at fuch a Vifit. The 
Chancellor having told her the Occafion of 
it, fhe at firft r-.fufed to anfwer ; but at laft, 
being obliged by a fofcfnq Oath to fpeak, 
fhe generoufly preferred the Intereft of Re- 
ligion, and the Satisfaction of the Publick, 
to that of her own Honour and Quiet, and 

by 
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by her Anfwcrs declared the whole Miftery 
which Hie had, till then, concealed with fo 
much Care. As fhe was by no Means pre* 
pared for fuch an Account, fhe threw the 
Facts together as they came into her Mind, 
without any Regard to Order or Time, which 
is at once a Proof of her Surprize, and of her 
Integrity. There are fome Facts which the 
Chancellor, who has all along behaved with 
great Partiality in this Affair, has not related 
exactly, and others which he has altered. We 
fhall not point them out here, becaufe our 
Proeefs is grounded upon the Plaintiff's De- 
claration, of which we fhall fpeak prcfently ; 
and becaufe we fhall* produce her Declaration, 
which contains a more exact Account. Is it 
Dot ridiculous now to alledge, that this is a 
Plot to defame Father Girard? feeing Mifs 
Cadlere did not publifh the Scandal volunta- 
rily, but, contrary to her Inclination, was 
forced to it by the Authority of the Officers of 
Juftice, and the Obligation of her Oath. 

The Appellant feeing herfelf now difgra- 
ced, and that fhe had no Meafures to keep, 
fmce her Honour was loft, thought it but 
re^fonable to fue for Vengeance againft her 
Sedixrr, who had committed fo many Crimes 
upon her ; and for that End, fhe, the feme 
Day laid her Complaint before the Criminal 
Judge of Toulon. As the whole Proeefs is 
founded upon it, we fhall here produce it

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that Time between fifteen and fixteen Years 
old ; that fhe yent to the Jefuit's Convent 
to make Confcflion to Father Sabatier, but 
wts told, lie was not yet recovered from his 
Illnefs, fo as to be able to receive it ; this 
obliged the Deponent to take for her Di- 
rector Mr. d' Oulonne, Prieft and Lecturer 
of the Parifh of St. Louis ; but he being 
very much taken up with the Bufinefsof his 
Parifh, fhe was often obliged to wait a 
great while, which occafioned much Unea- 
finefs in her Mother,* who has fometimes 
{truck her, fhe being wanted at Home for 
the Bufinefs of the Shop, and Houfe : And 
for that Reafon her Brother Mr. Francis 
Cadiere, an Ecclefiaftick, being a Student 
then in the Jefuits Seminary, told her of 
Father Girard the Rector, who was, from 
that Time, her ConfefTor for two Years and 
an Half. She had confefled to that Father 
about a Year before any thing extraordi- 
nary happened, excepting, that he inquired 
into the Deponent's Circumstances, and who 
were her Relations. About that Time a 
Brother of hers, who is a Jacobin, having 
lent Mrs. Mary Ann Sibon, Wife of Mr. 
Saurifty Merchant, a Book written againft 
the Jefuits, the faid Sibon carried it to her 
Sifter. Saurin, an Urfuline Nun, and fhe put 
it irto the Hands of the faid Father Sab&titr, 
who complained of it to the Bifhop. The 
Bift op endeavoured to get a Let trcdeQdrf 
againft her Brother the JaccbithwhOyOnfa 

* other 
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other Hand, did what he could to juftify 
himfelf ; and flic having fpoke in his Favour 
to bat Confeffor Father Girard the Rector, 
he told her, That were it not for the Refpetl 
he had for the Deponent, her Brother would 
have bad a Let Ire de Cachet \ and defired 
fhe would talk to him no more on that Af- 
fair i and having enquired how fhe did, after 
an intermitting Fever, which had held her 
for a Fortnight, he kindly reproached her 
for not fending to him when fhe was ill. 
* The Deponent anlwered, That fie was 
ttnzvilling to give himfo much Trouble *, to which 
Father Girard replied, Ton are a filly Girl-, 
that is a Trouble which I take with a great deal 
of Pleafure : Will you not for once give yourfelf 
up to me ? Then Hooping down, and putting 
his Mouth clofe to hers, he breathed very 
hard upon her, which made fuch a ftrange 
Inipreffion in her Mind, that from that Mo- 
ment fhe felt a ftrong Inclination for the Fa- 
ther, and told him at once, that fhe gave far- 
felf up to htm. And adds, that for above fix 
Months before, he had frequently faid to her 
in the Chair of Confeifion, Will you not give 
yourfelf up to me I I know that the gracious 
God requires fomething of you \ he has great D f e- 
ftgns to accomplifh upon you. And the Depo- 
nent asking how he could know that ? The 
faid Father Girard anfwer'd, That he knew 
it and had been fenfiHe of it for a great while : 
from that Time he ordered her to receive 
the Sacrament every Day, but to do it in 

4 different 
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1 different Churches, that it might not* 

* be taken Notice of : From that 

* Time alfo fhe begun to have frequent 

* Vifions, fometimes in the Houfe, and 
4 ibmetime$ in the Street. Thefe Vifions 
4 confifted chiefly in feeing the Cceleftial Glo» 

* ry ; and Heaven opened with all the Saints 
4 placed according to the feveral Degrees of 

* Glory to which they are raifed. Once fhe 

* had another Vifion, in which were reprefen- 
4 ted to her three Heavens * St. John the 

* Evangelifti who was in the firft, came to her 
4 Affiftance, and openM a huge Book with 
4 feven Seals, wherein fhe faw him write in 
4 large Characters, John Baptift, and Mat) 
4 Catherine ; after which, he fhut the Book, 
4 and carried it to the Throne of Jefus Chrift, 
4 in the third Heaven-, and then fhe 

* thought fhe few Jefus Chrift lift his Hand 
4 from the Book about three Palms, and 
4 heard him fay, I /wear by myfilf T that what is 
4 herein written is uncbartgeable. At the fame 
4 Time there appeared a Crofs coming to- 
4 wards her, which Jefus Chrift held by the 
4 upper End, who faid to her, That her Jjve 
c would crucify her before Righteoufnefs bad made 
4 her perfeffi. Having afterwards had feveral 
4 Kinds of Vifions, fhe always found the Ef- 

* feet of them was inflaming her Faflion for 
4 the faid Father Girard, who, by her Ordir, 
4 came to fee her every Day, and fometimes 
4 twice a Day. When this Deponent faid to 
*■ him, Is it pojibk, Father , that I fhould have 

•Jl 
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fo great a Pqffionfor you ; and does the Love 
of God produce ftch Jlrange Effects ? HisAn- 
fwer was, That Jhe Jhould not be uneafy about 
that, for his gracious God had united her unto 
him ; that he carried her in his Bofom, and 
in his Heart \ that (he was now bat one Heart 
with him, and the Soul of his Soul ; that -her 
PaJJion ought to give her no Concern, for it 
was God's good Pleajure that it fhotdd be fo, 
and that Jhe fhotdd lave him dearly. All the 
while fhe continued in this State, from 
firft to laft, flic was uncapable of vocal 
Prayer ; and when fhe complained of this 
to Father Girard, he told her, 7/ was not 
neceffary ; to which the Deponent anfwer'd, 
That fhe believed the Saints had not walked in 
that Way : Father Girard told her, This 
was an extraordinary Way •, that we muft not 
always take the Saints for our Patterns, and 
that the Lord had different Ways of bringing 
Souls to himfelf In another Vifion fhe was 
fhewed a Perfon in a State of mortal Sin, 
and Impurity, and, being terrified with fo 
difmal a Sight, fhe heard a Voice, which 
told her, -That if fhe had a Mind to deliver 
that Soul from the miferable State in which fhe 
jaw it, fhe muft fubmit to be pjfeffed for a 
Tear. This fhe communicated to Father 
Girard, her Confeffor, who, notwithftand- 
ing fhe fhew'd the utmoft Averfion to it, 
forced her to fubmit to be pofTefled ; and 
immediately, upon giving her Confent to* it, 
fhe found herfclT poffefled with a great 

Number 
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Number of horrible Idea's, which difor- 
der'd her Imagination, and took away her 
Senfes ; nay, governed them fo, that in 
fpite of her, they made her pronounce 
Thoufands of Curfes againft the Saints, and 
Blafphemies againft the Eucharift, and all 
our facred Myfterics. In this State of Pof- 
feflion the Devil difcovered to her the Con- 
fciences of feveral People, and brought to 
her Mind all that ever fhe had done, even 
foretelling her Things that were to happen. 
He told her, That Father Girard was a Sor- 
cerer ; that he had made a Compacl with him 
above forty 2~ears ago, to make him a great 
Genius, and give him the Gift of Preaching 
provided be would fecure to him as many Souls 
as he could. All this Time the Deponent 
had Intervals, in which fhe was comforted 
with pleafing Vifi©ns, and many Graces, 
which fhe having told to Father Girard, he 
faid, That was a fufficient Compenfation for 
all her Sufferings. And adds, That in this 
State fhe jaw nothing but Objecls cf Unclean- 
nefs and Abomination, from which fhe was 
relieved by fome good Intervals. When fhe 
was in the Confeifionary, Father Girard or- 
dered her to receive his Breath, tho 5 lhe .re- 
fitted it as much as fhe could, becaufe the 
more he breathed on her, the more paffi- 
onate and eager fhe was to embrace him. 
And depofes further, That the Cud Father 
Girard obliged her to be acquainted with- 
another Devotee, called Mrs, Guiol, who 
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is a Joiner's Wife, and a very pretty Wo- 
man, becaufe fhe was in the fame Condi- 
tion, as fhe herfelf owned to the Deponent, 
as well as Father Girard> who, till Lift 
Iw/, ufed to come every Day to the Depo- 
nent's Houfe when lhe was in her Fits of 
Convulfion. He went up to the fecond 
Floor, where fhe lay almoft always in Bed. 
He enter'd her Chamber, the Door of which 
he lock'd on the Infide, and as foon as he 
fat down, her Fits of Convulfion became 
always more violent. She often found her 
felf before him in indecent Poltures *, fome- 
times he made her fit down on the Bed's- 
Foot, where he held her, and preft her to his 
Bofom for two or three Hours together, 
killing her Face in a very amorous Manner, 
very frequently, and almoft every Day that 
he came. And adds, that the laft Day of 
Carnaval, in a Vifion fhe heard a Voice, 
faying to her, / will lead you into the Befart 
during Lent, where you Jhall eat, net the Food 
of Men, but of Angels ; yet, notwithftanding 
the Voice, fhe eat in Lent, but threw it up 
as faft as fhe fwallowed it \ fhe was alfo 
feized with a Vomiting of Blood, where- 
with, having acquainted Father Girard, he 
bid her comply with the Directions of the 
Voice. 

< She further depofes, That in another Vi- 
fion flic faw the Heart of Jefus Chrift picr- 
• ced with feveral Wounds, and heard a Voice, 
laying, That it was wounded by the Sins of 

* Men, 
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Men, and that as Jhe was united to Jefm 
Chrift, Jhe (hould, by Virtue of that Union, 
participate bis Wounds, which Jhe fhould per- 
ceive by a Gajh on her left Side -, and lb it 
actually happened to her -, for that Inftatu 
fhe felt a Stroke on that Side, where fhe 
found a Wound which continued open for 
three Months, without augmenting or dimi- 
nifhing. Father Girard came every Day to 
the Deponent's Chamber, which he locked; 
then handled her Neck and Bread, and 
fucked the Wound. The Bifhop having 
exorcifed her intheMonthof&/>/m&rMi 
the Wound; which had continued open for 
three Months, immediately healed, as well 
as the Stigmas on her Hands and Feet, with 
the Crown on her Head \ and in the Place 
where it had been, the Hair grew again as 
before. She declares, That when her Health 
allowed her to go to the Jefuit's Convent in 
Lent, one Afternoon Father Girard carried 
her into the Church, and that before he went 
into the Chair of Confcflion, he embraced 
her, and kiffed her Mouth, and in the Chair 
called her his Mother, and himfelf her Son, 
her Brother, 'her Friend, her Servant, faying, 
there was enough to engage any Heart \ ,and 
there fhe gave him an Account of all the 
Vifions fhe had feen. 
c She depofes further, That when Father 
Girard came to fee her in her Chamber, 
and was locked up with her, he frequently 
handled he* privy Parts ; that fhe found 
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c herfelf all wet, and fomeqmes fwooned 

* away ; that not knowing what all this 

* meant, fhe ufed to chide Father Girari 
L about it, who only fell a laughing at her*, 
4 that having mifs'd her Flowers for about 
4 three Months, fhe acquainted Father Girard 
1 with it v who, after that, frequently hand- 

* led her Belly, and, for a Week together, 

* made her take every Day certain Drugs of 

* a reddifh Colour, which caufed an Abor- 
« tion, and, for eight Days, made her lofc 
« a vaft deal of Blood, with which there 

* came away a Lump of Flefh : That ha- 
< ving communicated this to Father Girard* 

* he told her, that it could not pojjibly be y and 

* that it was the Devil had made her believe jb. 
J She adds further, That one Day Father 

* Girard made her drip to her Shift upon the 
« Bed, faying, He mufi punijh her for her 
' Fault in not refigning herfelf \ and that then 
1 fhe felt her privy Parts tickled, and all wet > 
1 that at other Times he would lafh her But- 
L tocks with his Scourge, and then kifs her 

* Breech ; and that 'twas at thofe Times 
1 he ufed to tickle and wet her privy Parts. 
1 And alfo, that one Day, while fhe was in 
1 the Monaftery of St. Clare, at Qttiouks., 
1 there being no -body in the Church but Fa- 
1 ther Girard and herfelf, he embraced her,and 
1 kitted her, as he did frequently in the Par- 

■* lour, befides fucking her Wound.* We re- 
quired of the f lid Cadiere, that the Act of 
her Declaration might be granted and re- 

giftered

giftered, which being read, was figned by us 
at the Bottom of each Page, and at laft by 
the Clerk of the Regjfter. Cadiere, Mar- 
telly and Albert. 

At the Bottom of this Declaration the Cri- 
minal Judge ordered an Information to be 
joined of all the Facts and Circumftances 
therein contained, and that the Chancellor of 
the Bifliop's Court fhould be called in to pro- 
ceed in Conjunction with him. Mifs Cadiere 
afterwards judicially proved and added to the 
Proceedings five or Father Girard's Letters, 
three that he had wrote to the Abbefs of St. 
Clare at Ollioules, and two others ; one was 
that famous Letter of the 2 2d of July, the 
other of the 15 th of September, when fhe was 
about to quit his Direction. The Contents of 
which are already repeated. 

The Proctor prefente;! a Requeft, that art 
Information might be lodged of all the Facts 
and Crimes contained in Mifs Cadiereh An^ 
fwers to the Interrogatories put to her by the 
Chancellor : But inftead of joining with her 
to convict and punilh the Criminal, he, on 
the contrary, concerted an odious Plot witir 
the two Jefuits, Father Girard y and Father 
S abutter i and by a Prevarication, worthy of 
Punifhment, fummoned no Witnefies, but 
fuch as he expected would give falfe Evidence 
in Father Girard's Favour ; nor would hear 
any but thofe who were entirely devoted to 
the Jefuits •, nay, many of them were actually, 
at that very Time, Father Girard's Penitents.

Every Night the Regifter and Chancellor, 
in Perf6n, carried the Depofitions to the Je- 
fuits College, and fhewed them to Father 
Girard and Father de S abutter. As by this 
Means they were acquainted with the Evi- 
dence given by Mifs Cadiere's Witneffes, they 
next Day got the Proctor to examine feme of 
the Jefuit's Devotees, whom they had engag- 
ed to fwea r Facts directly contrary to thofe 
which Mifs Cadiere's Witneffes had depofed 
the Day before -, and thus have they acted 
thro* the whole Courfe of the Proceedings ; 
fo that of Forty-four Witneffes examined by 
the Proctor's Order, there is not a fingle one 
who has not endeavoured to vindicate Father 
Girard. Can this Parliament fee, without 
Horror, to what villainous Purpofes the Offi- 
cers of Ecclefiaftical Juftice have proftkuted 
it, fo greatly injurious both to Religion and 
the Commonweal ? 

As foon as the Proceedings were begun, 
which was on the 26th of November, Mifs 
Cadiere was confined in the Convent of the 
Urjulines of Toulon, which is directed by the 
Jefuits ; and the Superior whereof, the Lady 
de Gerin f whofe Brother is a Jefuit, with fe- 
veral more of the Nuns, is actually Father 
Girard's Penitents ; and to wait upon her 
they aligned her a Lay-Sifter, Daughter to 
the famous la Guiol, whofe Confeffbr is Father 
Girard. And befides, two more of Father 
Girard's Penitents, who were formerly in the 
fune Condition with Mifs Cadiere, and whofe 
D Eyen 
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Eyes were likewife opened to fee the Illufions 
and Debauchery of their Confeffor, wereclapt 
up in two feveral Monafteries *, and all this 
by Virtue of fuperior Orders obtained by the 

■Bifliop. 

Mils Cadiere was obliged to' attend the Bi- 
jfhop three feveral Times, in order to have a 
Confeffor appointed her, but could obtain 
none, except Mr. Berge y a beneficed Clergy- 
man, a Man wholly devoted to the Jefuits, 
as appears plainly from the following Paf- 
fage. This Prielt comes to the Convent of 
the Urfidinesy on the 31ft of January laft, 
with Pen, Ink and Paper, attended by Father 
dt Sabatier and two Witneffes ; he goes into 
the Parlour, fends for Mifs Cadiere, and tells 
her, He was come to receive her Confeffwn ; but 
that fie muji firfi make a formal Recantation 
of what Jhe had depofed againfi Father Girard, 
and declare* that it was all a Calumny, other- 
wife he could not confefs her ; and upon her an* 
■fwcring him, That fhe was forced to make her 
Complaint to the Officer of Juftice, and had /aid 
nothing in it but the Truth, which floe could not 
rctrah, Mr. Berge went away with Father 
Sabatier and the Witneffes, without hearing 
he r Confeflion. 

The Jefuits and their Emiffaries, finding 
there were no Hopes of bringing the Pla 
to retract her Depofition, they endeavoured 
"by other Arts to render her juft Complaint 
fruitlcfs. Not fatisfied to turnifti the Proctor 
with falfe Evidence, and their own Penitents, 

they 
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they likewife fuborned Mifs Cadiere's Wit- 
nefles. Father de Sabatier, and other Perfons, 
ftaid in the Hall of the Bifhop's Palace, next 
to that wherein the Evidence was heard ; and 
there, before the WitnelTes were called in, 
they interrogated thofe that were fummoned 
at Mrs, Cadiereh Inftance, concerning die 
Facts which they intended to depofe ; and 
When they found they had heinous Things to 
fwear againft Father Girard, they firft endea- 
voured to diffuade them from it, and when 
they could not prevail that Way, they took 
their Summons from them. * And fent 
them away without being examined : Nay, 
the Chancellor took Care, in fumming up the 
Evidence, to leave out feveral very material 
Facts-, of which the Re-examination of the 
Nuns of St. Clare of Olliouks, is a clear Proo£ 
This Subornation of Witneffes obliged the 
Plaintiff' to petition the Criminal Judge for 
an Information againft it, which was granted 
her ; yet the Jefuits afterwards employed the 
moft wicked Means to corrupt even feveral 
Nuns \ of which the Letter they wrote for 
that End to die Lady de Cogolin y Urfudne, Nun 
of Toulon, which we have lately proved, and 
which has made fo much Noife, is an unan- 
fwerable Demonftration. 

D 2 The 
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m The Intereft of the Jefuits, and the Tergi- 
verfation of the Proctor, have prolonged the 
Proceedings for a great while, without Mifi 
Cadiere's being able to procure a Decree for 
it, notwithftanding the three Acts contrary 
to Juftice, which fhe offered to the Confide- 
ration of the Lieutenant on the 25th and 30th 
of January, and the 10th of February. 

Neverthelefs, by an Arret of the Council 
of State, dated the 18 th ofJanAz.% the King 
remitted to die great Chamber of Parliament 
the Cognizance of this Affair, as the laft 
Refource for Judgment on it, according to 
trie Statutes and Ordinances, at the Requeft 
of M. the Atorney-General of the King, 
and the Diligence of Mifs Cadiere, by an 
Act of the 1 6th of February following, M. 
the Counfellor do Faueon, and M. the Abbe 
de Charkval, were deputed to go to Touhn, 
for the Continuance of the Information, the 
Award, Ordinance, and make out the extra- 
ordinary Procefs at the Requeft of M. die 
Atorney-General, and the Diligence of the 
Plaintiff. 

Meflieurs the Commiffioners arrived at 
Toulon with M. the Atorney-General of the 
King, where they examined twenty-four 
Witnefies, and tho' the Proceeding was com- 
pofed of an hundred and twelve Witneffes, 
and fully proved Father Girard guilty of the 
Crimes laid to his Charge, yet, by an unex- 
pected -Turn, he was no more than -barely 
ordered to make his Defence on the 2jd.of 

the 
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the faid February ; and Mifs Cadiere, with 
the Prjor of the bare -footed Carmelites of Tou- 
lon, her new Director, and Father Thomas 
Cadiere, the Dominican her Brother, were 
fervcd with a Summons of perfonal Appear- 
ance ; and Francis Cadiere, the fecular Prieft, 
her other Brother, with a Citation. Theie 
Decrees, fo little conformable to the Rules of 
Juftice, and the Charges contained in the 
Proeefs, feemed done on purpofe to influence 
the Publick in Behalf of Father Girard ; 
but all was ineffectual, nor would the difin- 
tereftcd P^rt of Mankind be brought to re- 
gulate their Opinion by that of thefc unjuft 
Judges. 

M. the Atorney-Gencral of the King, if- 
fued out the above-mentioned Summonfes on 
the 23d of February with Permiflion to ap- 
pear before the Parliament, either the fame 
Day, or any Day within the Limitation of a 
Month, Father Girard^ embolden'd by the 
Mildnefs of the Decree againft him, made 
hafte to give in his Anfwcrs the fame Day ; 
but, notwkhitanding lie had well ftudied 
them before, and his obftinate Denial of all 
the Facts which had been proved againft 
him, he yet confefled enough to convict him 
of the Whole imputed to him, as we fhall 
make evident by the Analyfts which we (hall 
render of his Replies. He put, at the fame 
time, into die Hands of the Commiflioners, 
fixteen Letters, which he pretended were 
thofe he fent to Mifs Cadiere, at QUiouIes, and 
D 3 which 
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which he had recovered from her, to purge 
them of the Venom they originally contain'd; 
and alfo twenty of her Letters to him, with 
her Memoir of L e n t, and that of the Sifter 
de Remifat, whofe Director he had been, and 
put into the fame Condition with Cadiere. 

Tho 5 they could not oblige Mifs Cadiere 
to give in her Anfwer till the Time of the 
Adjournment, unlefs fhe had voluntarily re- 
nounced that Limitation, by defiring Mef- 
fieute the Commiffioners to hear her ; yet, 
notwithftanding there was no fuch Requeft 
on her Part, they went on the 25th of the 
lame February, to the Convent of the [ 
lines, where fhe was detain'd, and took her 
Anfwers. That Day, the 25th, and the 
next, the 2.6th, fhe fpoke according to Truth, 
and her former Declaration v but the fuccccd- 
ing Day, the Sifter Guiol, who waited on 
her, gave her a Glafs of Wine, in which was 
mingled fomething fait, and which threw her 
immediately into fuch an Agitation of Mind, 
that fhe did not know her Mother, This 
cruel Attempt obliged her to petition the 
Parliament to have an Information filed a- 
gainft it \ and tho' the Atorney-General con- 
sented to the Information, yet the Court did 
not think fit to do any thing in it. 

However, the fame Day that this Potion 
was given to the Appellant, fhe was carried 
before the Committee of Parliament to an- 
fwer their Interrogatories •, and by Means of 
that intoxicating Draught fhe had drank, and 

the 
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the Violence and Threats ufed to her in a 
Convent fo devoted to the Jefuits, they made 
herdifown all the Facts contained in her De- 
pofition, and fay, they were not true \ that 
Father Girard had led her in the Way to the 
bigheft Perfetlion, and that the Prior of the 
Carmelites had perfuaded her to form the Accn- 
jatwn againft him : Tho\ at the fame Time, 
it is undeniable, that the Chancellor himfelf 
forced her to it, and that all the Facts con- 
tained in her Depofition, are confirm'd by 
a great Number of unexceptionable Witnef- 
fes, acknowledged in the Criminal's own An- 
fwers, and vouched by his own Letters. The 
very Nature of Mifs Cadiere's Anfwers, at that 
Time, is fufficient to convince one that they 
were not the Effect of her free Will. Im- 
mediately after thefe fame Anfwers made by 
the Plaintiff, they proceed to a fecond Exa- 
mination of Father Girard, and as he was 
perfectly well inform'd of Mifs Cadiere's An- 
fwers, he took Care now to own nothing, 
except, that he touch' d Mils Cadiere's two 
Ribs, which, he faid, were raifed above the 
reft by a Superabundance of Graces ; but 
that, however, he only felt them thro' 
Handkerchief which ihe wore about her 
Neck. 

The Moment thefe Anfwers were given, 
Mefllcurs the Commiilioners ordered the Ex- 
traordinary Procefs, in regard of Father Gz- 
rard and Mifs Cadkre on the ift of March 
leaving out the Prior of the Carmelites, and 
D 4 the 
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the two Brothers Cadieres, whofe Adjourn- 
ment not being expired, had not anfwered ; 
and, contrary to all Sorts of Rules, they, by 
this Means, divided the Courfe of Procedure 
continehliam Caufes^ and thofe three others 
were ordained to a feparate Judgment. 

The next Thing they did was to re-examine 
fome "Witneffes •, and thofe who were prefent 
at the Confrontation of Father Girard and 
Mifs Cadiere on the 26th, and purpofely 
omitting the Examination of any others, fte 
was herfelf re-examined March the 6th, and 
declared, That Jhe in ft fie A on the Truth ofkr 

■ /infers beginning February- 27. and as to 
thofe Jht before, bow to the Committee 

cf Parliament, and to ike Bifhofs than, 

, as her IDepfiiion taken before the Crimi- 
nal Judge) that Jhe renounced them fo farm 
they contained anything contrary to her la ft An- 
fivers *, having been pcrfuaded to them by the 
Prior of the Carmelites, on her givini him an 
Account of Father Girard'j holy and innocent 
Behaviour to her. 

The fame Day ; nay, upon the Spot, they 
confronted Father Girard with the Plaintiff, 
the Event of which is as lingular as the above- 
laid Re-examination : For Father Ginrh 
without propofing any Objection againft Mils 
Cadiere^ heard her laft Anfwers and Re-exa- 
mination read, and then faid, <That nothinghd 
ever faffed between him and her, but what was 

ry pure and modefi s that he looked upon her 
as a holy young fFoman^ anddeftgned to car] her 

to 
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to Perfection \ and that, without entering into 
a Detail of all that is contained of Mifs Cadiere'x 
Anfwers, he in general ajjures them of the Pu- 
rity of his Intentions, and that Sprit of Religion 
with which he fpoke, writ, and affied* Mifi- 
Cadiere, on her Part faid, That her Anfwers 
of February 27, {excluding thofe of the 25th 
and 26 thy where fhe had fpoke the Truth) and 
her Additions to the Re-examination contained 
the Truth , declaring, that fhe never obferved 
any thing in Father Girard but tubal was 
§ very pure and holy \ affuring them, likewife, of 
the Purity of her Intentions. *Tis pity 
this fine Tale isp contradicted by the whole 
Proceedings, by Father Girard' s own Con- 
ceflions, and by the Letters of both Par- 
ties. 

After that the Committee continued 'till 
the 9th of March to confront Witneffes with 
Mifs Cadiere, to the Number of Forty-fix ; 
and as (he had been treated with great Vio- 
lence and Threats all this Time, fhe was not 
only not allowed to make any Objection 
againft the Witneffes, tho* fhe had fomc very 
pertinent ones, but we find befides, this fur- 
prizing Contrail, that while, by thefe Means, 
the Plaintiff agreed with the Defendant in 
faying, that nothing but what was very pious 
and holy had pajfed between them, the Witnef- 
fes, whom they confronted with her, con- 
ftantly maintained the heinous Fact, and 
enormous Crimes, which they had before 
D ^ fworn 
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iwornto, and which are very contrary to all 
Rules of Innocence and Purity. 

On the 20th of March, the Committee be- 

ing ready to fet out for OUMes, in order to 

re-examine and confront the Nuns of St Clare, 

among whom Mifs Cadiere had lived for three 

Years and an Half •, fhe being, upon that 

Occafion, allowed a little more Liberty, 

made, before them, a Renunciation, upon 

Oath, of all that fhe had faid, from Feb. 27, 

tilf'then, in Contradiction to her Depofition 

and Anfwers of Feb. 25. and 26. and declared, , 

"That it was at firji of all the Effiff of the Potion 

they gave her, which had difotHered her Senfets 

and that both at firft, afterwards, and even 

then, they endeavoured to force her to betray the 

Truth, by the Violence wherewith they ufed her, 

and their Threats, of worfe Treatment, if k 

did not fay as they would have her \ and tki 

in proper Time and Place the World fhoidd km 

the Perfons who had abufed her in fi unjujlifu 

able a Manner : But it is no hard Matter to 

guefs at them* 

On the 1 1 th of the fame Month of Aferci, 
when the Committee went to Ottioules, Mifs 
Cadiere was carried thither by the Sheriff's 
Officers, a Guard very unbecoming her Inno- 
cence,, nay unconformable to the Order of 
Court for perfonal Appearance, all unjuft as 
h was. The Regifter of the Bifhop's Court 
fet out before them, nor could the Rain Hop 
him \ his Bufinefs was to carry two Letters 
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to OUiouks, one to the Ladies of St Clare > to , 
perfuade them to retract what they hadfworn, 
and the other to the Superior of the Urfulines y 
intowhofe Hands Mifs Garner e was to be put, 
in which fhe was defired to leave nothing 
undone to force her to a frefh Recantation in 
Favour of Father Girard> and for tliat Pur- . 
pofe to ufe all Kind of Means, even ill Treat- , 
ment : In effect, when Mifs Cadien came to 
OlliouleSy fhe was put into the Convent of the- 
UrJulweSj and clapt up in a Room that flunk 
intolerably, having, till fhe came, been the 
Lodging of a Mad-woman whom they then 
removed, and without any other Furniture 
than a little rotten Straw to cover the Ground. 
All this is related at full in the Pro- 
tection of the Appellant on the 15th and 
1 6th of the fame March^ which alfo contains 
all the different Methods taken by the Jefuits 
and their Emiffaries, to fuborn Witneffes and 
ftifle the Truth. 

^ The better to perfuade the Ladies of St. 
Clare to retract, they told the Abbefs, and feve- 
ral of the Nuns, on one Hand, That thePlainUff 
had dropped her Suit y concealing the Circumjlan- 
ces of the fore/aid Variation^ as well as a Re- 
tt delation of it \ and on the other Hand, ll\ii 
all the Witneffes at Toulon had retraced ail the 
Fatls which they had fevorn agavi/t Father Gi- 
rard. Were there ever fo many Arts em- 
ploy'd to ftifle the Truth, and opprefe Inno- 
cence ? But the Ladies anfwer'd, with a holy 

Conftancy,

Conftancy, That no Confederation fhouldmah 
them betray the Caufe of Truth, and that far 
from retracing what they had faid in their 
DepofitionSj they were refohed now to add to 
them all that the Chancellor had omitted. And 
accordingly it appears by their Re-examina- 
tion, that they added feveral very material 
and weighty Facts againft Father Girard. 

When the Re-examination and confront- 
ing of the Nuns at St. Clare was over, and 
the Committee returned to Aix^ Mifs Cadim 
was carried thither by the Sheriff's Officers, 
and confin'd a fecond Time to a Monas- 
tery, where Ihe is yet detained. Tis re- 
markable, that while fhe was upon the 
Road, attended and guarded in a manner 
referved only for fuch as are guilty of the 
greateft Crimes, where they lodg'd all Night, 
one Fouquej who commanded the Party of 
Horfe, would needs lie in Mifs Cadiere y $ 
Chamber, under Pretence that he had Orders 
for fo doing ^ fo that ihe and her Mother,. 
who accompanied her, finding a Gentleman 
In their Bed- Chamber, were obliged to fit up 
all Night. 

Three or four Days after Mifs Cadiere was 
put into the Monaftery at Aix^ an unfubferibed 
Letted was brought her by a young Gentle- 
man dreft in grey Cloathes, and wearing a 
Sword, The Direction and Contents of it 
follow,

My Dear r 

J Am every Day more and more furprijed at thy 
■* Conduct^ in continuing to inform all the World 
of thy own Folly. Wilt thou go on till a defini- 
tive Sentence make thee fill more odious in the 
Eyes of every one ? The Thing has made too 
much Noife, thou wilt fay ; but it will make a 
great deal more, if thou doji not take Care 5 for 
it would be a much lefs Difhonour for thee to re- 
txatt, than to lofe thy Caufe : No-body would ufi 
ihce with fo much Freedom as I do, kit one who 
is as much thy Friend. J am, my Dear, entire- 
ly thine. 

This Letter, the only Defign whereof was 
to perfuade the Appellant to retract, could 
come from none but the Jefuits ; and befides, 
the Letter, tho' dated at Toulon, could be 
written no where but at Ah, feeing it is dated 
the 16th of March, and directed to Mifs Ca- 
dicre, in the Moiiailery of the Vifitation at 
Aix \ now, on the 1 6th of March fhe was at 
Ollwules, and it could not phen be known at 
Toulon that (he would be carried to that par- 
ticular Monaftery at Aix \ which proves 
the Letter to be of a Piece with the reft of 
the Jefuits Management thro' the whole 
Affair, 

Thefe 
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Thefe Facts, and feveral others, of which we 
fhall not enter into the Detail, occafioned her 
to exhibit a new Proteftation the nth of 
April laft, againft the Proceedings. 

' Mifs Cadicre aftenvards appealed to the 
Parliament on the Writ of perfonal Appear- 
ance ferved upon her, by Order of Meifieurs 
the Commiflioners, and on the Proceedings 
made by them againft her, and alfo a Minima 
of xh&Decret d' affigne againft Father Girari, 
that they might change it into a Prije k 
Corps, Her Brothers, and the Father Carme- 
lile alfo appealed on their Parts, concerning 
the Decrees iffued againft them, and adhered 
to her Appeal of the Procedure. 

She afterwards appealed occafionally on 
the Illegality of the Proceedings againn: her 
by the Chancellor at the Proctor's Requeft ; 
and moreover Ihe took out Royal Letters of 
Reftitution, on the Variation Ihe had been 
compelled to make: Her Brothers, and the 
Prior of the Carmelites gave their Petitions of 
Adherance to her Appeal of Illegality. 

Thefe are all the Circumftances on which 
the Court ought to determine, tho* this Ap- 
peal of Illegality be incident, neverthelefs it 
becomes a principal Circumftance, fince die 
Proceedings to which it is attached, ferves 
for the Foundation of thofe Motives the 
'Commiffioners have made againft us, and of 
the Decree of which wc now complain, and 
gives Occafion to this Appeal. 

To 
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To make our Defence in order, and fbew 
the Juftice of our Appeals, and moreover of 
our Royal Letters of Reftitution, we will 
prove, firft, That the whole Proceeding of 
the Chancellor at the Requeft of the Proctor, 
is illegal, and that his Abrogation produces 
the Decrees ifliied out againft us by Meffieurs 
the Commiffioners, and all the Proceeding 
they have built upon it. Secondly, That the 
Proceedings nude by Meflteurs the Com- 
milfioners are alio void by other Errors of 
their own. Thirdly, That the Decrees of 
which we complain, are an extreme Injuftice 
becaufe Father Girard is the only Culpable, 
and convicted of all the enormous Crimes of 
which he is accufed. 

On the APPEAL of Illegality given 
by Mifs Cadiere, againft the Proceedings of 
the Chancellor of the Bijhop's Court at Toulon, 
at the Requeft of the Proffor. 

Firft Occafwn of 'Complaint ', 

IS founded on the Authority of fevcral Acts 
of the Parliament of Paris, and alfo of that 
of Provence, as they are recorded by Corbin 
and Boniface, and many other Authors , by 
which all Judges are forbid to enter the 
Houfe of any Peribn, even in a Cafe of Rob- 
bery, with Warrants, or Writs of Enquiry, 
'till an Information be previoufly lodged •, and 
that the Ecclefiaftical Judges are under an 
indifpenfible Obligation of obferving the fame 

Rules, 
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Rules, according to the Articles 34, 35, and 
yg, of the Liberties of the Church ; on which 
Articles Pitou has admirably remarked in his 
Treatife of Tranfgrelfion, Book 1. Chap. 9. 
as has alfo Ducaffe y in his Book, entitled, 
Ecclefiaftical JurijdiElion> in Part 2. Chap. 2. 
he plainly fays, That the Church is Part of the 
State , and fubjeft to the Laws of the State, be* 
caufe in the Parliament , which enafls thofeLam } 
the Power of the Prince is depoftted : And what 
renders it ftill more undeniable is, that by an 
Act made in the Caufe of Monfieur Fwqui, 
it was forbid, that any Officer of the Bijbop's 
Court Jhould make the like Encroachment. By 
confequence, therefore, the Entrance of the 
Chancellor, and his Officers, into the Houfe 
of MademoifelleCWrms and compelling her 
to take an Oath, by which fhe was bound to 
anfwer to all their Interrogatories, was abfo- 
lutely a Defiance of the feveral Acts of Par- 
liament made againft fuch Proceedings, and 
In Outrage to the Appellant. 

Second Occajion of Complaint 

Confifts in, that it was unjuftifiable for 
the Chancellor to enter the Houfe of Mils 
Cadiere with a Warrant, fhe being a Lay- 
Woman, and confequently not under the J.u- 
rifdiction of the Ecclefiaftical Judges, but 
for the Adminiftration of the Sacraments: 
The Chancellor was, therefore, guilty of an 
Encroachment on Royal juftice by the moft 

* confpicuous 
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confpicuous Illegality, according to Monfieiir 
Mafca, in his Treatife dc Concord. Sacerd. &? 
imperii. Book the 4th, Chap, the 18 th and 
19th of Patou, in his Treatife de Jurifdic. 
Ecclef. Book the 3d ; and of Fevret^ Book the 
1 ft, Chap, the 9th, and the Knowledge of 
the Law of ArteHs. 

But that which yet heightens the Illegality 
of this Proceeding, is, that the Chancellor 
fhould come with a Retinue fo difhonourable 
for a young Maid, and for no other Purpofe 
than to put Interrogatories to her concerning 
what had pa fled between her and Father Gi- 
rardy her former Confeflbr ; and to force 
her, by a folemn Oath, to proclaim her own 
Difgrace. Of what pernicious Confequence' 
might it be, if this Action fhould hereafter 
pais for a Precedent, and put it in the Power 
of a malicious, or indifcreet Judge of the 
Church, to bring perpetual Difhonour on a 
Family, by approaching a Daughter of it 
with fuch Officers, and in fuch a Manner. 
This unbecoming Step taken by the Chan- 
cellor, deferves the fevereft Check from the 
Court. 

Third Occafion of Complaint, 

That the Judge began his Procefs by In- 
terrogatories, which ought not to have been 
made 'till alter the Information, as is proved 
by Fevrcty in his Treatife of Errors, Book 
the 8th, Chap, the 3d, in thefe Words : The 
EccUftaJtick Judges ought always to. obferve the 

Forms 
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Forms which are praSiJed in the fecukr Courts 
on a Criminal Procefs. If a Judge begins the 
Procefs againft a Priejl, or other Ecckfmjiick y 
ab Interrogations wiihout\a previous Informa- 
tion, it is an Error, andfo decreed by the Par- 
liament of Roan. 

Fourth Occajion of Complaint, 

Is, That the Proctor, in his Supplication, 
comprehends Mifs Cadiere in thefe Words, 
Let the Criminal be brought to condign Puni/b- 
ment ; fhe is the Accufer, not the Accufed $ 
and if there be any Shadow of her appearing 
guilty, it can be only raifed by his, the faid 
Proctor's, Supposition, who ought to have 
limited his Profecution to the Father Girari, 
and a contrary Behaviour in an inexcufable 
Encroachment on Royal Juilice \ to which, 
alone, Mifs Cadiere owns herfelf fubject. 

Fifth Occafwn of Complaint, 

Is, That the Moment Mifs Cadiere was 
obliged to lay her Cafe before the Lkutenant 
of Toulon \ the Proctor informed Father Gi- 
rard what Evidences were to appear againft 
him, the Sum of their Teftimony, and gave 
him all ncceffary Inilructions for his Juftifi- 
cation i whereas it is forbid in the Law of 
Ordinances, that any one accufed fhould be 
acquainted with the Nature of his Accufation, 
or the Perfons who are to appear againft hiw> 

'till 
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'till after the Commencement of the Procefs,. 
Vide Articles 34, 35, and 79, of the Liberties 
cf the Church. The Sentiments of Monfieur 
isMarca^ Book 4. Chap. 20. Fevret Book 1. 
Chap, 9. And Ducaffe^ Part the Second, Chap. 
the Second, That as Ecclefiaftick Judges are 
no lefs the Subjetls of the King than others are » 
they ought alfo to no lefs pay the fame Regard 
to the Laws he is pleafed to make. Yet here, 
inftead of purfuing with Juftice thofe enor- 
mous Crimes of which Father Girard is ac- 
cufed, the Proctor employs his whole Care to 
puke him efcape with Impunity : Can the 
Court fee* without Indignation, that of Forty- 
four Witnefles there is not one who have not 
been prevailed with to ftifle the Truth ? 

Can the Proctor pretend, that before he 
heard the Wirnefles, he knew not what they 
would dej 'hen eveiy one is fenfible that 
no Mini: kfiaftieal Juftice examines 

having a previous Pre- 
sets contained in their Depo- 
fitions, contrary to the Chilians^ who defer 
the Knowledge" of all thofe Things 'till the 
Tiyal? 

The lafi Occafion of Complaint y 

Is of the great Opprclfion with which the 
Plaintiff has been treated*, which, according 
to Monfieur Marca and Fevret y is the greatett 
of all Illegalities, and the Motive of all Ap- 
peals : This Oppreflion is vifible throughout 

" whole Proceeding of the Ecclefiaftical 

Judge 



the 
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Judge and his Proctor, and by the Circum- 
stances we have remarked, put it beyond all 
Doubt that they had no other View than to 
protect the Guilty, and crufh the Inno- 
cent ; fo that we may juftly fay, Opprejfm 
has the chief Hand in all the Procefs* 

All thefe Occafions of Complaint would not 
permit us tofuffer the Affair to continue in the 
Ecclefiaftical Court ; and if the Proceedings 
of that Court are declared illegal, as all the 
Rules affure us, it muft neceffarily follow, 
that the Decrees of Meffteurs the Commit 
fioners of the Parliament, and their Proceed- 
ings againft us, muft be fo likewife, fince all 
they have done was founded on the other. 

But it is a ftrange Equivocation in Father 
Girard to believe, or at leaft to fay, That ibis 
is involved with the Proceeding made againft }m, 
and the Decret D' afligne which he has okf^ 
and that it is an Inco?npatibility on our Part to 
demand an Abrogation of the Procefs made by the 
Proctor, and the Change cfhisDecva D'Aflig- 
, ne, into a Prife de Corps : For this Appeal 
on Illegality is not attached to the Proceed- 
ings made by the Lieutenant, at the Requeft 
of Mifs Cadiere> in which the Bifhop's Court 
had no Part, and by which the faid Father 
Girard was ferved only with a Decret iunfm- 
ple AJJigne, inftead of a Prife de Corps \ but 
only to the Proceedings made at the Requeft 
of the Proctor, which confifts in the En- 
trance of the Chancellor and his Officers into 
the Houfe of Mifs Cadiere, compelling her 

to 
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toanfwcr to their Interrogatories \ for on this 
is founded all the enfuing Procefs, the Exa- 
mination, and fuborning of Witnefies for the 
Juftification of Father Girard ; fo that the 
whole Intent of this Appeal is limited to the 
Abrogation of that Procefs, and the reject- 
ing thofe WitnefTes heard at the Rcqueit of 
the Procter, without any Relation to the Pro- 
cefs made by the Lieutenant at the Requeft 
of Mik Cadiere, in which the Proctor had 
no Part. 

On the APPEAL Simple of Mifs Cadiere, 
on the Proceedings againji her by MeJJieurs the 
Cmmiffioners of the Parliament. 

THESE Proceedings, in regard of Mifs Ca- 
diere, are full of Errors, which it would 
very difficult to excufe : We (hall but give a 
brief or fummary Account of them. 

Error the Ftrjl. 

In regard to the perfonal Anfwers of Mifs 

Cadurcy who was compelled to make them 

before the Time ; to be truly fenfiblc of this 

Error, we muft call back the 23d of Fcbru- 

laft, when the Appellant being fo unjuiily 

bound over to a perfonal Appearance, Mon- 

fett, the Atorney-General, the &mc Day, 

I her Appearance before the Comrmf- 

fioncrsof the Parliament, to a Month, if fhe 

chofc rather to defer it 'till that Time, than 

^ do it fooner j and if fhe thought it bet 

to 
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to give in her immediate Arifwers, ihe was 
to renounce in Form that Limitation, by a 
perfonal Appearance, and requcfting Meffieun 
the Commiflioners to hear her. 

Notwithftanding this, without any Ap. 
pearance or Supplication on her Part, Meffieurs 
the Commiflioners went on the 25th of the 
lame Inftant, which was two Days after the 
faid Order of the Atorney-General, to the Con- 
vent of the UrjulineSy where ihe was confined, 
and obliged her to anfwer. Her Anfwers arc 
therefore void, becaufe forced from her be- 
fore the appointed Time, and in a Place 
wholly devoted to the Jefuits, where fhe had 
not the Liberty of refilling. 

It is in vain for them to pretend, fhat ih 
Atorney-General was himfelf the Occafwi of 
tins j and that they having told him, the] ki 
fent a Serjeant to Mifs Cadiere in the Convent 
where Jbe was, to know if Jhe would anfiwr, 
he had brought Word Jhe was ready, and w^ 
ingly renounced her Limitation, the faid Atorwf 
■ General had ordered them to go to the Con- 
vent and take her Anfwers. But this Pretext 
will not ferve their Turn, becaufe it was not in 
the Power of the Atorney-General to com- 
pel her to anfwer till the Time he himfelf 
had appointed, and muft have attended till 
the Expiration of it, or till fhe had petitioned 
for an Audience. And if fhe had in reality 
made that Declaration to the Serjeant which 
theyalledge, it would ftill have been oino 
effect, unlefs done in the Prefcnce of two "Wit- 

neffes, 
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nefles, who had afterwards attefted it. Yet, 
would they prove her pretended Renuncia- 
tion of her Limitation, and her Petition to 
be heard, by the meer verbal AflTuranee of a 
Serjeant, which is a Thing without Example. 

Error the 'Second, 

Confided in the Decree of Meffieurs the 
CommilEoners, for beginning this extraordi- 
nary Procefs againft Father Girard and Mifs 
Cadiere, the lit of laft March, leaving out 
the Names of the Father Carmelite, and the 
Brothers of this unfortunate Appellant, who 
were all Three ferved with a Writ of Ap- 
pearance, and under the Limitation. This 
Diviiion is, that dividere Continentiam, fo 
much reproved by Law, and ought to make 
of no Effect the whole Proceeding, which 
has been carried on with {q much Irregularity. 

Error the Third, 

Confifts in the Confrontation of Mils Ca- 
diere with Father Girard, before all the Wit- 
neffes had either been re-examined or con- 
fronted, fmce the 6th of March. She had 
feveral from Toulon, and from the Monaftery 
of St. Clare at Ollioules, who expected to have 
made their Depofitions. This is a direct In- 
fringement of the Law, which pofitively or- 
dains, That the mutual Confrontation of the 
Plaintiff and Defendant Jhall not be till after 
the Witneffcs have been re-examined and con- 
fronted. 

The 
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The Reafon of this is very plain; it is be- 
caufe the mutual Confrontation of the dif- 
agreeing Parties, is for no other Purpofe than 
to clear up thofe Doubts which might arife 
from the various Depofitions of the Witneffes, 
and that nothing might hereafter be called in 
Queftion*, whereas, if the Re-examination 
and Confrontation of the Witneffes were after- 
wards, it might produce new Facts and new 
Accusations i as it happened in this Cafe, 
where the Nuns of St. Clare at Olliouks y ad- 
ded many new Facts and new Accufations, 
which the Partiality of the Judge had re- 
trenched in their Depofitions : Therefore the 
mutual Confrontation is never made till after 
the Re-examination and Confrontation of all 
the Witneffes; and we defy the adverfe Par- 
ty to produce one Example to the contrary. 
The Precipitation, and the Illegality of this 
mutual Confrontation, then will not permit 
us to doubt if die Court will not readily pro- 
nounce an Abrogation of it. 

Error the Fourth. 
It is founded on the extraordinary Procefs, 
not having been fignified to the Prior of the 
Carmelites* and the Brothers CadiereX and 
Meflieur the Commiflioners Proceeding to the 
Re-examination of the Witneffes, wi o ought not 
to have been confronted without the Prefence 
of thefe three, who were not fummon'd, no 
more than Father Girard and Mils C 
for fince thefe Witneiles brought no Charge 
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againft thefe two laft, and were not to be con- 
fronted before them, as indeed they were 
not, and that their Depofitions related only to 
the Prior of the Carmelites, and the Brothers 
Cadieres, and ought not to be confronted but 
before them, by Virtue of what did Meflieurs 
the Commiflioners proceed to the Re-exa- 
mination of thefe Witneffes ? Was it by Vir- 
tue of the Ordinance by which they began the 
Procefs againft Father Girard and Mifs Co- 
dure ? No, certainly, becaufq thefe Witneffes 
did not concern them, entered not into 
their extraordinary Procefs, and were con- 
fidered in regard to them as if they had never 
been heard : Was it by Virtue of the Arreft 
which ordained the extraordinary Proceis 
againft the Prior of the Carmelites, and the 
two Brothers Cadieres ? No, that could not be, 
fmce they had not yet been fummoned, nor 
were, 'till after the Re-examination of all die 
Witneffes •, and by the Indivifibiiiry of this 
Proceeding the Cafe becomes common to 
Mils Cadiere. 

Error the laft, 

Confifts in, that the greateft Part of Mifs 
Cadiere's Witnefles were not confronted with 
Father Girard : There were againft him 
Sixty-eight, who all, but Pour or Five, ha<\ 
accufcd him of enormous Crimes: Meflieurs 
the Commiflioners confronted no more than 
Thirty-eight with him, by which Means the 
Tcftimony of all the others became void and 
E of 
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of no Effect toward a definitive Sentence, and 
the Plaintiff was unjuftly deprived of the Half 
of her Proofs, becaufe, according to the 8th 
Article of Criminal Ordinances, under the 
Title of Re-examinations and Confrontations^ 
the Depofition of Witnefles not confronted, 
fhall not pafs for Proofs, // is ordained r 
fays this Article, that the Witncfjes fhall be re- 
examined and confronted, and the Depofttiom 
of thofe which are not confronted fhall be m 
Proofs. 

All thefe Errors are equally effential, and 
we hope the Juftice of the Court will have 
Regard to them, and re-eftablifh the Rules 
of Juftice which have been fo openly violated. 

On the Letters Royal of Reftitution of Mifs 

Ca DIERE, 

BY thefe Letters Royal Mifs Cadiere, as flic 
has Reafon, demands a Reftitution of her 
Confeflions fo contrary to Truth, and to her 
Depofitions, and to thofe Anfwers Ihe gave 
in the 25th and 26th of February \ we mean 
thofe falfe Confeffions contained in her An- 
fwers of the 27th of the fame Month, and in 
her Re-examination and mutual Confronta- 
tion on the 6th of March following. . 

Thefe Letters Royal are abfolutely fuper- 
fluous \ firft, becaufe if the Anfwers of Mifs 
tadiere, and all the extraordinary Procefs, 
and by Confequence her Re-examination and 
Confrontation, where the Truth was fo evi- 
dently betray'd, are difannulFd, thefe pre- 
tended 
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tended Confeffions are render*d of no Weight 
by the faid Abrogation, wjtbout the Help of 
the Letters Royal. 

Secondly, Becaufe Mifs Cadier^ by that, 
did not depart from her Depofition, but only 
was made to fay fome Things contrary to her 
| Depofition, and that fhe revoked this Varia- 
tion by her judicial Declaration given with 
her Oath on the ioth of March y received by 
Meflieurs the Commiifioners, who granted 
her the Copy of it, which confirmed the Re- 
vocation of this Variation, as well as by her 
Proteftation judicially made before Meflieurs 
the Commiffioners , and her mutual Con- 
frontation with the Father Carmelite and her 
Brothers. This Variation is, therefore, abfo- 
lutely void, and Things are put in the fame 
Condition they were before ; that is, on the 
Foot of her Depofition. This, ftrictly fpeak- 
ing, fhe had no Occafion for the Royal Letters 
4 Reftituiion. 

But if it muft be fuppofed, contrary to all 
Rules, that theft Letters Royal were neceffary 
to fill up the Formality, the Confirmation 
of them could not meet with any kind of Dif- 
ficulty, for the following Reflections. 

The firft is, That it cannot be doubted, 
if this Variation is not the Effect of the Vio- 
lence, and Menaces with which they have 
harrafs'd this poor young Creature, yet a 
Minor, deftitute of Friends and Support, con* 
fin'd in a Convent, wholly devoted to the Je- 
fafts, whofc Superior is Sifter to one of that 
E 2 Order,

,Order, and where moft of the Nuns are ac- 
tually Father Girard's Penitents, particularly, 
the Lay-Sifter Guiol 9 who waited on her, and 
who would neglect no Means to procure him 
Impunity : Nothing is more certain, than that 
feveral Letters were fent from this Monaftery 
to that of Saint Clare y at Ol!ioules> in order to 
fuborn thofe Nuns, as is proved by the Letts 
of the Lady de Cogo2in y a Nun of that Con- 
vent, whom we fhall mention more at large 
when we come to fpeak of the Subornation 
of Witneffes : 'Tis eafy to perceive that the 
firft Movement of this Variation was made 
by the Artifice of the Jcfuits, who employ'd 
all manner of Stratagems, tho' never fo 
wicked, to extort it from her 5 as is demon- 
ftrated by their refufing her a Confeffor, by 
their fending Monfieur Berge, under the Pre- 
tence of Confeffing her, to the Convent, ac- 
companied by Father Sabatier, the Jefuit, and 
two other Witneffes, with a Paper, in which 
he would have obliged her to write a Re- 
nunciation of all lhe had depofed againft Fa* 
ther Girard, by the ill Uiage fhe received all 
the Time fhe was in the Convent of the Ur* 
Julines at ttouhn y and in that of the Urfulm 
at OllmdeSy where fhe was fliut into a Cham- 
ber that flunk intolerably, and had no otl 
Bed than a little Straw thrown on the Floe 
by her being fo difgraccfully hurried frc 
Place to Place by the Sheriff's Officers \ by 
the Rudenefs of the Officer who would needs 
lie in her Chamber the Night lhe lodged 

st 
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at Roquevair>coming from Ollioules to y## ; by 
the anonymous Letter due was fent her two 
or three Days after (he came to the fecond 
Monaftery of the Vifitation at Aix y in which 
ihc was perfuaded to make a flew Renunci- 
ation \ and by all the Diiquiets and Vexati- 
ons they brought upon her,, ever fince that 
fata] Moment that the Chancellor, contrary 
to all Law and Juftice, compell'd her to pub- 
liih her own Shame, and the Crimes of her 
former infamous Director. 

The fecond is, that the Authors of this 
Variation have reprefented it in a Manner 
which can never be forgotten,, by the Revo- 
, cation which Mifs Cadiere m&dc on the 18th 
of March before Mcflieurs the Comrniflioners, 
by her Acts protective, and by her Con- 
frontation with the Prior of the Carmelites, 
and with her Brothers. 

And the Lift, from comparing the lad An- 
fwers of Mifs Cadicre with her Re-examinati- 
on and her mutual Confrontation, v/e will not 
fiy with her Depofirion and firft Anfwers of 
February the 25th, and 26th, but with the 
Proceedings it i'elf, there needs no more to be 
convinced that this Variation was the direct 
Rcverfe of Truth ; becaufe while compelled, 
and terrified with the Violence ufed to her, 
fhe faid, That nothing but what was Pure and 
Holy had ever faffed between her and Father 
Girard ; and that he bad endeavoured to conduct 
kr by Ways which lead to the highejl Perfection \ 
and that both the one and the other frotejled the 
E 3 Purity 
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Purity of their Intentions : It is proved by all 
the Proceedings, by the Letters, and by Fa- 
ther Girard's own Confeflions, that he had 
committed on her the moft infamous Crimes: 
One cannot fay therefore, but that this Vari- 
ation is only adding new Guile to the Ao 
cufed. ' 

On M.ifs Cadiere's APPEAL concerning hr 
Decret d'ajoumement perfonal and a Minima 
cf the Decret d* afiigne of Father Girard, 

T T is certain that the Decret d* ajourmmeni 
\ ferjonal fo ferved on Mifs Cadiere, cannot 
fubfift, becaufe the Abrogation of the Proct- 
ors Proceedings, which ferved as a Pretence 
for it, muft neceffarily involve the other in 
it : And further,that independant on the Nul- 
lity of the Proctor's Proceedings, and confi- 
dcring Things in the fame State they were 
in before this Decret- was ferved, it will be 
ftill without Support. In effect, what Guile 
can be aifigned for this Decree \ wktf Fault is 
to be imputed to the Plaintiff, unlefs it be 
that of having accufed a Criminal of two 
great Power and Intereft. 

In regard of the Decret d' afftgne ferved on 
Father Girard, we can look on it no other, 
than a direct Infringement on Juftice v and 
to fhew that it is undeniably fo, we will 
prove that he is Convicted of ^uietifih oi 
Enchantment, Sorcery, Rape, Spiritual Inceft 
With his Penitents, Abortion, and Subornation of 

Wititeffts \ 
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Witnejfes ; but as Quietifm, Enchantment, 
and Sorcery were the Means he made life of, 
whereby to feduce his Penitents, it feems 
moft juft they fhould be firft difplayed. 

How Father G I R A R D is Convified of 

Q^U I E T I S M. 

Uietifm is an Error, which, under Pretence 
> of an immediate and intimate Union with 
God, places the higheft Perfection of the 
Soul in a paifive and indolent Contemplation; 
confiders the Exercife of the Chriftian Vir- 
tues, and Vocal Prayer, not only a$ ufelefs, 
but alfo as Imperfections, and Obftacles to 
the Operation of the Divine Spirit j takes 
away all Will in the Creatures, and its Co- 
operation j allows all Inftances of Debauche- 
ry as indifferent Actions, which ought not fo 
much as to be deliberated on, or rather, 
Jliould be confider'd as advantageous \ orders 
the frequent Uie of Sacraments, and even 
ikily Communion, without the leaft Prepara- 
tion for it. This is the infernal Mother of a 
monftrous Brood, and the moft fatal of all 
Herefies ; it ftrikes at the very Foundation 
of Chriftian Morality, prohibits the Practice 
of all the Gofpel Virtues, and authorizes the 
utmoft Propenfity to all Vices. 

The Origine of it is attributed to fome 

Eajlern Monks, but it has been revived in al- 

moft every Age of the Church. It made, 

however, the greateft Progrcfs by the Means 

E 4 of 
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of Michael Molinos, who wrote two Books in 
FavouiCof it, entitled, The Spiritual Guide, and, 
l%e Daily Communicant ; .by which, and by 
his Manuscripts, his Sermqns, and his Di- 
rection, he caufed it to be long refpectcd, 
tven round the Throne, and before the Eyes 
of the Vicar of Chrijl. Then it was, that 
under the fpecious Pretences of Devotion, and 
the moll dazzling Piety, Rome faw the moil 
execrable Ciimes comitted by MctincsanA his 
Followers, even in Places confecrated to Di- 
vine Worfhip. The prodigious Progrefs of 
this Contagion, which had already infected 
feme of .the highest Heads, obliged the Inqui- 
fition, with the^ffiilance of Pope Innocent 
the nth, to put a Scop to fo fpreading an 
F.vil, by pumfhipg the Author of it. There- 
fore, by a Bull in 1687, this moft abomina.- 
ble Herefy was anathematized, and Molinoi 
condemn'd to perpetual Imprifonment, in 
which he died. *Tis to be fuppofed, that 
the Protection which th'e Nauire of his moral 
Doctrines had procured him, preferved his 
Body from the Flames it fo well deferved. 

Tiiis Error is too agreeable to a corrupt 
Heart, to be eafily rooted out where it has 
once got PolTtflion, and accordingly it was foon 
revived in France by fever.il Books. The 
principal of which is /' Qraifon mentale y com- 
posed by one Bdmdbite. La regie des JJfociez 
a f Ef?jan~e de Jefus 7 by the Sciur de Bemerer. 
Le Moyjn Court &? le Cantique des Cantiques 
de Salomon enter frete Jebn k fens Mtfiique, by 

the 
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the Lady Gukn* where are revived all the Er- 
rors of Molinos, But all thefe Works of 
Dirknefs were immediately condemned by 
the Bilhops of France. The Author of the 
Explication of the Maxims of the Saints* having 
adopted fome of the Principles of Quietifm, 
Lewis the 14th, a Prince who made himfelf 
truly Great, no lefs by his Virtues, and his 
Zeal for Religion, than' by his immortal 
Actions of Valour, requefted the Condem- 
nation of them from Pope Innocent the 12 th, 
who pronounced it by his Bull of March the 
1 2th, 1699. The King thanked his Holinefs 
for that Favour, in-Terms which Ihewed how 
much he had the Caufe of God at his Heart, 
and by a Proclamation regillered in the Par- 
liament of Paris* immediately ordered his 
Sentence to be executed \ and in 1700, the 
Bull was received by the whole Clergy of 
France, The Author of this Book, being 
afterwards convinced, or feigned to be fo, 
wiped off by his Submiffions, great Part of the 
Stain his Adherence to this Error had caft on 
his Merit. 

Will any one fay, That Father Girard is 
not" convicted of Quietifm, and of having 
taught all the pernicious Principles of that 
Herefy to his Penitents, whom he has fo 
thoroughly, and fo carefully, inftructed in 
them, that the profoundeft Divine among the 
Quietifts could not have fpoke more learnedly 
on it, than did fome of thofe Ladies in their 
Depofttions, and in their private Arguments 
with their Friends ? Monfteur 
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Monfieur Giraud, Curate of the Cathe- 
dral, the feconcl Witnefs, depofes, That hav- 
ing asked la Reboul, one of the Penitents of 
Father Girard, If fhe communicated every Day ? 
fhe anfwered, That floe did. How can jou } 
refumed he, when you are every Day making 
Parties of Pleafure, both in the Town and 
Country ? She told him, She had fometimes a 
little Scruple at mingling the Sacred with tU 
Prophane, but feeing others more Holy did fa 
fhe followed their Example. You Pray fre- 
quently, botvever, faid the Curate : No> replied 
ihe, 9 Tis a long Time ftnee I had the Power of 
uttering any Prayers. Then don't you fay tht 
Office of the Bleffed Virgin, the Rofary, and 
the Gofpely nor qffift at any of the Purifi 
lufiruftions ? again, demanded he.. She then 
told him, ^5* did not. What do you then? cried 
he amazed, or how can you approach the Altar! 
I held my f elf always in the Prefence of God, an- 
fwered' fhe.. That is bad Conduit, replied 
the faid Witnefs. 

He adds farther, that faying to h Lau- 
giere, another Penitent of Father Gtraris, 
That it was very extraordinary to fee Perfom 
- taking the Pleafures of the Country tranfprld 
to divine Extades. She made Anfwer, Is it 
forbidden to take Diverfion ? No 7 reply'd the 
Curate, when we do not give into Excejs\ hi 
you would make us believe you can be infoird 
with heavenly Raptures while you are indtd- 
ging yourjelfin Senjualiiy ? Why not? faid fhe. 
Prefllng her Hill further, refumed he, fhm 
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you would make no Scruple to go to tbi Co?ne- 
h ? When we are well with God, anfwercd 
fte, and have the Advice of a Director, there 
is nothing to apprehend. Touching what this 
Witnefs faid to her concerning their ftrange 
Cries during their Entertainments : She made 
Anfwer, That fie had read in the Life of the 
Mother Agnes,/to (he had done the fame ; that 
fhe jumped^ ® n d that even when fhe was in a 
Chamber jhc communicated her Cries through a 
Horn. Then this Deponent faid, That is *a 
Sentiment of Quiet ijm. On which Ihe aiked, 
What is iuietifm ? He reply'd, The Quietifts 
believe that when we are well with God, we 
may do any thing. 

The fame Giraud, in his Confrontation 
with the Abbi Cadiere, and Father Cadiere 
the Do?ninican, added upon Demand, That 
la Alemande, a Penitent of Father GirardV, 
owned to. him, that when fhe was under the 
Direttion of the faid Father Girard, fhe not 
only omitted vocal Prayers, but was alfo incapa- 
ble of it. 

Monfieur Gandalbert, another Curate of 
the Cathedral, firft Witnefs, in his Con- 
frontation with the Abbe Cadiere alfo depofes, 
That the fame la Alemande had acknowledged 
to him her Incapacity of Prayer, ever fince 
Ihe had been under the Direction of Father 
Gkard. 

The Lady Mariane cPAubert, Abbefs of 
Monaftery of St. Clare, at OUtoules, the 
^enthWicnefs, depofcs, That Mifs Ca- 
diere 
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diere did not follow the Exercifes of the Com- 
munity \ that fhe was never feen to pray at 
Church, and that fhe never impofed any fort 
of Mortification on herfelf. And when con- 
fronted with Mifs Cadiere y fhe adds, That 
Father Girard told her, Not to be fo exact 
as to vocal Prayer % but to uniie herfelf to God 
by the Spirit * which is pure Quietifm. 

Ann Battarelle^ the thirty-eighth Witnefs, 
depofes, That when fhe was under the Di- 
rection of Father Girard^ fhe had experien- 
ced a Ceffation of Prayer, and a Repugnance 
to all the Duties of Religion: That he had 
confirmed her in this State, and told her, 
That Prayer was only a Means to arrive at the 
Union<> and. when once one was arrived then, 
it was not further necejfary. She adds, That 
during the Abfence of Father Girard^ find- 
ing herfelf in this Ceflation of Prayer, and 
confulting Mifs Cadiere upon it, who was a 
leading Woman with her \ fhe faid to her, 
That, that was: the- State of an Union <with 
Godj and a Suite of Perfection from which one 
could not fall but by Infidelity ; that the dfr 
rmns had no longer Power over her Salvation^ 
and that .fhe Jhould follow thefe interior Mpn~ 
tions \ and Father Girard** Devotees were fo 
well instructed in all thefe Maxims of Quiet- 
ifm, that the molt profound Theologian Quid- 
ifi could not have argued more learnedly than 
what la Battarclle fays on this Subject in her 
long, Depofition. 

fbcrtfa 
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fberefa Lyorwe* Widow of Akmande* well 
known in the Proceedings by the Name of 
la Alemande* the thirty-ninth Witnefs, de- 
pofes, That when fhe was under the Direc- 
tion of Father Girard* fhe found herfelf in 
an Incapacity of Prayer, and communicated 
it to him : He told her, That fie Jhould keep 
herfelf united to God * and that the leaft Glance 
towards htm* could* by his Grace, encreafe our 
Fervency. She adds, that la Guiol, the famous 
Confidant of Father Girard* had told her, 
That all vocal Prayer was impoffible to her* and 
forbid, and that jhe could not even how to the 
Crucifix at the Head of her Bed according to her 
Cujlom. 

This Ceffation, this Incapacity of Prayers 
ill the Penitents of Father Girard: This Opi- 
nion, that a Regard to God alone fufficed, 
which is what the Quietifts call Prayer of 
Faith* or of Qyietude* or paffive Contempla- 
tion* and that it is- fufficient to believe our- 
felves united to God, in order to be permit- 
ted every thing without Sin, Are not thefe 
glaring and evident Marks of Quietifm ? 

In the fecond Place, Are not the Letters 
which Father Girard delivered at his firft In- 
terrogatories, full of the Spirit of Quietifm? 
though he corrected them during the Procefs, 
in order to purge them as much as he could 
from the Imputation of Quietifm and Gallan- 
try, in which they abounded. 

In fine, thefc Words of his Letter of July 
the zzd* Forget yourfelf and be entirely Pajfwe. 

"Thefe 
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<Thefe tzvo Words imply the mofl Jublime Bifpofu 
tion : Do they not contain the Effence and 
Panegyrick of Quietifm ? Does not his Pe- 
nitents Conduct bear a ftrong Refemblance of 
it ? 'Twill be inftantly fhewn that this Di- 
rector, worthy Difciple of Molinos y has prac- 
tifed all the Maxims on his Penitents. 

How Bather GIRARD is Convified of 
Enchantment ^ Sorcery, 

IF it is a Fault to believe too much in this 
Matter, it is yet greater to believe nothing 
at all : It is true, that many Things are often 
attributed to Sorcery, which are only the 
Effect of a warm, or irregular Imagination, 
or the Additions given by thofe who love 
to relate Wonders ; but this does not imply, 
that there is no fuch tiling as Sorcery. 

The Holy Scripture, the Evangelijls, the 
AUts of the ApoftleS) all Pliftories, both Ec- 
"clefiaftical and Prophane, have, in all Ages, 
given many Proofs of the Exiftance of Sorce- 
ry ; and it would be robbing the Son of God 
and his Apoftles, of the Glory of their moft 
celebrated Miracles to deny the Pollibility of 
it. The Roman Law, under the Title of 
Cod. de Malef 9 &c. the Common Law, in 
Caufe 26, and under the Title de Sorlileg, the 
Councils, all the Statutes recited by Moniieur 
Duperray, in his Treatife of the Capacity of 
EcSeftajhchy Book the 5th, Chap, the 7th ; 
the Edffis of our Kings', collected by 1 
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tmu Tome the 4th, Tit. 6, and by Lamarre^ 
m his Treatife de la Police, Tome the ift, 
Book the 3d, Tit. the 7th, and in the laft 
of July, 1682. where the Punifhment of 
Sorcery is determined. Will thefe Autho- 
rities permit us to treat it as a Chimera ? 
Were it fo, would the Church have appoin- 
ted the Form of Exorcifing ? Ought we to 
pay no Regard to the dying Confeflions of 
fo many Criminals condemned for Magick 
and Sorcery, which they have fealed with 
their own Blood ? What muft we think of 
the feveral Sentences pronounced t>y the 
Parliaments of France, upon fuch as have 
been convicted of this Crime, and particu- 
larly upon' fuch a Number of Priefts, who 
practifed it for the fame Purpofe as Father 
Girard) as one may fee in Carondas, in his 
Anfwers, Book the 9th, Chap. 43, and 
Book the 12th, Chap, 64. in Chenu 2d Cen- 
tury, Queft.98.in Boguet, mBodin, in Lan~ 
gre> m Papon, in his Arrets, Book the 22c], 
Tit. 3. vaBaffeU Book the 6th, Tit. 19th, 
Chap. 6th, in Fevret f in his Treatife de 
f Sus, Book the 8th, Chap. 2d, N. 3. in 
Lamarre of/ 5 Endrcit Cite \ in the Ecclefiafiick 
Hi/lory, and in that famous Act made by the 
Parliament of Provence in 161 1, in the 
Caufe of Gaufridy, fo like unto ours : Mult 
all thefe fee treated as fallacious by this Je- 
rait, who now affects to act the Unbeliever 
out of Policy, and to deny the very Being of 
*n Art in which he excels. Add to thefe the 

Telti- 
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Teftimony of the Fathers, and Loctors of 

the Church, and above all, of St. Auguftine, 

in his Treatife of the City of God, Book the 

ioth, Chap, nth, of St. Tfjomas, and of 

Dumoalin on the Cuftoms of Paris > f. 43. in 

Verb, qui denic k fief. N. 138. Muft thefe 

alfo be treated as Vifionaries? Let us then 

oppofe him with Authority of greater Weight, 

and convince a Jefuit out of the Mouths and 

Writings of Jefuits themfelves. Tyraus, in 

his Treatife de Demoniacis > De!rio y in his 

Treatife Difqidfetiorum Magicarum, and?2w- 

philus Rainaud, in his Treatife de StigmatiJ- 

mo Sacro & Prophano, three Doctors of the 

Society, prove, by unanfwerable Arguments, 

theExiftence ofMagick, Enchantment and 

Sorcery. They alfo agree, that thefe Arts 

are acquired by an exprefs or tacit Compact 

with the Devil, and that the moft facred 

Things in Religion, even the Hoft: itfdf, 

are often made ufe of in Enchantments: For 

which Reaibn,the Fourth Council of Latran, 

in the 20th Canon, ordered the Box where 

the Hoft is kept, and the facred Oil for 

Baptifm, fliould be carefully guarded under 

Lock and Key, left it fhould be abufed bv 

Sorcerers and Wizzards *, and Delno, Book 

2. Queft. 1. lays, It is a Thing fo hm to 

be doubted, that to go about to prove tf, 

would be as fuperfliwus as to light a Candle at 

high Noon. Hoc fcf Sacra? Scripture tejttmomts, 

fc? ommum cetatum memoria, atque e^erimente 

tarn eft Compertujn, ut Velk prolan ntbttp 
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diui qiiam lychnis accenfts Meridianee luci optic- 
ian. There remains no more then, but to 
determine whether the Facts proved in the 
Proceedings, are the Effects of Sorcery and 
Enchantment, or of Pofleflion. 

Several Phyficians affirm, That their Jrt 
teaches the Knowledge of Simples and Drugs , which 
have Power to excite the Pajpon of Love \ but 
it is ftill more certain, that this is frequently 
the Effect of Sorcery \ and therefore the 
Emperor Conftantine, in the Fourth Law of 
the Cod. de Malef &c. ordains a fevere 
Punifhment on thofe, who, by that Means, 
violated the Chaftity of any Woman, or en- 
feared her into a criminal Fafiion : Eorum eft 
fi'mia punienda, £? fevertjfmns merito iegi- 
bus vindicanda, qui Magicis accintli artibus 
ndicos anirnos ad lilidinem deftexiffe detegentur. 
St. Augufline in PEndroit, Cite, Jacques Gode- 
froj y on Law the 3d, 'under the fame Tit. 
of Cod. Theodcjian and Delrio, L. 3. q. 3. 
<fc Amatorio Malefkio, fays the fame Thing, 
The Examples "recounted by St: Jerome, in 
the Life of St. Hillarion, and by St. Gregory of 
Nazwnza, are well known on this Subject , 
and all Hiftories, both Sacred and Prophane y 
are full of Examples of Priefts, who have 
made ufe of Sorcery to delude their Peni- 
tents. We find in Bajfet, That the Curate of 
Pcrfone, falling in Love with the Lady of that 
Place, procured the Enjoyment of her by a Sugar 
Plumb he gave her to eat, which Jhe had no 
fooner fwallowed, than fhe became transported 

with 
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with the utmojl Fondnefs of htm y and immedi- 
ately gave herfelfup to his Embraces \ for winch 
Crime the Parliament ^Grenoble fentencedbim 
to be burnt alive. Is it not alfo proved by the 
Proceedings againft Gaufridy? who was burnt 
by Order of the Parliament of Provence, in 
1 6 1 1 , for having enchanted his Penitent Afeg- 
dalende la Paludy by breathing upon her, and 
fo got Poffeffion of her Perfon. 

We need not, therefore, be furpriz'd that 
Father Gtrard, that fatal Day he breathed 
upon Mifs Cadiere y in the Jefuits Parlour, 
fhould have infpired her with fo great a Paf- 
fion for him, that fhe at once confefs'd her- 
felf vanquifhed, and yielded to his Defires; 
and that on his reiterating that Breathing up- 
on her, fhe felt her Paflion for him enereafe, 
And indeed, it is fcarce credible, that a 
young Maid of Eighteen, as Mifs Cadiert was 
at that Time, ihould, without the Aid of 
Witchcraft, be fo much charmed with an old 
Prieft of Fifty, who, it muft be acknowledg- 
ed, has nothing in his Perfon to infatuate a 
young Beauty, that fhe fhould be poflefs'd 
of fo violent a Paifion for him, as fhould 
leave her no Power to deny him any thing J 
and even to run away after him from w 
Baflkle to Toulon, by Night, as fhe would have 
done, if not prevented. 

As to the frequent Vifions Mifs Caim 
had, it is proved by the Proceedings, that 
feveral more of Father Girard's Penitents had 
the time ; particularly la GmqI> h Lwffi 
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In Gravier, VAkmande, la Baterelle^ and la 
Reboul It lies upon us now to examine to 
what Caufe fuch Vifions ought juftly to be at- 
tributed. 

It muft be confefs'd, that an Imagination, 
too much heated with Devotion, or, to fpeak 
more properly, a Mind poffefled with En- 
thufiafm, and the reading certain Books, may 
produce them *, nay, that they are a neceflary 
Effect of Quietifm, as may be found in the 
Lives of feveral of chat Sect v fuch as Maria 
of Agreda, and Margaretta Maria, or Maria 
tyuoque, who had frequent Extafies and Vifi- 
ons of the fame Nature with thofe of Mifs 
Cadiere : Among others , that of Maria 
Suoque has a perfect Refemblance •, fhe faw 
her Heart cemented, in a Vifion, with that 
of Father Lacolomhicre, the Jefuit , her Di- 
rector v and in the Works of Dame la Gu)on y 
that famous Quierift, there are Vifions yet 
more extraordinary than any contained in the 
Lent of Mifs Cadiere. 

We own alfo, that there are fome Souls fo 
pure, and for that Reafon fo highly favoured 
by the Almighty, that he gives them frequent 
Taftes, while on Earth, of that Glory they 
fhall enjoy the Fulnefs of hereafter : Why 
may we not then afcribe the Vifions of Mifs 
Cadiere to fuch a Caufe, as Father Girard 
himfelf did, during the Time of her Poffef- 
fioa? But the Detection of his fecret Intrigues 
with her, forbid fuch a Conftrucrion. 

The 
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The Caufe, tiierefore, of thefe Vifions 
muft be Sorcery, becaufe, according to Ty 
r&us, Book i. Chap. 6. and Delirio, Book 2. 
q. 5, 6, 7. and 8 ; and after them Dumoulin 
in the Cujloms of Paris, f. 43. gl. 1. n. 138. 
By this Art the Devil caufes Vifions and Illu- 
fions, which have great Power over the Sen- 
fes, Mediant e qua dam feftiferd [octet ate I 
num & dcemonum^ velut patio mftdelis y (p do- 
bfee amiatue conjlituta cum deemembus, quo- 
rum Of era & forte?itofi$ y excrcendifque tUujionu 
bus Conftaty fays Dumoulin. If there was not 
any Proofs of Sorcery in the Proceedings, we 
might attribute the Vifions of Mifs Cadiere 
to an Angel of Light •, but as the Effects are 
of a different Nature, we muft impute them 
to an Infernal Spirit. 

We muft, in an Affair of this Kind, ad- 
mit as a general Principle, that all fupi na- 
tural Facts, that is to fay, thofe which ex- 
ceed the Power of Nature, ought to be attri- 
buted either to God, or to the Devil, ac- 
cording to the Quality of them ; and tl at 
fuppofed, let us run thro* the many extraor- 
dinary Effects we have proved by the Pro- 
ceeding, and we fhall then eafily perceive the 
true Caufe. The firft is the different Acci- 
dents of Pofletfion which befel Mifs Cadiere. 
Monfieur Gandalbert> Curate of the Cathe- 
dra], depofed, That on the 17th oriSthof 
November laft, about Ten at Night, he was 
fent for by the Mother of Mifs Cadia* > 
that taking with him Monfieur Giravd, ano- 
ther 
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tkr Curate of the fame Church, they found 
that young Lady on the Floor, without 
Speech or Motion •, that Caudeirou, the Sur- 
geon, endeavoured to force open her Mouth, 
to oblige her to fwallow fomething, but could 
not do it with all his Strength -, that fome 
time after recovering, Monfieur Girard drew 
near, and demanding in what Condition fhe 
now found herfelf, fhe anfwered, I am bruifed 
all over. He then asked her, If thefe fort of 
Accidents had often happened to her, and bow, 
long fie had been fnbjeft te them ? A Year and a 
Half faid fhe, at which Time I received the 
Breath of a Perfon \ but I fhall fay no more, 
nor ought a publick Confejfwn to be expelled from 
m. On which, and perceiving fhe would re- 
veal no more, tlie two Curates took their 
Leave, but were foon after recalled, on Ac- 
count of her being relapfed. At their Re- 
turn, ftie was in Bed, and in moft terrible 
Agonies. Monfieur Giraud began an edify- 
ing Difcourfe to her, but (he interrupted him, 
crying out, That his Preface, with that of 
Monjieur Gandalbart, made her fuffer more 
ths n ordinary and fell, that Inftant, into 
Convulfions, which foon took away her 
Speech, and the Ufe of all her Senfes. Then 
Monfieur Giraud put on the Stole, faid fome 
Prayers, and the Litany of Saints, all the 
Company in the Room being on their Knees. 
•Mifi Cadiere remained entirely immoveable, 
^d without any Mark of Knowledge, 'till 
Monfieur Giraud came to thefe Words of the 

Litany, 
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Litany, Sancla Trinitas Umts Deus, when the 
laid Cadiere appeared in Emotions, the mod 
fhocking and violent, and tore hcrfelf in fuch 
a Manner, that three or four People were 
few enough to reftrain her. Monfieur Giraud 
repeating three Times the fame Words, the 
fame Agonies each Time returned upon her \ 
as alfo when he faid, Sancla Catherine SanBe 
Johannes Baptijla \ and whenever he uttered 
any Words which expreffed the Myfteries of 
Jejks Cbrift. After the Litanies were over, 
Monfieur Giraud asked her, If jhe did not be- 
lieve the Myftery of the Holy Trinity ? No, faid 
flic, with a troubled Voice, I believe it not at 
all i and when, before they had laid SanSa 
Trinitas Umis Deus^ (he crjed out in Ltfriff, 
Non Credo Ncgo. However, the Curate flay- 
ing with her a confiderable Time, and for- 
bearing any further Speech, 'till they faw her 
Diforder was entirely ditfipated, Monfieur 
Giraud made the fame Interrogatory, If Jbt 
did not believe in the Holy Trinity^ join' A with 
fome Reproaches for the Anfwcr jhe had mail \ 
on which fhe allured him, That Jhe had not 
the leajl Remembrance of any fuch .Difcottrfe, 
and that Jhe believed in her Soul all the Ma- 
ries of that divine Union : After this, the nvo 
Curates retired to another Apartment in the 
fameHoufe, to avoid being again expoW 
to the Inconvenience of the Night > and in 
Cafe a third Accident, of the like Nature 
with the former, fliould again require their 
Prefence, which, indeed, foon happenU gj 
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they were called into her Chamber to behold 
her in Diftortions more frightful than before. 
On their refufing to exorcife her, the Abbce 
Caiiere took the Stole, and began the Pray- 
ers appointed for that Ceremony ; but when 
he came to thofe Words, prcecipio tibi ut di- 
ms mibi Nomen Tun?/!, Mils Cadiere cried out, 
with a Tone elevated above its ordinary Pitch, 
Girardjean Bapiijie^ and continued repeat- 
ing the Name feveral Times j on which her 
Brother bidding her fubmit, flieanfwer'd, I will 
ukmit: He then added, Non mibi fed Mi- 
mfiro Cbrifti : fhe faid, in a very low Voice, 
ConfirainL When MonfieurGir^ began to 
pray, as he had done before, fhe took no o- 
ther Notice, than to make Signs with her 
kft Hand, as a Perfon who refufes fome- 
thing, 

Monfieur Gandalbert finilhed his Depofi- 
tion,by faying, That during thofe Accidents, 
he had taken Notice, that the Body of this 
young Woman was extremely ftiff and in- 
flexible, her Neck confiderably fwell'd, and 
the Skin like that of a Drum ; and that, when 
foe came to herfelf, fhe fcid, She had not the 
baft Idea of what had befallen her. 

Monfieur Giraud, another Curate of the 
Cathedral, fecond Witnefs, depofes, That 
ato Ten at Night, on the 17th, or 18th of 
November, Mademoifelle Galas and Rainaud 
tame, with a Man, and knock'd very hard 
at his Door, laying, They came from Mifs Cn- 
dlc re, and that ibey wen afraid the Devil 

would 
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would Jlr angle her : That being followed by 
Monficur Gandalbert, another Curate, they 
found her extended on the Floor, in the Mid- 
dle of her Chamber, and furrounded by a 
great Number of People : That there was a 
Phyfician and a Surgeon prcfent, who ufed 
their utmoft Endeavours to make her fwallow 
fome Liquor, but they could, by no Means, 
open her Mouth, tho' they pull'd her very 
hard by the Nofe •, that being a little reco- 
vered, they, thefe two Curates, approached 
her, and this Deponent faid, What is the 
Matter, Mifs Cadiere ? Of what do you com- 
plain ? To which fhe anfwered, / am kuijU 
all over. This Curate then asked, If this had 
happened to her at other Times ? T9 which flic 
replied, Tes. And he farther demanding, 
whence it proceeded ? die told him, Frmbe'mi 
breathed upon eighteen Months before. He then 
ask'd, Who it was had breathed upon her? ( 
to which flic anfwer'd, That/he would not cor, 
fefs publicHy, but that he Jhould know in proper 
Time and Place. After this, the two Curates 
withdrew, but they had not b:ecn above halt 
an Hour in their Chamber, before they hard- 
one call out, Mfficurs, the Vicars, come mad- 
ly, Mi/s Cadiere it mere furioujly attacked tim 
ever. On which they both returned to her 
Houfe, and found her in Bed, but in mo* 
terrible Agitations, and her Brother, , the 
Priefl-, praying by her-, they having bid him 
exorcife his Sitter : He toid them, &m 
not without proper Ceremonies. Then this ue- 
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ponent began to pray, and Cadiere feemed to 
be more tormented than before. Monfieur 
Gandalbert laid, He thought they ought to re- 
peat the Litany of the Saints* which he, this 
Deponent did ; and when he came to thefe 
Words, Sanfta Trinitas Unus Deus* Mifs Ca- 
Mere cry'd out, Non Credo* Nego. On which 
Monfieur Giraud repeated the fame Words 
two or three Times, and fhe every Time 
made the fame Aniwers. When he faid, 
SanSa Johannes Baptifta* and alfo when he 
pronounced the Myftery of Jefus Chrift* her 
Agonies redoubled. After the Litanies were 
over, this Deponent aiked her, If Jhe did not 
believe in the Myftery of the Holy Trinity ? To 
which flie reply'd, No. He then laid the 
Stole over her Body, which (lie rejected two 
or three Times, with Words the moft inju- 
rious and prophane, faying, Levo Mi aqueou 
Pataraffon. When fhe came to herfelf again, 
What) Madam* faid he to her, do you not 
believe in the Myftery of the Holy Trinity ? Tes % 
reply'd fhe, and that Jhe knew not what (he 
bad faid before. After this the two Curates 
retired into another Chamber, but they were 
foon recalled, on Account of Mifs Cadiere 
being feized widi another Fit, and of a more 
terrible Nature than her former ones : Her 
Torments feem'd exceflive, her Limbs were 
hard, her Skin extended, and fhe lay with 
her Face againft the Pillow : Her Brother, 
the Prieft, continued praying by her, and re- 
peating fome Part of the Exorcifms > and 
F when 
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when he faid Cede, fhe anfwer'd, Cede rat pas, 
and this fhe repeated feveral Times. When 
her Brother faid, Preecipio tibi ut dicas miU 
ncmen Tuum, fhe reply'd feveral Times, John 
JBaptiff Girard. This Witnefs alfo adds, 
That before Monfieur Cadiere made this kind 
of Exorcifm, he had himfelf prayed in a low 
Voice, but fhe made Signs with her Left 
Hand, That Jhe resetted, and would hear no 
Part in what he was about. 

This is not only proved by the Depofition 
of the two Curates, whofe Teftimony is un- 
qucftionable, but, a great Number of other ! 
WitnefTes, particularly by Lewis Rimovil, 
Merchant, the fifth Witnefs, by Clement Gar- 
nier the feventh, and Francis his Brother, by 
Clare Ejlienne the eleventh, by Clare Berark 
the feventeenth, by Francis Calas the twentieth, 
by Lewis Calas die thirtieth, by Catherine 
Ariigne the thirty-fixth, by Mademoifelle 
Claim Sauvaire the hundred and firft, by the 
Fathers Jacques and John Previjfon, the hun- 
dred and fourth and hundred and fifth, by Ma- 
ria Hermite the hundred and fixth, and Ma- 
rianne Calas, who depofe Facts and Circum- 
ftances yet more extraordinary j and above 
all, Maria Hermite, who fays, among other 
Things, That Jhe had [een, one Time, Mifi 
Cadiere lying on the very Extremity of the 
Bed, with her Knees drawn up to her CUn, 
and all her Limbs [welled, hard, and [iff > 
and that it was impoffible [or any body tomffOt 
' her out of that Pojlure, it which Jhe cmtmm 
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three Days, all that Time taking no other Sujle- 
nance than a little Broth, Panada, or E?gs, which 
alfo (he immediately threw up again, nothing but 
Water remaining in her Stomach: And when they 
would have laid her in the Middle of the Bed, 
fie told them, That Jhe jhould he able to rife in 
three Hours, and then they Jhould make the Bed* 
which proved as fhe had faid \ but Jhe was no 
fioner laid into it again, but Jhe fell into the 
fame Condition as before. 

Mifs Cadiere was not the only one of Fa- 
ther Girarcfs Penitents who had thefe Fits 
ofPoffeflionj for it is proved in the Proceed- 
ing, that it was the Portion of feveral other 
of the Favourites of this Director. The fol- 
lowing Witneffes make it demonftrable, that 
he had practifed the fame Arts on la Lau~ 
gkre. 

Clara Roque, the forty-fecond Witnefs, 
depofed, That one Night, pretty late, being 
called with many others to the Chamber of 
h Laugiere, they found her in great Convul- 
sions, lifting her Hands and Legs into the 
Air i and being aftonillied to fee her in fuch 
a Pofture, afked one of her younger Sifters, 
What was her Dijtemper ? and was anfwered, 
That it was the Sicknefs of God : Noneprefent 
were able to comprehend the Meaning of 
thofe Words, but it was afterwards difcover- 
cd, that Father Girard, to render this State 
of Poffeffion acceptable to his Penitents, and 
to prevent them from declaring the Truth, 
F 2 made 
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made them believe this Evil was of a divine 
Nature. 

There/a Bonifa% the forty-third Witnefs, 
depofed, That me faw la Laugtere in moft 
terrible Convulfions, all her Features diftorted, 
and fending forth hidious Cries *, and that on 
afking, What Diftemperjhe was affliRed with? 
was anfwered, The Dijlemper of God, 

Anne Belonne, the Wife of Maurtn the 
Baker, the forty-fixth Witnefs, depofes, 
That having waited on la Laugiere in her Sick- 
nefs, fhe frequently beheld her in the bittereft 
Agonies ; and that then fhe would cry out, 
Good Father ', good Father Retlor, lam damn'd: 
When the Father Rector came, he was ac- 
cuftomed to fhut himfelf up with her in her 
Chamber. This Deponent adds, That fhe 
would tear the Scapulary, and fpit at the 
Crofs, when they wfere brought to her by 
Maria Laugiere. 

Catherine Laugiere, the fifty-third Witnefs, 
a near Relation and Friend of the Poffeffed, 
depofed, That Ihe has feen her in Extacies 
and Convulfions, which feenied not to proceed 
from any natural Caufe ; and that when-ever 
fhe was in this Condition, fhe crried out for 
Father Girard to be fent for 5 faying, Bring 
that Devil the Father Reftor to me, that be may 
eafe me of this Mi/'er% fince he put me into it. 
Then this Deponent brought her the Scapula- 
ry, fome Holy Water, and a Crucifix, all 

which the Pofleflcd rejected with her Hand, 

and 
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and {pit at the Crucifix, ftill crying out for 
tk Father Reftor. 

The fame Witnefs alio depofes, That on 
her afking, What kind ofDifeafe this could be 
allied ? they told her, It was the fame Mifs 
Cadiere was troubled with, and that, one Day % 
when fhe, la Laugiere, beheld thai young Lady 
jo tormented, Jhe put up a Prayer for her Deli- 
verance, on which the Damons quitted Cadiere, 
and took Pofjeffion of her, injomuch that they 
bad more Difficulty to held her, than they had 
kfore in holding the other. 

Elizabeth Gaite, Widow of Lewis Delor y 
the one hundred and nineteenth Witnefs, 
depofes, That one Day laft Lent, going to 
vifit la Laugiere, fhe found her extremely 
well in Health, as fhe thought, but in a 
Moment after, fell into mod violent Tran- 
fports, tearing her Headcloths and Shift- 
neck, foaming at the Mouth, and crying out, 
Strangle me, Strangle me : But the Father 
Rector being come, fhe immediately had 
Eaie, and appeared tranquil as before. 

Mademoifelle Therefa Villeneuve, the hun- 
dred and fecond Witnefs, depofed, That 
palTing an Afternoon with la Laugiere hULent, 
at the Time when fhe had her Extacies and 
Fits, out of mere Charity and Compaflion, 
file had not been there long, before fhe faw 
her fall into fuch Emotions as filled her with 
the utmoft Horror, and that Mifs Cadiere, 
Mademoifelle Alemande, and herfelf, had 
much ado to keep her in her Bed, fhe refift- 
F 3 ing 
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ing all their Efforts, and crying out, Get you 
gone and fetch that Devil the Father Reftor y 
who has put me into this Condition, andmuft 
take me out of it .On this Father Girard was fent 
for, who returned for Anfwer, That he would 
not come, and bad the Meffenger tell la Lau- 
giere, That '(he ought to be quiet , and eonftder 
zi'hatjhe bad /aid of him. 

This Deponent further adds, That being 
another Time in the Chamber of la Laugiere, 
when fhe was in the fame Diforder with Mifs 
Cadiere? and Madcmoifelle Alemande, fhe 
told them, She would throw her f elf out of the 
Window ; and fpeaking to fome invifible Be- 
ing, which, doubtlefs, fhe faw with the Eyes 
of her Imagination, and could be no other 
than the Devil; Well* faid fhe, thou fee' ft me, 
[ give myfelf to thee , art thou content ? Then 
Mademoifelle Alemande faid to her, 'Tis not 
to the Devil, but to God, you ought to give your- 
[elf : On which la Laugiere wept bitterly, and . 
reply'd, Alafs ! what an Affair is this f it 
muft be to the Devil I am given. She further 
adds, That another Time, being with & 
Laugiere, when fhe was in her Fits of Poffef- 
fion, fhe prefented the Crucifix to her that 
Ihe might kifs it, inftead of which fhe fpurn- 
ed at it and fpit on it. This Deponent con- 
cludes her Evidence with faying, That when- 
ever Father Girard was prevailed upon to come, 
cvery-body went out of the Chamber % and that 
after having pajYd a Quarter of an Hour alone 

witb 
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with her, fhe returned t$ her natural State of 
Mind and Body. 

Tberefa Lkune* the thirty-ninth Witnefs, 
depofed, That fhe had frequently feen la 
Laugiere in thefe Extacies, in which three or 
four Perfons could fcarcely hold her; and 
that fhe would cry out, "Tis eafy toabuje a 
Maid of Twenty-two ; / have the Devil* r I 
have the Devil in my Body. 

Magdalen Alemande* the hundred and fecond 
Witnefs, adds in her Re-examination, That 
ihe had ken la Laugiere in fuch Convulfions, 
as lhe thought would immediately take away 
her Life ; and whenever the Crucifix was 
prdented to her at thofe Times, fhe would 
reject and fpit at it, crying out, Go, fetch me 
thai Devil of a Father \ who has put me into 
this Condition. 

The Mother of I'Alemande, the thirty- 
tighth Witnefs, depofes, That fhe had been 
tormented wkh dxe fame Fits of PofTeffion as 
Cadiere* and was not delivered from them but 
by the Exorcifms of the Prior of the Car me- 
Hies* who performed that Ceremony by Or- 
der of the Bifhop. She adds, That la Guiol 
told her, She had been in the fame Conditi- 
on. And Ann Cadiere* the eighteenth Wit- 
nefs, faid, That one Day when T Alemande 
tome to receive the holy Eucharift, Jhe cried 
out* being then in one of her Extacies, I come to 
communicate without feeing the Priefl who is 
to give me the Cormnumon \ and this fhe re- 
peated feveral times. 

F 4 Ann 
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Ann Battarelle* the the thirty-eighth Wit* 
nefs, fays, That Jhe had the fame Fits as la Ca- 
diere, and reports feveral ftrange Circum- 
fiances *, among others, That four or five 
Times after the Communion Jhe had felt Father 
Girard on her left Side y as incorporated in herjelf> 
and that having told him of it? he made no An- 
fwer. She adds, That la Guiol had owned to 
her, that Jhe had been in a State of PofJejfum> 
end that jhe had jeen the Devil under feveral 
Figures. L 9 Alemande and the Lady Boyer, 
One hundred and eighth Witnefs, depofes alfo 
this laft Fact. 

h it not certain that thefe are incontefh- 
ble Marks of PofTeffion. Firjl, the Anfwers 
Mils Cadiere made in Latin to the Priefts, who 
exorcifed her, which was a Language wholly 
foreign to her. According to the Roman 
Rituel,and Tyrcsus Chap, the 17th, N.y.and 
Chap. 24. There cannot be a greater Proof v 
and what ferves to render it ftill more evi- 
dent, is, that her Anfwers were pertinent to 
the Queftions asked her, and made by her 
in thole Moments when fhe was troubled and 
confufed. . 

Secondly, Her rejecting the Prayers which 
were faid in a low Voice ; and which Ihe un- 
derftood not j and her exprefs Denial of all 
the Mifteries of Faith in thofe Moments, 
with the Confeffion fhe made on recovering 
from her Fits, are ftill further Proofs that fhe 
was poflcfsM, according to Tyrew, chap. 26. 

Thirdly, 
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thirdly. The Violence of her Convulfions 
tncreafing when any Part of divine Service 
was uttered, is alfo a Demonftration that fhe 
was poffefled of a Daemon, according to the 
time Author. 

Fourthly, Her Limbs becoming hard, like 
Wood, and the fupernatural Strength fhe was 
Miftrefs of in thofe Extafies, the above-men- 
tion'd Author tells us, in Chap. 25. are cer- 
tain Proofs of her being poffefled. 

fifthly, It is alfo an undeniable Argument of 
being poffefled, when a Perfon, who makes 
not a Profeffion of Impiety, fhall fpit at, and 
detpife the Holy Crofs, as was done by h 
Lmgtere, 

Sixthly, Befides, it was prov'd by theOaths 
of three of the Convent of St. Clare, at Olli- 
oules, which were, the Lady Lefcot y Miftrefs 
of the Novices, the Lady de Rimbaud, and 
the Lady Guerin, that Mifs Cadiere had been 
frequently beaten, and mif-ufed by ~Dmnom % 
and that the Marks of it appeared afterwards 
on her Body. 

All thefe Proofs united together, leave us 
no Room to doubt of the Truth of thefe four 
Penitents of Father Girard's being poffefled. 

But is he not convicted by himfelf in his 
own Anfwers in Perfon, that Mils Cadiere 
was really poffefled by his Anfwer to die forty- 
firft Interrogatory ,does he not fix theEpocheof 
her Pofleflion to the latter End of November, or 
the Beginning ot December. 1729. And by 
his Anfwer to the forty-fourth Interrogatory, 
F 5 does 
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does he not explain the Effects : The Words 
of the Interrogatory are thefe* PFedemani 
what were the Effefls of this Poffeffton* To 
which his Anfwer is in thefe Terms ; That, 
in the Beginning Jhe wasjeized with interior Ap- 
nies, and afterwards with exterior Pains, link 
different from thoje the Saints endure in their 
Martyrdom. And by his Anfwer to the forty 
fifth Interrogatory, does he not firx the End 
of this Poffeflion to the 20th of February, 
Thefe are his Words * This Condition ceajid 
about the 20th ^February. 

*Tis true, that by his Anfwer to the 
forty-fccond Interrogatory, he denies that he 
compelled Mils Cadiere to accept of this 
State of Pofleffion, and by a fine Piece ofSo- 
phiftry evades the Intention : He fays, Whm 
be advifed her to accent it, he meant not that fit 
Jbould have Communication with a Damn, but 
that fee Jhould acquire it by divine Perm/wit, 
and for the greater Gkry of God s and that it 
appeared abjurd to him, that the Devil Jbould 
be employed for the Salvation of a SouL . 

But this Retrenchment, fubtil as it is, 
contains a tacit Confcffion, that he had per- 
fuaded her to accept this State of pofleflion, 
and nothing can be more frivolous than the 
Excufe he makes for it, becaufe the pretended 
Vifion of a Soul in a State of mortal Sin, and 
the Voice which propofed a Redemption for it, 
by Mifs Cadiere's confenting to bepoflefled, 
was no other than a Ddufion of the Devi), 
employed by her Director, to give Occafioa 

to 
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to him to perfuade her to accept this Poffef- 
lion, and to execute the wicked Defigns he had 
upon her : For God permits not his Inspira- 
tions in the fame Manner as he permits the 
111 ones, according to the Sentiments of the 
Theologians, and Mifs Cadiere's was far from 
a divine Infpiration ; but the. Sorcery of her 
Director, in the fame Manner that uaufriday 
practiced in regard of Magdelen de la Palud. 

In fine, how dare the Accufed deny being 
the Author of thefe PoffefTions ? For firft, if 
he is convicted of Sorcery, to whom can we 
attribute them but to him ? 

Secondly, The Anfwers of MKs Cadiere to 
her Exorcifms are a decifive Proof:" How 
comes it elfe, that her Convulfions and Pains 
encreafed when they came to thofe Words in 
the Litany, Sanfta Johannes Baptifta, which' 
is the Name of this Confeffor *, and Sartfta 
Catherine which is her own? How comes k 
that, when the Prieft who exorcifed her, faid 
to her in Latin, die MM Nomen Tuum, fhe 
anfwered, John Baptift Girard, and repeated 
it as often as fhe was asked the Queftion ? 
How comes it that, when the Prieft com- 
manded the Devil to come out of her, and 
faid in Latin, Who hinders thee from coming 
out? She replied, Uncleannefs : Is not this Do 
monftration that the Bond of this horrid 
Union between the Director and the Peni- 
tent was Sorcery , the Intent of ft Unckannefs, 
and the Contriver Father Girard? How 
comes it that la Laugiere y in her Tranfports, 

and 
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and furious Fits of Pofleflion, cry'dout, Go 
fetch that Devils the Father ReElor^ that he ma) 
deliver me out of this Condition^ fince he has 
put me into it. How comes it that we hear of 
none but this Father's Penitent's who labour 
under thefe Mifcrks ? And laftly, How comes 
it that Mifs Cadiere, in her Letter of Jul) 24. 
which the Confeflbr himfelf produced, re- 
proached him as the Author of the Condition 
ihe was in, particularly of her being poffeffed, 
and that he, in his Letters, never difownedit? 
Here are four glaring Proofs of Sorcery. 
The firft is, That Incapacity of Prayer into 
which Father Girard had put Mijl Cadiere, 
and feveral others of his Penitents, as we have 
proved ; and this Incapacity of praying is 
undeniably the Effect of Pofleflion, or of 
Sorcery, according to Tyraus. 

The fecond is, The Crown and Stignjfs of 
Mifs Cadiere andfome other of Father Girard'; 
Penitents. Thefe Stigma's are proved by a 
Multitude of Witneffes, and by the AccufedV 
own Confeflion. Monfieur Giraud, fecond 
"Witness depofes, That having been in the 
Chamber of la Cadiere the 8 th of ikfc> which 
was one of the Days of her Transfiguration, 
he found la Cuiol, and la Reboul with her. U 
Guwl uncovered one of Cadiereh Feet, to fhew 
the Stigma on it, which he looked upon* 
that la Cuiol told him, There was another 
Stigma in the other Foot ', and one on her leftSide^ 
#nd a Crown on her Head, with the 
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fltpreffed bim to fee all tbefe Tokens, but he 
refufed it, not being fo curious as the Jefuir. 

The Lady de Lefcot, the twentieth Witnds, 
fuyeth, both in her Depofition, and Re-exami- 
nation, that (he had feen the Wounds Cadiere 
had on her Feet and Side, and that lhe be- 
lieved, as did all the other Nuns, that they 
were Stigma's. 

The Lady de Rimbaud, the twenty-fceond 
Witnefs, fays in her Re-examination, That 
lhe had feen the Stigma's of Cadiere open and 
bleeding. 

Mam Her mite, the hundred and fifth Wit- 
nefs, depofes, That being a Penfioner in the 
Convent of St. Clare, ^•Ollimdes, lhe heard 
the Nuns fay, That Mifs Cadiere bad tbofe 
Stigma's. 

The Lady Maria Ann Boyer, a Nun, de- 
pofes, That lhe faw the Stigma's of la Cadiere, 
and heard fay, Thai Father Girard had kiffed 
them, after having plucked off his Cap. Thus 
did he guild his Wantonnefs with the Shew 
of Sanctity. 

It is alfo further proved by the Proceed- 
ings, That lateral other Penitents of Father 
Cirardy particularly la Gmol, la Laugiere, 
f Alemande, la Battarelle, and la Reboul, had 
the fame fort of Stigma's, which gave Occa- 
fion to l % Alemande to fay to him, One may 
believe the Gifts of Heaven are treafured up 
with you, fmce Stigma's and Extacies are fa 
common to your Penitents. 

The 
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The Accufed himfelf, in his Anfwers, con- 
feffes the Truth of thefe Stigma's, and that 
he had fecn them. By his Anfwer to the fe- 
venty-third Interrogatory, he owns, that he 
law thofe Stigma's four or five Times. His 
Words are, That fhejhewed them to him four 
or five "Times. (We mull not impute any 
thing to his own Curiofity.) In the fame An- 
fwer, he gives a Difcription of the Stigma's 
on her Feet, anci fays, They were large Wounds 
about the Bignefs of a Ha!fCrown> and that 
iheje Wounds very much refembkd Stigma's, He 
lays, That Mijs Cadierc put Plaifters on them \ 
but in his Anfwer to the feventy-fonrth Inter- 
rogatory, he confeffes to have been furprized 
at it, and to have reproached her Want of 
Faith and Courage •, his Words are, Severely 
reprehended her little Courage^ and her little 
Faith. 

In his Anfwer to the 75th Interrogatory, 
he fays, That la Cadiere having begged of God 
that the Wounds on her Hands might not appear^ 
her Prayer was granted^ only our Lord made a 
little Impreffwn on the Out fide of both her Hands y 
in Pledge of thofe real Stigma's which bejromisd 
to give her on her Hands before her Death. 

In the feventy-fixth Interrogatory, he was 
asked, if he had feen the Stigma oi> her Side, 
and where-abouts it was ? Interrogatory. 
If he had feen the Wound on her Side^ and how 
it was filiated? To which he anfwered, That 
he had feen it \ that it was p'etty deep y and 
r, ear the Bignefs of a Crmn-piect ? that itfiem 

• d 
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id to be on the falfe Ribs, about four Fingers 
below her left Breast, and inclining toward the 
Flank. 

As to the Crown, it is proved by the Wit- 
neffeswhofpeak of her Transfigurations ; and 
farther, by the Confeflion and Difcription 
that Father Girard made of it in his An- 
fwers, 

Hundred and thirtieth Interrogatory. If he 
had feen the Mark of the Crown of Thorns ? 

Anfwer. That he had feen it •, that it was 
a little Circle of about two Fingers broad, and 
ikclured with Blood. 

Hundred and thirty-firfl Interrogatory. If 
he had feen the Blood running ? 

Anfwer. No; but one Day at Church, in fup- 
porting her Head with her Hand, he difcovered 
feme Blood on her Brow> and Jhe complained of 
%nat Pain in it. 

It now lies upon us to examine to what 
Caufe one may attribute thefe Stigma's, if they 
were the Effect of a violent Imagination, or 
of Grace, or of Sorcery. 

We acknowledge the Power of Imagina- 
tion over weak Minds, and tender Bodies, as 
are thole of Children at the Breaft of their 
Mothers, the Effects of it are often furprizing, 
but 'tis difficult to believe, that in a Maid of 
nineteen or twenty Years old, Imagination 
alone could form and open Stigma's fuch as 
thefe. * 

Neither are we ignorant that God may im* 
prw fuch Marks or Stigma's on Saints, to 

diftinguifh 
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diftinguifh them by thefe Tokens of Predi- 
lection : Many holy Perfons have been ho- 
noured with them, and it was to this Cai fe 
father Girard would have had them imputed, 
when he would have paffed his Penitent for 
a Saint, but the difcovered Myftery of Ini- 
quity he acted on her, will not funer us to 
give Faith to it. 

We can, therefore, attribute thefe Stigma's 
only to Sorcery, in effect, the Prince of 
Darknefs, according to the Theologians, eft 
Mimus & fimius Dei y and as God imprints on 
the Souls of Chriftians his Characters of Grace, 
the Devil marks his Slaves on the Body 
with thefe Sort of Stigma's. Hence it comes 
that, Zacbarias, aumft* Medico. Legal. Book 7. 
Tit. 4>de Stigma twusTnagorum^jquseft. 1,2,3, and 
4. Delirio in his excellent Treatife difquifitb- 
num Magicarum, Book 2. quaeft 4. and 7#<f-> 
ophilus Rainaud in his Treatife de Sligmatijmo 
facro & prophano. Sect. 3. Chap. 1. and feme 
of the following ones, decide that there are 
Stigma's which the Devil imprints, and which 
are the Effect of Sorcery or Magick, dubitari 
non poteft quin Jin} Stigmata Magorum &jag&- 
rum a Satana impreffh. In fine, thefe Marks 
were found in Magdalen de la Palud, and Gau- 
fridy, as is proved by the Reports of the Phy- 
ficians and Surgeons before the two Commif- 
fioners of the Parliament appointed to exa- 
mine into that Caufe. 

For this Reafon the Stigma's of Mifs Ca- 
dkrc grew up, and clofed, after the Exor- 

cifms 
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cifms of the Bifhop of Toulon y and is proved 
by many Witnefles, particularly by Magda- 
kn Alemande, the hundred and third Witnefs. 
The third, are the Transfiguaratwns. Morr- 
fieur Giraudy fecond Witnefs, depofes, That 
the 8th of May y 1730, the Skur Cadiere, 
Merchant, Brother of the Appellant, having 
laid, that when he would fee fomething ex- 
traordinary, he need only go to her Houfe i 
he went to the Chamber of this young Wo- 
man, where he found hi*> Brother,, the Domi- 
nican, and la Guiol, on their Knees, at the 
Bed-fide r where MifsCW/>;vwas laid : That 
coming near, he faw her with, a Countenance 
refcmbling an Ecce Homo, having her Head a 
little turned to the left Side, her Eyes red as 
Blood, her Forehead had many Tracts of 
Blood, which fell upon her Cheeks, her up- 
per-Lip was alfo tinctured, and her Chin had 
many Drops of Blood upon it. La Guiol ap- 
proaching him, asked, If this Sight did not 
mke a Convert of htm ? To which he made 
no Anfwer, but addrefling himfelf to Mada- 
moifelle Cadiere, his Mother, asked, How 
long her Daughter had been in this Condition ? 
And fhe told him, Since five 0* Clock in the 
Morning \ and farther demanding, If it hap- 
ptn'iof itfelf? She replied, Yes. He then 
drew nearer the Bed-fide, and took one of 
Ms Sifter's Hands, which lay on the Coverlid, 
to find if fhe had any Symptom of a Fever 
on her •, and finding fhe had not, he called 
her three Times by her Chriftian Name r but 

fhe 
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fhe not anfwering, he turned to Madamoi- 
felle Cadierey the Mother, and la Guiol, and 
asked, If they had ever feen her Jo before? To 
which they replied in theAffirmative, and that 
many other extraordinary Things had happened 
to her j and that they had feen her lifted up in the 
Air, He adds, that Father Cadiere, and/0 
Guiok told him, That Father Girard being gone 
cut to fay Mafsy thefaid Mifs Cadiere had, in 
his Abfence, repeated the whole Service of the 
Mafs, with a bud Voice, as alfo the Canons, 
and the Oraifons \ and while fhe was faying fim 
Part of the Prayers, fhe held up a little Crofs 
fhe had in her Handy whieby they concluded, was 
jufi at the Time that the Father Rettor made the 
Ehvatlon of the Mafs. 

The Lady de Lefcoty the twentieth Wit- 
nefs, depofes, That on the 6th of July, 173 * 
Mifs Cadiere having told the Sifter Rmmbaud, 
That next Day fomething would happen extraor- 
dinary fhe went the next Morning, about 
four or five o* Clock, into the Chamber of 
the laid Cadierey and found fomething like 
the Figure of a Crown on her Head, as if it 
had been painted with Blood, having her Face 
alfo bloody in many Places, like £n Ecce 
Homo, and that the Abbefsfent immediately 
to the Father Rector, to let him know it, 
who coming prefently after, was asked by her, 
If he had feen the Mejjenger fhe fent f To 
which he anfwered, He had noty and that his 
good Angel had revealed to him, while he was 
faying Mafs> what had happen 9 d to his Pent-

tent, and given him a Defcription of this Tran- 
figuration, and faid, That it zvas done by the 
Finger of God. This Wknefs, in her Re- 
examination, adds, That fhe had feen la Ca- 
kre laying Mafs in her Bed, and that Father 
Gimrd gave her a ftrict Charge to write down 
everything that happened to this young Wo- 
man, and to record it in her Memory, that 
it might ferve, one Day, for the Edification 
of the Publick. And in her Confrontation with 
kCadiere, fhe fays, That the Sifter Maria 
Beauffiere told her, That when the Father 
Rettor came to OJlioules, the yth of July, being 
the Day of the Transfiguration of Cadiere, fie 
tdd him, that fie had communicated in Bed » 
and that the Father Rector anfwered, Do I 
mtknow that, when it was from my Hands fhe 
received it ? How can that be, cried the Sifter 
Beauffiere, when you were at Toulon ? Do you 
not know, faid the Rector, that there areTranf 
forts of Spirit ? Thefe Words fo mnch fur- 
prized the Sifter Beauffiere^ that fhe was not 
well for two Days after. 

The Lady de Rimbaud , the twenty fe- 
cond Witnefs, depofes, That on the 6th of 
July laft, being apprized by Mifs Cadiere, 
that fomething extraordinary would happen 
to her, lhe went into her Chamber about four 
o* Clock next Morning, and found her with 
the Mark of a bloody Crown on her Head, 
and fevcral Drops of dry Blood on her Face, 
in the Manner of an Ecce Homo ; all was 
done to fuch Perfection, that lhe was not to 

be 
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be known, lying motionlefs, and in Appear- 
ance dead *, which Object gave this Deponent ; 
much Terror and Aftonifnment, and lading 
two Hours, occafioned all the Community L 
to fee her in this State. After the recovered ' 
from this dead Sleep, or Extacy, fhe defired 
the Nuns who were about her, to wipe the Irn- 
freffion of Blood from her Face, which they im- 
mediately did with a wet Cloth. This being | 
told to Father Girard, who came the fame 
Morning, lie bad them preferve the Bloody for \ 
that it would do Miracles in time, and that Ca- 
diere had already wrought feveral at Toulon. 
This Deponent then faid to him, Thatjht hai 
fuffered much according to all Appearance : To 
wnich he anfwer'd, No, and that it was m 
more than an Itnprejfwn. This Deponent alfo 
adds, that fhe had feen Mifs Cadiere twice 
faying Mafs, and communicating in her Bed \ 
and that, another Time fhe had feen her in 
an Extacy, and heard her then repeat thofe 
Words which are faid when the Sacrament 
is given to dying Perfons ; after which, fhe 
continued half an Hour in a Fit. And in her 
Confrontation with Mifs Cadiere, fhe faid, 
that fhe had heard the Sifter Beaujftere fpeak 
of this Fact, concerning receiving half the 
Hoft, agreablc to the Lady de Lepih De- 
pofition. 

Mademoifelle Maria Hermite, the hundred 
and twentieth Witnefs, depofes, That when 
fhe was a Penfioner in the Convene of St. 
Clare, at Qlliottks, one Day in July* but which 

fhe 
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flie could not remember, Mifs Cadiere having 
laid, That the next Day jhe Jbould fall into an 
Extacy^ all the Nuns were impatient for the 
Event, and fhe, this Deponent, went, with 
feveral others, in the Morning, to the Cham- 
ber of the faid Cadiere, and found her in 
Bed, with her Eyes fhut, and Blood on her 
Forehead, and feveral Parts of her Face, as 
alio her Hands, but lying very ftill, and mo- 
tionlefs 5 and then the Superior fent to Toulon 
for Father Girard , who came about nine 
o* Clock, and fhe was by that time out of her 
Extacy. 

The Lady Maria Guerin, the 26th Wit- 
nefs, depofes, That on the 7th of July, the 
Day of the Transfiguration of Mifs Cadiere 9 
when Father Girard came, the Sifter de 
Beaufftere the younger, told the Father Rec- 
tor, That Jhe hadfeen Cadiere receive the Com- 
munion \ on which, faid he, Do you think 1 
Mi know that, when Jhe received it from my 
Hands ? Then Sifter BeauJJierc faid to the 
Lady Guerhi, Do you bear this ? How wonder- 
ful are all thefe Things ! They are Saints, both 
the one and the other. After this, Father Gi- 
rard went into Mifs Cadiere's Chamber, where, 
finding her in Bed, he faid to her, Ah you 
Utile Glutton! will you always take one Half of 
jour Father's Portion ? This Deponent alio 
adds, That one Day Mifs Cadiere being in an 
Extacy, pronounced the Name of John Bap- 
¥y and laid, // was a Tear fince their Mar- 
wge was combated. This apparently related 

to 
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to the Epoche of that breathing upon her, 
which fhe had fo often mentioned, and which, 
by the Sorcery of her Director, made her 
deliver herfelf up to him. 

Pafs we now to the Anfwers of the Ac- 
cufed. In his Reply to the feventieth Inter- 
rogatory, he fays, That Mifs Cadiere had re- 
mained in a Trance from Holy-Thurfday to 
the following Saturday, and that* on her Recs- 
very y /he found the Stigma 9 s on her Side, and 
Feet, her Face tinctured with Blood, and a 
Crown upon her Head. 

Seventy-firft Interrogatory. If he had\m 
her in that State f 

Anfwer. "That he had, on Holy-Friday in 
the Afternoon. 

Seventy-feventh Interrogatory. If fhe bd 
Blood upon her Face on Holy-Friday, wbenht 
faw her ? if he had wiped it with a Napkin? 
and if the Blood ft ained it, or was congealed? 

Anfwer. That Jhe told him on Holy-Satur 
day, how the Angels, while fhe was in bet 
Trance, had wiped her Face with a Napkin, 
which Napkin Jhe gave to the Rejpondent ahout 
fifteen Days after, and that it was covered with 
Blood, and refrefented a Face. Thus does he 
confefs the Transfiguration of the three laft 
Days of Lent. Here follows his Confelfion 
of other Transfigurations. 

Eighty-fixth Interrogatory. On ««W Ztyf 
it was that Mifs Cadiere was fufpended in m 

Air? 

Anfwer. 
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Anfwer. That it was on the %th of May, 
on which Day alfo/he had a kind of Trans ftgu» 
ration, much like that of Holy-Friday. 

Eighty- fcventh Interrogatory. What hap- 
pened that was extraordinary that Day ? 

Anfwer. That the faid Cadiere made her 
Mother, who lay with her, go out of her Cham- 
ber about Four in the Morning ; and that at her 
Return, about half an Hour afterward, Jhe 
found her Face bloody \ and that the Refpondent 
king fent for, he found herwithoutKnowledge, and 
her Face Jiained with congealed Blood ; and the 
Refpondent having made a long confotary Difcourfs 
to her, Jhe at length uttered jome Words, after 
which he retired v but returning in the Afternoon, 
mhe had promifed, he found la Guiol, la Bat- 
tarelle, and la Reboul there* who faid, that 
Father CacHere told them, fie had been Jujpended 
in the Air, after the Departure of the Refpon- 
dent, and that Jhe hadjaid Mafs, and commu- 
nicated in a miraculous Manner, and had given 
the BenedMon with her CroJ's, to all that were 
in the Room : That after this Jbe fell into great 
Convulfeons, which ended by an Appearance of 
Death He adds, That he Jiayed forne Tmt 
done with her, everybody, who had contem- 
ffted^ her in this State ftnce Morning, being re- 
tired into another Room. 

Hundred and fixteenth Interrogatory. If, 
when he went to Ollioules, he entered the Con- 
vent. 

Anfwer. That he did not but oncp ; which 
ws the jib of July, when Cadiere had a 

Tranf- 
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Transfiguration like thofepf the Sth of May, and 
the jth of April. 

To his Anfwerto the hundred and fixteenth 
Interrogatory, he added, "That when he was at 
Ollioules, the Jth of July, he found the whole 
Community in a Conflernation on the Wonders 
which had been operated in Cadiere. Thus 
does he plainly confefs three Transfigura- 
tions. 

To the eighty-eighth Interrogatory, being 
afked^ If he was with Cadiere when Jhe was 
lifted into the Air ? he anfwered, That he was ; 
and that Jhe being rijen, faid to the Rejpondent, 
that Jhe felt her j elf going, but that Jhe might not be 
too much puffed up with Pride, Jhe would refifl 
the Emotion, and then fat down, and took faft 
hold of her Chair ; On which the Refpondmt 
told her, that Jhe reftfted the Spirit of God y 
and that floe ought to reftgn herfelf to its whole 
Force ; but Jhe changing Place two or three 
Times, and Jlill feeming unwilling to yield, the 
Refpondent withdrew. 

We now demand of the Accufed, to what 
Caufe he attrbutes all thefe extraordinary 
Facts and Prodigies, thefe Transfigurations, 
and thefe Communions by Tranfports ? Are 
they Miracles of Grace, or Delufions of the 
Devil, accompanied with Prophanation of 
the Sacraments, as indeed there is no Room 
to doubt, by the Nature of thefe Facts, and 
by that of all the others which refult from the 
Proceedure ? 

It 
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It is further proved, That Mifs Cadiere 
knew the Secrets of the Confcience. Mon- 
ficur Giraud, the fecond Witnefs, fays, That 
on the 8th of May, being the Day of the 
Transfiguration, la Guiol told him, That Ca- 
diere knew the very Bottom of the Hearty had 
told her the moftfecret Things fhe had ever done 
or thought of, and that Jhe had done the fame 
U fiveral Priejis, and had given them Advice 
in the Regulation of their Confciences. The 
Father Grigner, Jefuic, by his Letter pro- 
duced in the Procefs, acknowledges himfelf 
to be of this Number. 

The Abbefs of the Monaftery of St. Clare* 
ztOlliQules, the eighteenth Witnefs, depofes, 
That lhe had obferved Things fu little com- 
mon in Mifs Cadiere, that fhe could not 
help, verily, believing there was fomething 
of Sorcery in it ; and recounted, as well as did 
feveral Nuns, a Detail too long to be incer- 
ted here. And in her Confrontation with 
Mifs Cadiere, lhe added, That one Day when 
k Guiol had one of thefe Extacies, or Fits of 
Poffeflion, on her in the Convent, fhe faid, 
That when they were in tins extraordinary Way* 
Ibeyknew all, and were ignorant of nothing. 

The Lady deLefcot, in her Re-examination, 
%s, That la Cadiere knew the Hearty and the 
mft concealed Thoughts of it. 

The Lady Guerin f the twenty-fixth Wit- 
nefs, depofes, That when Cadiere came out 
w her Extacy, lhe told her all fhe had been 
flunking on i which aftonilhsd her extremely, 
G and 
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and augmented the Idea flie had formed of 
her Sanctity. 

To all this, let us join the Confefllon of 
the Accufed, in his Anfwer to the twenty- 
fixth Interrogatory, where he was aflced, What 
were the Vifions of Mifs Cadiere in ihefe extra- 
ordinary Trances. 

Anfwer. That Jhe had Remcnjlrances hi 
herfelf of what Jhe fhoidd do, and alfo, an In- 
JpeSion into the Minds of others. 

To what Caufe can we impute, this Infpec- 
tion, this Knowledge of the molt fecrct 
Things, which paffed in the Minds of others ? 
Is it the Effect of an Holy Revelation, or of 
the Evil Spirit with which Ihe was poffeft? 
The Problem ought to he decided by the Quali- 
ty of die Direction *, and* we believe we fhall nm 
noHazzard in maintaining with Tjrzus> Chap. 
26. and Delrio, Book 4. Chap. 2. Queftion 
2. two Doctors fufficiently famous, That this 
Knowledge or Divination proceeded from a Sprit 
if Darhicjs, to whom this Direftir had delivered 
bis Penitent ; For, according to. the Theob- 
gians, and thofc Jefuits we have quoted, the 
Devil is perfectly acquainted with every thing 
that is pad;' tlio' he knows not what is to 
come, uiileis it b- thofc Accidents which de- 
pend' or ' ablblutely free. ;4 C - *™

nm 9 qum hominum cognitionem fugiunt^ d&- 
mritbus nota funt, fays the famous Betrw y in 
the above-mentioned B ook, Queft . 2 .• 

All this undeniably proves that Father 
Girard is convicted of Sorcey, and we muft 
tout our Eyes to the Light of Reaibn to be 
blind to it. 

We are engaged to prove on one Part, 
that die Accufed is a true §>uietiji, and che- 
rifhed his Devotees in the Maxims of Qukt- 
ifm ; and on the other, that he pnrctifed Sor- 
cery on them, in order to abufe thofe poor In- 
nocents who put their Truft in him, 
particularly Mifs Cadtere: It is for no other 
Motives that Pricits have fo frequently given 
into §>uieiifm and Sorcery and we tnuft, there- 
fere confider thefe Crimes as Conduccmcnts 
to, and Aggravations of the Spiritual Inceft 
committed by Father Girard on the Body of 
the Plaintiff. Let us then -leave to pyblick 
Vengeance the Punifhment of ^ietifm and 
Sorcery^ and come to that which is the prin- 
cipal Subject of her Complaint*

f i\ S Inceft, Adultery, Fornication, and 
j£\ other Crimes of the like Nature, are 
acted i in private, the Law does expect or 
require the Teftimony of Eye-Witnefles 
for Conviction, but is fatisfied with Cir- 
cumftances and Preemptions , and the 
Proof of particular Facts, from which the 
Perpetration of the Crime may be reafonably 
inferred : Foratis certain the mod fhamelefs 
Libertines, and even thofe who take a Pride 
in their Debauches, will avoid giving any 
occular Proofs of their Guilt * much more 
are all that belong to the Church, and efpe- 
cially of that Order which fets up for the 
Practice of the fevereft Virtue, .and moft per- 
fect Imitation of Jefus Cbrift, obligedby their 
Profeflion to be ftill more careful to fave all 
Appearances -that might caft . a Blemifh on 
their Reputation. For this Reafbn all the 
Cafuifts are of Opinion, .that, many ftrong 
Preemptions are fuffkient .Proof of fuch 
Crimea Cum clam fcf occulte Committt fokant 
Aduheria &? probibiti concuUtus, ftntque ob 
id d'tfficilis probations, fattum bine eft utm- 
fymptionibus &? conjethim probari poffint, fays 
the learned Menoch, in his Treatije of rre~ 
(umptions, Book 5. fris our Bufmefs then to 
enquire whether the Facts proved upon £ £

ther Girardy and the Prefumptions againft 
him, are of fufficient Force to convict him 
of the Spiritual Inceft and Procurement of 
Abortion he ftands charged with. Never 
were there a greater Number of Witnefles* ' 
nor never did any Witnefles give in a more 
full Evidence % in a parellel Cafe 5 and he muft 
renounce the Ufe of Reafon to refift the 
Strength of it. 

The firft Preemption is taken from the 
Jeiuk's own allowed Principles : We are for- 
ry to enter into general Reflections on the So- 
ciety, of which there are enough in every- 
body's Hands, and which are not abfolutely 
neceflary for the Support of the Caufe, tho* 
feme might be employ'd not foreign to it, 
but we fhould betray the Confidence Mifs Ca- 
iiere has repofed in us, and ruin her Caufe, 
if we did not give her thofe Advantages that 
may be drawn from their moral Writings, 
which very plainly fliew how ready they ar^ 
to indulge this favourite Paflion : And if die 
Inclinations of the Heart to Pleafure be fo na- 
tural, and it the moil: rigid Virtue is fome- 
times too weak to fupprefs it, what can ftem 
the Rapidity of this Pafflon, in a Heart un- 
furnifhed with any Principle to curb the Ca- 
reen and when we imagine we very little 
tranfgrefs in gratifying it, methinks the very 
Character of the Criminal half proves the Ac- 
cufation juft. 

The Second Preemption againft him is 

juftly founded on his continual frequenting the 

G 3 Come 
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Company of Mifs Cadiere, for more than 
eighteen Months together, beginning at the 
Time Ihe received that fatal Breathing on her, 
and laited to the End of his Direction, giving 
him a Pretence of making her come to him 
every Day, to give an Account of her Vifions, 
and of his viiiting her when her Fits of Poffef- 
lion prevented her going to the Jefuits Col- 
lege. Is the Confcience of a Devotee like a 
Ship in ftormy Weather, which will never 
permit that the Pilot fhould be from the 
H^lm ? Were thefe daily Vifits the Effects 
of a Confcffor's Charity- ? Are not the Ca- 
nons which forbid Ecclefrafticks to converfc 
with Women, as binding on the Jejuiis^ as 
► on any other Order ? Are thofe Precautions 
< i.fiy neccfiary to fecular Priefts and other 
Rcgukirs? Art the Jefuits to be fuppofed 
Ivkn who are infcnfible of the Power of Beau- 
ty? No, the Author of their Inftitution was 
of another Opinion, Chap. 7. Regular um p<z- 
jo/i'li de mnrmmicatlone cum exlernis, Numb. 27. 
when he -ordained, that they fhouldjiot be al- 
lowed to vifit Women, but in Cafes of an ex- 
traordinary Nature, or in hope of a great Ad- 
vantage : Mulieres invifere niji in tiecej/kate^ aut 
cum fpe magriif rutins, tmfiros nonfinat. He 
feemed to think, the Company of a Woman 
might be full as dangerous to the Chaftity of a 
Jefuit, as of any other Churchman. And is 
there no Reafon to apprehend, that a Confef- 
for, let him be of what Order he will, may, 
by an afliduous Attendance on a fair Votary, 

by 
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by little and little, carry the limitation of 
a Lover into the Reality ? 

The Third Prefumption is founded on his 
being-fo coiftaht in nis Vifits to heratO/5- 
Qtiks, where he fpent whole Days ; his lock- 
ing himielf up tvith her in her Chamber, 
in the Parlour, and in the Church •> together 
with his whole Behaviour while he was there, 
efpeciaily when- he thought himfelf in Private, 
as may be eafily perceived by the following 

Proofs. 

The Abbefs of the Convent, the nineteenth 
Witnefs, deipofes, That Father Girard defi- 
red Permiflion to be in the Parlour alone with 
Mifs Cadiere, and that fhe confented to it. 
She adds, in her -Reexamination, That one 
Day when the Father Hector came to OUioules 
to fce Mifs Ctidien, aic?r he had been with 
her in the Morning, he came again after 
Dinner, and that a third Time returning, 
when they were faying Vefpers, and demand- 
ing to /peak with Cadiere in the Parlour, the 
Porter told him, Ske^cctdd not come nil they 
ivcrc over : On which he feemed much difpleaf- 
ed. As foon as Vefpers tfere done, the Ab^ 
b:fi fent la Cadiere into the Parlour, and fol- 
lowed herfelf \ but the Director not doubting 
but the Delay of her coming was owing to 
the Abbefs, '{hewed his Refentmcnt in me 
Coldnefs of his Behaviour, and ' find to her, 
Madam, you are- P&pefi here : 'Tu good to 
prefervt Regularity, but I com a great W#f* 
and fmzht "have been excufed from Jaying f) 
G 4 Office 
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Office in this Churchy becaufe I might as welt 
have done it in my own. As the Motive of his 
Journey was only the Pleafure of entertaining 
Mifs Cadiere^ he thought the Time loft Ihe 
employed in Vefpers. 

The Sifter, Jfabella de Prat y Lay-Sifter of 
the fame Convent, the twenty-fourth Witnefe, 
fays in her Re-examination, That one Day, 
going to the Choir to pray to God, fhe found 
the inner Door fhut, and the Key taken in •, 
and having afked why it was fo, they told 
her, tfbat Father Girard and Mifs Cadiere 
were in the Church. Was the Precaution he 
took in fhutting himfelf in the Church, and 
Cadiere in the Choir, while they entertained 
each other at the Grate, to hinder any Inter- 
ruption of their pious Difcourfes, and that 
none fhould be edified by them ? 

The Lady de Lejcoty the twentieth Witnefs, 
fays in her Re-examination, That ftie had 
feen the Father Rector two or threeTimes, 
after having faid Mafs, Ihut himfelf into the 
Choir of the Church, and Mifs Cadiere in 
the inner Choir of the Convent * 9 that the 
Nuns, who ufed to go in Proceifion to the 
Choir after Dinner, had often found theDoof 
fhut on the Infide, and that this happened one 
Time at five o* Clock in the Evening. She 
adds, That on the Eve of St. Clare, the Fa- 
ther Rector having preached there in the 
Morning, dined in the Parlour, and ftayed 
with Cadiere till Night, and the next Day 
came again, but went to Dinner at a Caba- 
ret, 
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r^, came again in the Afternoon, and ftaid 
till four in the Evening with her, and then 
this Deponent having taken the faid Cadiere 
te fpeak with her in the Choir, the Father 
Rector ftaid in the Parlour, and faid, he would 
not go till Jhe came. 

Marianne Materone * the eighth Wit- 
nefs, fays in her Re-examination, that fhehad 
feen Father Girard and Mifs Cadiere fhut into 
the Church, and in the Choir. 

Lucr ece Materone* the twenty-fifth Witnefo, 
fays the fame Thing in her Re-examination. 

In fine, Father Girard* by his Anfwerto the 
one hundred and twenty-fifth Interrogatory, 
confefles that he had feen Mifs Cadiere alone in 
the Parlour ; we (hall fee prefently whatpaf- 
fed in the Parlour, and at the Grate of the 
Choir, and why they took the Precaution to 
lhuc the Doors. 

The fourth Prefumption is drawn from his 
writing to her every Day while Ihe was at 
OlUeSy tho* he made her fuch frequent, and 
fuch long Vifits : What Opinion can the 
World entertain of a Confeflbr, who carries 
on fuch a conftant Correfpondence with a 
tandfome young Devotee, and, particularly, 
how a Jefuit can defend this, who is fo ftrict- 
ly forbid, by the Rules of his Order, to write 
to any Woman, except in Cafes of the utmoft 
Neceifity. Mulieres invifere aut ad eas fcribere* 
»!/? in neujfnate nojlros nonjinat. 

The fifth Prefumption arifes from the Na- 
ture of Expreflion in thofe Letters. If the

Number be a Preemption againft hina, cer- 
tainly the Manner of that Correfpondence 
muft be a greater ; nay, amount even to De- 
tection. All the Cafuifts agree, That if Love 
Letters be found in the Cuftody of a Woman, 
that alone is a fufficient Proof of a criminal 
Gorrefpondence •, by the Means of la Gravier, 
and if the Jefuit had not, by an unparallel'd 
Deceit and Artifice, recovered the Letters of 
this young Penitent, Septima eft Conjeftura 
perpetrati adulterit, quando reperte funt Litten 
amatorice ipfius Mtdieris. Prudentis Judicis 
Arlitrio tributrem pro Litterarum tenore, fays 
Menock, after Parifus. N. 39. we fhould 
have had a full Journal of this Amour, 
aid faved the Trouble of any farther De- 
lnonftration of his' Crime : But the Letter 
cf July the twenty-fecond, which, by a kind 
of Miracle, happened not to be returned with 
the others, is a fufficient Evidence of what 
the reft contained, as to the Nature of them. 
We "fhall quote fome Paffages out of it, 
and make fhort Reflections' on them. 

See- here, m dear Child, the third Letter I 
-kavejent you in three Dbyfi in a little while I 
Jhall he incapable of doing any thing but for her 
'to wh6m I 'am writing -, at leaft, I am jure I 
'carry her ' always about' me, vihefe-evtr I go j 
'•and tho* 1 have Bufincfs which obliges toe to 
converfi with others, yet fie is covftantly prejht 
to me. 

What could the moft pafilonatc Enamorato 

: fay more tender or obliging to the Object ot 

•his Love? And then ugauy Ftffft 
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Fcrtft yourjelfy and be entirely pa/frje.. 

Thefe two Words imply the fublimeft Dif- 
pofition. 

The Jefu.it, in the Notes which he has 
thought fit to make on this Letter, &y$ y That 
by this Paffage, he rnecmt that, S.elf-Dewal which 
is recommended in the Gofpd\ that Abneget 
femetipfam of- the Evangelift. But is it thus, 
impious Deceiver ! he expounds the Gofpel ? 
There have been a great Number of Commen- 
tators on the Gofpels, but none of them had 
ever the Prophanenefs to put fuch a Con- 
ftruction on the Words, Let hpn deny frim/elf, 
or drew from them any fuch Doctrine for the 
Ufe of Maids, or married Women, as this, 
Forget your/elf, and be entirely paffive. Such a 
Commentary could never have been made, but 
in a Letter of Gallantry. And is not this 
that downright Quietifm which Father Gi~ 
rard preached and recommended in fo ftre- 
nuous a Manner to" his Penitents % in order to 
baniih all their virtuous Scruples ? What goes 
, before, and after, this Paffage, renders it ftill 
more obvious. 

Have no Will of your own, and liften to rio 
Scruples ; you muft obey in every thing as my 
little Child, who thinks nothing difficult that her 
Father requires. 

This, methinks, is a fufficient Explanative 
< of his beginning ^vith the warnvfl Expreflions 
of an amorous Paflicn, and tlv n inttilling in- 
to her the Principles cf Qaicc I I Beficte, 

what 
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what Palliation can he make of the Meaning 
of thefe Words? 

J long extremely to fee you again, and to fee all, 
Tou know I ask nothing but my own \ and 'tis a 
tpeat while fi nee 1 had a full View of any thing, 

Hqw impatient were the Inclinations of 
this reverend Letcher ! He had paffed a 
whole Day with his Miftreft but the fame 
"Week at O!lioules y ytt burn'd with Defire to fee 
her again. He calls her Heart (for that's the 
beft Conftruction we can put on thefe Words, 
tho\ probably, he might mean fome other 
Part) his own ; but what Pretenfion had he 
to it, unlefs it were, that he had given her his 
own, as he fcems to hint, with a very tender 
Air, in the Beginning of his Letter. 
Love makes all Common. 

The Note he makes in his Defence for 
this Paffage, is very Angular, and deferves 
our Attention t I will therefore give it you 
Jn his own Words. 

Father Girard, for a great while, bad net 
feen either her Stigma' s y or her jweti'd Ribs, 
m;d thefe he calls his own. 

Good God ! that a Jefuit fhould ever give 
hn Antagcnift fuch an Opening! What 
Room is here to give all his Arguments the 
final Stroke 1 If he calls thefe Stigma's and 
fweird Ribs' his own, he muft have caufed 
them by his Sorcery : If he had not feen them 
a great while, then it implies, that he had 
feen them before, he had feen them frequent- 
ly i 
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ly ; efpecially the Stigma on her Side, four 
Inches below the left Breaft, and the Ribs 
that were raifed up by an abundance of 
Grace, according to his own fine Account of 
the Matter. Can any one belive fuch an 
exact Account of the whole Body of his Pe- 
nitent, from Head to Foot, proceeds from 
nothing but meer Charity in the good Father? 

But what Evafion will he find for the 
Meaning of thefe Words." 

fo fee all: And, 

It is long fince I had a full View of any 
thing. And upon thefe, 

But I fhall tire you ; well, won 9 1 you tire me 
too? It is but reafonable wejhouldgo equalSharrs 
in every thing. 

All this is certainly too plain to (Vand in need 
of a Commentary, and who, indeed* but the 
chfeSanchez^ would * undertake to make 
it: But behold, we have not yet done with 
this Letter j he goes on in this Manner : 

/ hope you wiU y al lajl> grow wife? that Jo 
many Favours will not be thrown away upon 
jm. Tou are an inconjlant Creature v 'twould 
k much worfe Jhould you turn Glutton^ — Good 
N$U my dear Child $ can you make Senfe of 
this Scrawl ? 

Is not this pretty trifling? Does not he be- 
have rather like a mecr Droll, than a grave 
Director of Souls ? And again : 

Be

«f Marriage, in which he <Xj> tfjis th f mm/1 ^hfiene Idea's in

always behind-hand with me, and are m Danger 
cf never overtaking me, unlefs you write to me 
at leaft twice a Day, 

Is this the Language of a Confeffor, or a 
Lover ? What more could the moll Paffio- 
nace of the latter Clafs fay to the Woman his 
Soul adores ? And this : 

Adieu, my dear Child, pray God for your 
Father, your Brother, your Friend, your Son, 
and your Servant. Sure all theje Titles are 
fufficient to engage a gcod-natur'd Heart. 

How well acquainted is this infinuating Je- 
fuit with all the Accefles to the Heart! And 
how fkill'd is he in every Artifice to move it! 
We dare appeal to all Mankind, if any 
thing can be dictated by a more delicate and 
paflionate Affection : May it not then well 
be .accounted among the Number of thofe 
Love-Letters, called Amatoria E])iJlok,wbkh 
all our Cafuifts agree is the undoubted De- 
tection of an unlawful Commerce? And if 
this Argument holds good with the Laiety, 
how much ftronger muft it be between a Con- 
feflbr and his Penitent? A Cpnfeflbr, who 
wore an Air of the moft jigid Mortification^ 
and a Penitent' who aim'd at the Title of 
Saint, and pretended,, that our Saviour had 
blefs'd her with Inch uncommon Mark? of his 
Favour, for the Purity ,of her Soul, .and M 
Integrity of Mind, When we confidcr Ae 
many Rcafons which ought to have rcftraiiui 
Father Girard from giving under his own-Hand 

fcch 
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fuch -evident Demonftrations of his Guilt, we 
muft conclude, that his writing in fuch a 
Manner, could be enforced by nothing but 
the Violence of his PafFion, which would not 
fufFer him to liften to any Dictates but what 
ferv'd to indulge it, and were infpir'd by it. 
He could not avoid, however, being fertfible 
of the Danger of it, and for that Reafon for- 
bore fubferibing his Name to it. 

Of the fame Scamp were mod of thofe he 
wrote to Mifs Cadiere, while fhe was in the 
Convent of Saint Clare at Qlliouhs, and which 
heartfully got out of her Hands by the Means 
df la Gravier. 

It is in vain that he pretends to have deli- 
ver'dto the Commiflioners of the Parliament^ 
fixteen of the real Letters his Artifice reco- 
ycr'd *, and that, as they contain nothing un- 
juftifiable, we ought to form v by them our 
Judgment of that of the twenty-fecond of 
July ; for in the firft we defy him to juftify 
that Letter by any Evafion whatever. 

Secondly, How comes it, that of above an 
hundred Letters wrote by him to Mifs Ca- 
<fer*,during the three Months and a Fortnight 
that fhe remained in the Convent of St. Clare , 
he produces no more than fixteen ? Why are 
not all the reft laid before thofe honourable 
Judges ? His Pretence for it is, indeed, an ex- 
cellent one, and of a Piece with his other Be- 
haviour on this Affair. They hive feme Rela- 
tion, fays he, to the Plaintiffs Confeffions> and 
■ therefore muft not be Wpofed. But there feems 

to 
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to be little Probability, that they lhould treat 
of any Matters relating to Divinity, when we 
fee their Correfpondence upon Things of a 
vaftly different Nature, What Occafionhad 
he to write any thing to her about her Con- 
feffions, when he vifited her twice, or thrice, 
or oftner every Week? Or, indeed, what 
Occafion had fuch a Proficient in Quietifm, 
which mikes all Actions indifferent, for any 
Confeflions, or Confeffor at all? This is the 
worft Excufe he could have made *, and to 
convince the World that there is not the leaft 
Truth in it, and to ftop his falfe Mouth at once, 
fhe challenges him to produce theft), on what- 
ever Subjects they relate -, and it muft be con- 
feft. fhe has no Meafures to keep, as the Cafe 
ftarids with her. 

thirdly , It cannot be doubted that the 
fixteen Letters he prefented to the Commif- 
fioners of the Parliament, are not thofe he 
fent to Mifs Cadiere, but Counterfeits : To 
be convinced of this, we need only reflect, 

Ftrfts If thofe Letters had contained no- 
thing but what was for Edification, and 
Pure, and Holy, where was the Need of his 
taking that Precaution, when he placed her 
in the Monaftery of Saint Clare * at Offioules, 
to ftipulate with the Abbefs, that fhe fhould not 
examine the Contents of his Letters to her, 
nor hers to him ? as is proved by his Letter of 
the5th ofJune> 1730. 1 rake the Liberty to ask 
afecond Favour of you, which is, that Mifs Ca- 
diere may write to m$ without her Letters being 

red> 
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rtadi and that mine may pafs the fame Way to 
her Hands. Would he not have avoided gi- 
ving fuch a Caufe for Sufpicion, by letting 
them pafs as they ought to have done, by 
the Rules of the Convent, thro* the Hands of 
the Abbefs, if they had not been on a Subject 
highly improper fhe (hould be made ac- 
quainted with ? 

Secondly, If thole Letters had been con- 
fin'd to pious Exhortations, why did he take 
fuch Pains to get them out of her Hands, 
as foon as he was infonn'd, that the Bifhop 
had ordered her anodier Confefibr ? Why 
was he in fuch a Hurry to fend la Gravier Ex- 
prefs to her for that End, as is fully proved in 
the Proeefs ? Is not this Step an unaniwera- 
ble Dtmonftration that they were of a Piece 
with that of July the 22d ? And that he fent 
for them with fc much Care, in order, not 
to produce, but to fupprefs them ? And that 
thofe he has produced are not the fame, but 
others fubftituted in their Place. 

Thirdly, The Father Girard was accuf- 
tomed to write two kinds of Letters to his 
fair Penitent ; fome contain'd only Moral 
Reflections, and were dictated with a Defign 
to be (hewed about, and thofe he figned : 
But the others were filled with Exprellions, 
fuch as befitted the Violence of his Paflion 
for her, and to thofe he cautioufly forbore to 
put his Name, and took Care they fhould be 
delivered to her in private : This Fact is 
% proved in the Proeefs two Ways ; Firft, 

By 
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By his Letters of July ZT, and of September 
15 ; The firft of which, as we have demon- 
ftrated, was a Love-Letter, and without fign- 
ing : The feconcl, which contain'd nothing 
of Confequence, is figned. Secondly, la 
Battarelle, in her Confrontation with Father 
Cadiere,hid> That Jhe brought at one Time three 
Letters from Father Girard, one. to the-LadyAb* 
befsy and tzvo others to Mifs Cadiere, one cf 
which had nothing material in its ^ti- ms 
Jhewn to the Abbefs, the other Jhe delivered in 
private to Mifs Cadiere. 

Fourthly, Why does he not produce thofe 
he wrote to her July 20, and 21, 1730 ? Will 
he pretend he wrote her none on thofe Days? 
that of July 22. See here the Third Letter in 
three Days, proves he did j and if he does 
not produce them, it is becauft they are too 
near a-Kin to- the other, and, perhaps, more 
full of Venom than the fuccecding one, and 
which, therefore, would be beft explain'd by 
them. 

Ffthly, Why does he not produce i 
wherein he tells Mifs Cadiere, with an 
Gaiety, That if /he were not dtjoreet, f 
be whipped, and that her dear K 
it with his own Hands » and that orh 
which he gave her Inftructions what fhe fl 
fay in Conftffion to the Father Giwiun of 
the Obfervan tines, Confcffor of the Convent, 
with a ftrict Injunction not to exceed the 
Bounds he fet her 5 that he did write two 
fuch Letters, is evidently proved, bytheDe- 

pofition 
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pofition of the Lady de Lefiot* Miftrefs of 
the Nmces, who made Oath, that fhe faw 
and read the former : And to the other, 
Mademoifelle Victoria Aiibert depofes, Tiiat 
EQCadure (hewed her a Form of Confef. 
lion fent her by Father Girard. Both thefe 
Facts, and efpecnlly the Form of Confef- 
lion, clearly prove the criminal Commerce 
there was between, the Director and his Peni- 
tent; elfe wherefore did he fend her fuch a 
Form, and forbid, her faying any' thing more 
to the Guardian of the Qhjervantines, than 
n contained in it, but for fear' fhe might 
riierwife difeover his a hominaWe Secret. 

fitfbfr, Rcafon will not permit us to make 
aiy Doubt but the real Letters which he re- 
covered and fupprefTed, muft have been ex- 
trcmdy tender ; for tho* there is a vaft Diffe- 
rence between the fixteen forged ones which 
M laid before the Commilfioners, and that 
itid the 2 zd of Jidy 9 yet could he not for- 
te mixing an Air of Gallantry, which 
fews how much he had been accultom'd to 
write only foft ThKv to his fair Votary.

But who 
can believe that thofe who deny the Precept 
which commands the Love of God, fhould 
be animated with fuch warm and lively Ex- 
preffions of that Love ? And is it not evident, 
that byn horrid Abufe of Religion, this 
wicked Jefuit has endeavoured to vail under 
that facred Name, the impure Defires with 
which he was enftamed for his Penitent? 
What a vaft Field of Reflection would net 
his Letters, tho* Counterfeits to favour his 
Defence, as well as thofe of Mifs Gadiert % 
whofe Notions he had fo throughly cor- 
rupted, open to us, had we Time to employ 
in it, or were not the Subject too grofs. But 
we muft not pafs over in Silence die Letter 
wrote by la Gtthl to Mifs Cadiere, Auguft 50, 
1730. occafion'd by a little Quarrel between 
this tender Confeffor, and his dear Penitent, 
and which this good-natur'd la Guid was in- 
duftrious to reconcile.

J AST Monday about Noon I arrived it 
-" Toulon, and alighted at the Jefuitt Cm- 
vent, where I had a Sight of our dear Father, 
whom I found in the utmoft Diftrejs ; He M 
me y That if I had any ill News for him, I 
3 lhauld 
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fliould not fay a Word, but go without fail 
and write to him inftantly, and bring my 
Letter at Night, after the Sermon preach'd 
before the Ladies of St. Urfula. Which Com- 
mand I obeyed, tbo* not without a great deal of 
fyjjiculty, andfet down to write what our great 
God infpired Me with. I went this Morning to 
p him after his Return frmn the Country, where 
khai been ever ftnce the Eve of St Auguftine: 
J k not believe, that in the laft Moments of his 
life, he tan more referable Death than at this 
frtfent. I ashd him what was his Indifpofi- 
tm, and if his Melancholy continued ? and he 
Hid me, with great Corfdence, That his Ago- 
nies enereafed every Moment, and that on 
waking this Morning, he found himfdf quite 
overcome with Griefi fo as to be deprived of 
Speech. My dear Sijfer, Heave yen to judge, 
how greatly I was troubled to fee the two Per- 
fws in the World whom mofl I love and ejieem+ 
reduced to the laft Extremity, and who is the 
Caufe of all this? s Tis you, my dear Sifter: If 
]W bad returned an Anfwer, all would have 
hm well ; When you told me, That God did 
not approve of your giving any Anfwer, after 
the ©rder you had received from your dear 
Father, you appeared worthy of my Compajfwu 
for you. He received your Letter at Nine on 
Sunday Morning, and has Reafon to be Bghly 
diffatisfied with it % for ycujay nothing but in 
fur own Vindication, and cafi the whole Blame 
onbim. God be praifed! May it pleafe him to 
'/« your Eyes once for all However it be, the 
J Charity 
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Charity of our dear Father mil bring him to fee 
you next Friday at Ollioules, after having faid 
Mafs here at Toulon. My dear Sifter, I con- 
jure you by the Merits and Sufferings of Jefus 
Chrift, that you willfpeak to him with allpoffu 
ble Sincerity ; andfince he is dejirous to comfort 
you, let John, in return, receive fame from you 5 
you are mi ignorant that the Part I take in this 
Affair, proceeds entirely from my Frienifhip \ 
Ifhould net eijifreak and aft with fo much free- 
dom, and therefore I truft, my good Dear^ that 
you will pardon it, I conclude with ajfuring 
you, that I rejoice at the Conflation you will re- 
ceive on Friday, a Day dejiitfd to be one of your 
happy Ones. My dearefi Sifter, I heartily em- 
brace you, and a?n every Day more clofely muted 
with you, never quitting you at the Foot of the 
Crojs of our Blejed Saviour Jcfus (Thrift.- Good 
Night. 

This Letter, unfubferibed, and dictated by 
Father Cirard (for how fhould the Wife of 
a Joyner be capable of writing fuch a one, 
and interfpers'd , according to his Cuftom, 
with Expreffions of Piety and Devotion, is 
a cornpleat Demonftration of his paflionate 
Affection for Mifs Cadiere, fince a little af- 
fected Indifference, or a Letter fomewhat 
Ids tender than ufual, was fufficient to throw 
him into that Excefs of Melancholy def- 
ended in it ■, and at the feme time, gives us 
a perfect Idea of the Function of la Guiol, 
who took fuch unfeigned Pains to bring the 
two Lovers together again, and was fo ex- 
tremely 
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trcrnely pleafed with the bare Imagination of 
•the Happinefs they wen": to partake in the 
firft Interview defigned for a Reconciliation of 
their late Diiference. 

Theftxth Prefumption againft Father G£- 
wd, is founded on the direct Evidence pro- 
duced in the Proceedings, that when he was 
alone with Mifs Cadiere, at the Grate of the 
Choir, or of the Parlour, he made her open 
a little Window of the Grate with a fmall 
Knife he lent her for that Purpofe, and put 
her Head through, where he embraced and 
killed her, as is demonftrated by the following 
Witnefles. 

Marianne Mater one, the eighth Witnefs, 
depofed, That one Day in Auguft, but which 
foe could not poflibly call to Mind, going foft- 
ly into the Parlour of the Monaftery of Saint 
Clare, ztOllioules, when Father Girard, Rectdr 
of the Jefuits, was therewith Mifs Catherine 
Cadiere^ fhefaw the Window of the Grateopen, 
and the Head of the Taid Cadiere but of it, gi- 
ving and receiving Kiffesfrom Father Girard: 
And having asked the faid'Father, At what 
Hour be would fay Mafi, and what Vefiments 
k itmld wear ? He anfwer'd, White Vejtmetiis. 
On the Eve of Saint Clare, Father Girard, 
after Jiaving preached to the Nuns in the 
Morning, went into the Parlour, where he 
was to dine, and feeing the Deponent had fet 
the Table at a good Diitance from the Grate, 
being unwilling, as fhe laid, that the Father 
Ihould be too near Mifs Cadiere, he removed 

the 
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the Table nearer, with great Impetuofity and 
Eagernefs, and faid to the Deponent, What, 
would you feparate me from my dear Child f 
And the Deponent having taken Care to 
fpread the Table with every thing neceffary, 
placed herfelf where fhe could obfervc all 
that patted, and law that the whole Time of 
Dinner, Father Girard held one of his Hands 
on Mifs Cadiere% and with the other carv'd 
for her and himfclf. This Deponent farther 
adds, That one Day, after Father Girard had 
faid Mafs, and had pluck'd off his Veft- 
ments, he went to the Grate of the Choir, 
where the Window being open, he told the 
Deponent, That hejhculd be glad to dine*, then 
fhe faid, That Jhe would go and acquaint bis 
Hofi, with whom he ufed ordinarily to eat, 
having never dined but once in that Convent 
on the Occafion of their Feaft ; and that when 
fhe went to the Church-Door, flie pretended 
to go out, but conceaPd herfelf out of Curio- 
fity, and law Cadiere put her Head thro* the 
Window and embrace, and be embraced by, 
Father Girard, as before ; and that fhe heard 
him fay to her, My dear Girl, my dear Child, 
my little one of three Years eld. 

The Sifter Jfabella Pratt the twenty-fourth 
Witnefs, depofed, That the Day Father Gi- 
rard came into the Convent, on the Account 
of the Transfiguration of Mifs Cadiere, fhe 
faw him kifs and embrace her, at his taking 
Leave, and talk to her for a confiderable 
Time, with his Face clofe to hers, 

Lime* 
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lucrece Materone, the twenty-fifth Witness, 
de{>ofed, That the fame Day Father Girard ha- 
ving defired Leave of the Lady Abbeft to en- 
tertain Mifs Cadiere alone, having fomething 
material, he pretended, to communicate to her, 
flic faw them mutually embrace and kifs each 
other. 

1 The Lady Maria Guerin, the twenty-fixth 
Witnefs, depofed, That the laft Time Father 
Girard laid Mafs in the Monaftery of Safnt 
Clare, at Oliionles y he went to the Grate of 
the Choir, Mils Cadiere being within, and 
the Rector without, and that fhe faw the 
laid Cadiere put out her Hand, and after- 
wards her Head, which obliged the Depo- 
nent to fay, fpeaking to Cadiere, That if the 
Sifierboodfaw as much, they would fut an ill 
Conjlptftion on it ; and fome of the Nuns 
coming immediately, the faid Cadiere with- 
drew to her Side, as did the Father Rector 
to his. 

Thus it is plainly proved bjr four Witneffes, 
that Father Girard and Mils Cadiere made 
no Scruple of embracing and killing each o- 
ther thro' the Grate of the Choir ; nay, af- 
ter he had been celebrating the Holy Mafs ; 
and is not this what the Prophet calls the A- 
bomination and defiling of the facred Places ? 
Did he not complain when the Maid had fee 
the Table too far from the Grate, and, in- 
Wd by his wild Paffion, pufh it nearer, 
where he held Cadiere's Hand with one of his, 
and cat with the other ? And are not thefe 
H Pre- 
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Preludes an inconteftable Demonftration of 
the fpiritual Inceft this Jefuit committed with 
his Penitent ? Saint Cyprian, in his Letter to 
Pomponius de Virginibus, fays, That Embraces 
and Rifles fuffice to prove the Crime of Forni- 
cation in a Maid : Cert $ ipfe Complexus, ipja of- 
cnlatioy quantum dedecoris & criminu Confitentur! 
In thzGlof, on the Law 13, you read, ad Legem 
Juliam de adulteriis, where Ulpin decides, that 
the Husband or Father whofurprizes the Gal- 
lant in ipfts rebus Veneris, may kill him with 
Impunity : In explaining theie Words rebui 
Veneris, he fays, the Preludes of an amorous 
Correfpondence , fuch as Prefents, Treats, 
PrefTures of the Hand, Kifies, &c. which 
all give a ftrong Preemption of the Crime 
perpetrated, or intended to be perpetrated, 
Sunt entrn res Veneris antecedentia ipjum fcelus, 
fcilicet apparatus, Colhquia, Locus Conjlitutus, 
Convivia, bafia, taftus \ Nam ab ipfis argu- 
mentum /ceteris inducitur. Barihol, who is one 
of the chief Interpreters of the Civil Law, 
Capite quinto, asks what are fufficient Proofs 
of Adultery : S&cero que funt fufficientes pro- 
hationes Adulterii ? And he anfwers, That it 
is fufficient to have Witneffes who have fur- 
prized a Man and a Woman kifling and em- 
bracing : Nota ergo quod ft tefiis dicit quod turn 
inventi in Camera folum cum fola vel ofculantem, 
vel tangentem quia ijia fufficiunt ad probations 
Adulterii. He alfo adds, That this is the 
Sentiment of the Glos, and of all the Canon- 
ifts pn the Chapter pratend Extra de prfr 
* fumptf 
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Jimpty on Chapter lltterts^ and on Chapter tfr- 
tio, Loco de teftibus. Nor does the learned 
Mtnocb exact any other Proofs to convict a 
Woman of Adultery, than that fhe is feen 
to kifs a Man befides her Hufband : Eft ergo 
tjculum fufficiens ad probandum adiilterium. A- 
handery in his feventh Volume, allures us, 
that this is the general Opinion of all the 
Doctors in Law, Eft Communis conclufio Juf- 
ficere probare quod fuijfet invent a cum aliquo in 
Camera cum fob ofculante vel iangente : Be- 
caufe, as Cardinal de Panorme adds on ths 
Chapter Prceterea^ and after him Monfieur the 
Prefident <FArgentre> that Kifles and Em- 
braces are the accuftomed Preludes to the 
Crime, and very near a-kin to it, Adbuc plus 
iico quod Probata erit fornicatio ft Viderunt 
Virum fc? Mulierem in latebris fe ofculantes fc? 
&mpkxantes„ quia ifti funt aBus propinqui ad 
aRum. The Doctors of the Society, whofc 
Authority ought to be of the greateft Weight, 
were of the fame Opinion. Lefws, in his 
Treatife de Juftitia, Book 4. Chap. 3, fays, 
that Kiffes are undoubted Proof of an amo 
rous Converfation , and neceffarily imply a 
Confent in both Parties to gratify the utmoft 
Wifhes of that Paffion : Ofculum ut eft de- 
mobile Carni Naturdfud, eft Jignum Copula 
vdinftaniisy vel future ; itaque in eo Contineri 
Vtittur, tacitus quidam Confinjus in Copulam. 
The Embraces and Kiffes then which this 
Director gave his Devotee at the Grate of die 
tawr, and Parlour, are a fqfficient Proof of

the Miftrefs of the Novices, the Lady de Cue- 
rin<> Mademoifelle Hetmite^ who was a Pen- 
fioner, and Marianne Maierone, the Maid 
who looks after the Turning-Box at the 
Grate. 

The Mother Abbefs depofed, That the 
firft Friday in July, being the Day of the 
Transfiguration of Mifs Cadiere y the Father 
Rector remained for many Hours fhut up in 
the Chamber of the faid Cadkre> no other 
P'erfons but thetnfelves being prefent ; and 
that the Key ot the Door was on the Infide, 
fo that no-body could enter from Nine in the 
Morning, till Four or Five in the Afternoon. 
D The 
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The Lady de Lefcot, Miftrcfs of the No- 
vices, fays alio, in her Re-examination, That 
on the Day of the Transfiguration of Cadiere, 
which was the firft Friday in July, the Father 
Girard came info the Convent, and lock'd 
himfclf up with her in her Chamber \ and 
that the Superior fending to offer him fome 
Dinner, he refufed it, and continued in the 
fome Chamber 'till near Four o'Clock. 

The Lady de Guerin, in her Re-examina- 
tion, fays, That on the Day of Cadiere' § 
Extacy, the Father Girard came into the 
Convent, and the Nuns having conducted 
him to the Chamber of the faid Cadiere with 
the Father of the Obfervantines, their Confefibr, 
they all retired , and left the Father Girard 
alone with Cadiere v after which, he lockM the 
Door, and continued fhut in with her the 
greateft Part of the Day, This Deponent 
alfo adds, That when he went out of the 
Convent, Cadiere, who followed him, difco* 
Vered a more than ordinary Gaiety in her 
Countenance •, on which lie, the fkid Father 
Girard, having turned his Head towards her, 
cry'd, Ah y my little Girl ! 

Marianne Makrone depofed , That the 
Day of the Transfiguration of Mifs. Cadiere, 
the Father Rector was fhut up with her in her 
Chamber from about Nine or Ten in the 
Morning, 'till Afternoon. 

Mademoifelle Hermite, the hundred and 

fifth Witnefs, depofed, That Father Gu 

wrd came to the Convent on the Day of the 

H 3 Tranf- 
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Transfiguration of Cadiere, about Nine in 
the Morning, and finding her out of her Ex- 
tacy, remained lock'd up with her in her 
Chamber from that Time till Four in the 
Afternoon. 

It is, moreover, proved in the Courfe of 
the Proceedings, by a great Number of Wit- 
ncffes, particularly by Peter Meijret, the fe- 
venty third, by Sufanna Calotte, the hun- 
dredth, by Clare Sauvaire, the hundred and 
firft, and Marane Calas, the hundred and 
feventh, that while Mifs Cadiere vtzs at Toulon, 
in the Houfe of her Mother, the Father 
Girard had been above a hundred Times alone 
witii her in her Chamber, which he, for the 
moll Part, locked, taking the Key on the In- 
fide. Thefe clofe Conferences began about 
the latter End of November, or the Beginning 
of December, 1729, and from thence we date 
the Epochs of her Pofleffion ; but we will 
now proceed to judge the Accufed by his 
own Anfwers to the. Interrogatories put to 
him. 

By the fifty-fixth Interrogatory, he was 
asked, If be bad ever feen Cadiere in Bed 
during her State of Pojfeffwn ? To which he 
anfwer'd, 2h : but that jhe had her Chatbs on. 

The fifty -feventh Interrogatory was, If in 
fhofe Convuljions fie never put herfelf in any 
immedeft or indecent Pofiures ? To which he 
anfwered, No ; be only Jaw her Arms grow bard 
and jliff, and her Neck fwelled, and heard her 
cmplain ptioufly of what (kefuffered* 
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The Fifty-eighth Interrogatory was, If he 
Mi ever alone with he>\ and what he did ? To 
which he anfwered, That he waited in her 
Chamber till her Fits were over , that he 
miihtffeak to her of God. 

The Accufed here confeffes, that he was 
alone widi Mifs Cadiere in her Chamber when 
thefe Accidents happened, and pretends that 
he waited only 'till they were over, to fpeak 
to her of God v but we would fain know how 
he was employed while her Fits lafted upon 
her ; he could not then fpeak to her of God, 
becaufe fhe was out of her Senfes j and where- 
fore did he remain alone with her, and not fuf- 
fer any other Perfon to come into the Room ? 
Certainly her Mother, her Servant, or her 
Brothers were more proper, and more ule- 
ful, to have been widi her at thofe Times, 
than he could be. But one need be nei- 
ther Prophet nor Conjurer to know how he 
employed his Time with her. 

Heiaysalfo, That fhe was drefi^ though in 
her Bedy and that her Convulftons threw her in* 
to no indecent Poftures •, but every body elfc 
avers, that fhe was frequently undreft ; tho* 
as to the Matter of her being dreft, or un- 
dreft, it is of little Signification, for he can- 
not perfuade us, that thofe Fits did not diftort 
and wreath her Body into different Poftures, 
feme of which, it was highly improper, ac- 
cording to all the Rules of Modefty and Pru- 
dence, for a Confeffor to expofe his Chaftity 
to the Sight of.

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By his Anfwer to the eighty-third Interro- 
gatory, he acknowledges himfelf to have been 
fhut up with Mifs Cadiere in her Chamber, 
and that the Key was on the Infide. Thefe 
are his own Words. 

Iconfefsy with the fame Simplicity and Puriy 
of Intention I then had y that it is true, I was 
in the Chamber of Cadiere, and that the Boor 
was locked ; but this was after Eafter, and not 
alove eight or nine Times at mofi *, but whether 
it was Cadiere or myfelfwho Jhut the Door, I 
do not well remember -, but which ever it was> 
the Thing was private, and without Scandal 

Does not this Confefiion teftify, that the 
Morals of Father Girard made him look on 
the Sin to confift only in the Scandal? But 
all he fays on this Article is falfe, both as 
to the Time, and the Number of thofe pri- 
vate Conferences, fince it is proved by the 
Prccefs, and by many Witneffes, that he was 
Jhut up with her more than an hundred 
Times: That he palled whole Afternoons 
in her Chamber, ufually coming about 
one o' Clock, or half an Hour after, and tar- 
ried till Night *, and that this Behaviour be- 
gan about December 1729, But fuppofe we 
were to reduce the Times of his being Unit up 
with her to nine, it would not in the leaft clear 
him of the Charge of Spiritual Inceft imputed 
to him. But let us fee in what Manner he 
pretepds to have employed thofe Hours he 
was locked up with her.

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Eighty-fourth Interrogatory. What Rea- 
fin bad he to be Jhut up with her ? 

Anfwer. // happened fo now and then, on 
Account of her Wounds, but that was not above 
four or five Times. 

We are not to believe he confined his Cu- 
riofity to four or five Times ; but was not 
this a very becoming Employment for a Con- 
feflbr, to lock himfelf up with a handfome 
young Devotee, in order to examine her Bo- 
dy from Head to Foot, and contemplate 
her Marks or Stigma's, elpecially that on 
her right Side, ot which he gives a very cu- 
rious and exact Defcription in his Aniwers, 
where he tells us, It was on the falfe Ribs y 
about four Inches below the left Pap, inclining 
to the left Side. In another Anfwer to the In- 
terrogations made him, he contradicts the 
former, and pretends he never faw the Ribs, 
nor the Breaft Bone, that were lifted up 
above the reft by an abundance of Graces 
which Ihe received as a Reward for her ex- 
traordinary Love of Jefus Chrifl, but only 
felt them through her Handkerchief, and 
found them fuch as are recorded to have 
been feen on the Body of Philip de Neri. 
He alfo adds, in this famous Anfwer, That 
the right Side of his Breafl was alfo higher than 
the other, and that it arofe from the fame 
Caufe. 

Was not this a kind of Offer to fhew her 

his Ribs, and, doubtlefs, made with a View

But were what he alledges true, that he 
never faw thofe Ribs, but only felt them in 
the Manner he confefies., can fuch Touches 
be allowed confiftent with Modefty ? What 
Prefervative againft Temptation was a Hand- 
kerchief, which is ordinarily made of Muflin, 
or thin Lawn? While he even thus fufFered 
his Hands to wander over the Sides of his 
fair Penitent, how could he be fure no In- 
clinations would arife prejudicial to the Cha- 
flity he was fworn to obferve ? What an 
, Employment was here for a Confeffor, to 
, ftend fo many Hours in meafuring the Di- 
, itatice of a Stigma from a young Woman's 
-left Pap) and the Elevation of her Breaft. 
Is it thus the Jefuits pretend to imitate the 
Purity of Angels, fo recommended to them 
1 by- the Founder of their Order ? §uam fit 
perfeile ehfirvanda Cajlitas> nempe enikndo 
■ Evangelicam puritatim imitari ? P. 6. Ch. i. Is 
* it thus our Rector fulfils his Obligations laid on 
him, in Regularum Reports, Ch. i. in giving a 
good Example to the reft of the Society ; ut 
Qraiione & SanUh deftderiis Mum Collegium 
Vtlut humeris futs fuftineat ? 

Oh ! all ye Doctors of the Church, ye 
great Matters of Evangelical Morality, ye 
timerous Directors, who believe that by the 
leaf* Glance of a beautiful Eye, or the leaft 
private Liberty with a Woman, all is loft, 
and that Chaftity can never triumph but by 
' - Flight,

Flight, here avow your Ignorance and caufe- 
]efi Fears. Behold an Angel of Purity is 
come to inftruct us how we may gaze upon a 
lovely, and beloved Woirian, when even 
ftript fhrk-naked * nay handle her all over, 
and give her the Difcipline, without being 
fenfible of the leaft Carnal Emotion, or the 
Danger of any: What Prodigies ofChaftity 
muft fuch Men be ! 

Not fo the Canons, the Cafuifts, and the 
Inftitutions of the Jefuits themfelves direct » 
and they are fo far from believing that a Man 
who is often fhut up with a Woman, or a 
Maid, in a Bed-Chamber, and takes the 
fame Liberties with her, which the Accufed 
confefles to have done, can be innocent, that 
they require no other Conviction of his Guilt* 
How then can Father Girard, who confefles 
he has feveral Times been in that Circumftance 
with his Penitent, pretend, that he had no 
corrupt Inclinations, or, indeed, did not 
make ufe of thofe Opportunities to gratify 
them?

'Hence it is that the Canon fed ft forte , 
Diftinct. 8 1. ordains, that no Prieft (hall 
vific a Woman, even though Ihe is fick, 
without taking a Companion with him, who 
fhall ftay the whole Time, and be Witnefe 
of all thatpafles. Sane ad Vifitandum mulie- 
rcm inftrmam Nullus, elericus ingrediatur nift 
cum duobus aut Tribus. Hence Pope Gregory, 
in his Canon Oportet of the fame Dtftinction, 
fays, That for Churchmen to frequent the 
Company of Women, is contrary to all the 
holy Canons : Contra fanctorum Canonum fan- 
cita. Who are criminal, if thofe are not ? 
Who, in that Situation, lift up corrupted 
Eyes and Hands to Heaven, and offer up 
Sacrifice to God with a Heart directed ano- 
ther Way ? 

Offerentes ad Altare meum Panes pollutes, 
-non eft mihi Voluntas in vobis, dicit Dominus » 
Csf Satrifidum non accipiam de Manibus ve- 
Jiris f quia polluti eftis. Hence the Canon 
Clericu taken from the Council of Jfrique, 
forbids Clerks, and all other Ecclefiafticks, 
and even Bifhops themfelves, to make any 
Vifits to Women, without a Companion. 
Ckrki vel Continentes adViduas y velVirgines r 
nift ex Juffu vel permiju EpHcoporum, non ac- 
cedant ; & hoc non foli faciani, fed cum Con- 
clerkis, vel cum quibus Epifcopus aut Presby- 
ter juffer'U : Nee ipfi Epijcopi fc? Presbyteri 
toll bakant accejfum ad hjuftmdi F^mnas, 
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fed ubi aut Clerici prcefcntes funt, aut graves 
aliqui Chrtftiani. 

Hence it is that the Canon in Omnibus, of 
the fame Diftinction, eftablifhes it for a ge- 
neral Rule, that to be excluded' from all 
Suspicion of the Crime of Adultery or Forni- 
cation, a Church-Man mull not even fpeak to 
a Woman, but in proper Times and Places, 
and before Perfons whofe Prefence may re- 
move all Doubts ; In omnibus obfervare con- 
writ, ui certus quis, &? certo Tempore, & 
ttrto Loco, & certis Perfotiis, vel apparerto CIc- 
ricus, vel hqu't, dcbeat Mulierilus, ut exclu- 
ktur omnis nefanda Sufpido. And this Ca- 
non is pofitive, that a Clerk, or Prieft, who 
(hall be found fhut up with a Woman in a 
Chamber, fhall be convicted of having con- 
fummated the Crime with her : For he adds, 
That there is no Reafon, no Point of Religion 
whatfoever, that can render it neceflary, or con- 
fidently be a Sanction to it. Cetrifolum fc? 
aifilam accedere nulla Religionh Ratio permittii. 

Hence alfo it is, that St. Charles Borr emeus, 
in his Inftruction to Confeffors, Cb. II. for- 
bids them to go to Women, unlefs to con- 
fefstheminTime ofSicknefs: And then he 
orders, that the Door of the Chamber may be 
left open, that thofe in the adjacent Rooms 
may fee what's done. And in the Inftitutions 
of the Jduits, under the Title De Regulis Sa- 
cerdotum, Numb. 18. it is particularly prohi- 
bited for any Jefuit, who is lent by his Supe- 
rior to take the Confetfion of a Woman in 

her 
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her own Houfe, or for any other pious End, 
to go without a Companion, who is never to 
leave them alone a Moment > and that the 
faid Jefuit fhall take care never to fpeak to a 
Woman with the Door fhut, or in a private 
Place, or without Witnefles. Quando quis 
a Superior* miltitur ad Confeffiones Fceminarum 
audiendasy vel alia de caujd eas adierit Socks 
quern Superior ipft defignabit, quandiu cum Fee- 
minis Sacerdos kquetur y eo in Loco erit y unde 
viclere eos y fed non qua Secreta effi oportet 
audite pojfit^ quantum Loci Difpofitio paiietur \ 
quod ft non pateretur, curet onininb Sacerdos 
ne OJlium fit claufum, nee Locus obfeurus. 

The Confeflion, therefore, which Father 
Cirar d makes of his being alone with his Pe- 
nitent in her Bed-chamber, and the Door 
locked, is fufficient to convict him of fpiritu- 
al Inceft with her ; becaufe, according to 
the Canons and the Rules of his own Order, 
a Preemption Juris &? dejure has no need 
of any other Proof, and filences all Evi- 
dences whatever may be brought againft 
it. But if this be true in general, if ^ny Man, 
or any Prieft, be deemed to have enjoyed 
the Woman with whom he is found locked 
up alone, and to have had no other probable 
Motive for locking himfelf up alone with her % 
what are we to think of one who is at once 
both a Jefuit; and a Quiet ift ? Who looks on 
the greatcft. Crimes as indifferent Actions, 
and believes allPkafure, of whatever Nature, 
to be lawful * who teaches his Penitent no 

other 
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other Principles of Morality than to forget 
berfelf, to be entirely pajfive, und to bam/A all 
Scruples. A Jefuit whofe Reafon feems fwal- 
lowedupinhis Paiftonfor his Penitent *, who 
vifited her with the utmoft Affiduity while at 
Home, and twice or thrice every Week at the 
Monaftery of St. Clare, at OUioides : who 
wrote to her every Day in the moft paffionate 
and tender Manner ; who was incapable of doing 
any thing but for her \ who carried her with 
Mm wberefoever be went j and with whom Jhe 
was always prefeni, though he was obligecfrto eon- 
verfc with others \ who longed impatiently to 
fie her again, and to jee all, to tire her, and 
he tired by her, and to go an equal Share with 
her in every Thing ; who knew fo well how 
to engage her Affection by the tendered Ti- 
tles of Son y of Brother, of Friend, and Ser- 
vant •> who gazed with fo much Tranfport 
and Fondnefs upon her Marks, her Ribs, and 
herBreaft, and, like thofe Priefts mentioned 
by Plutarch, in the Life of Numa PompiliuSy 
with his own Hand fcourged his Veftal as a 
Penance for her Fault : A Jefuit, whofe Paf- 
fion for his Penitent was fo unbounded, that 
neither the Bars of a Grate, nor the Sanctity 
of the moft holy Places, could reftrain him 
from kilting and embracing her. If the 
Church, if the Prefence of whatever is moft 
facred and moft awful, could be no Shock to 
his ungovernable Appetite, nor hinder him 
from gathering the Fruit of is unlawful 
Love, can we believe the Bed-chamber of 

his 
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his Beloved, or the full View of her naked 
Limbs, had the Virtue to work fo great a 
Miracle ? or that he would omit taking the 
Opportunity of enjoying a Conqueft he had 
fo long been aiming at, had employed fo 
much Artifice to obtain, and which the 
Nature of the Place, and the Infenfibility of 
the fair Victim, rendered fo eafy. 

Thefe are all invincible Proofs of the 
Truth of Mifs Cadiere's Complaint againft 
him, and of all thofe Exceffes of Lewdnefs 
confined in her Depofition, the Detail of 
which rnuft be fhocking to a modeft Ear, 
and fill a Pleart, uncorrupted with the fame 
Deires with Horror. 

It is farther proved in the Courfe of the 
Proceedings, that at a Time when her Ve- 
racity could not be fufpected, and long be- 
fore this Suit againft him began, Ihe told 
moft of the Particulars which Ihe now char- 
ges him with, in Confidence, to feveral of 
Father Girard's Penitents, particularly to 
la Guiolj la Laugiere y la Graviere^ la Akmande^ 
la Battarelle, and la Rimboul ; who, in return, 
informed her that he had taken the fame 
criminal Liberties with them. She alfo told 
it to feveral of the Nuns of St. Clare> while fhe 
was among them, as is proved by the Tefti- 
monies of the Lady de Reimbaudy the twenty- 
fecond Witnefs, by the Mother of FAIemande, 
the thirty-ninth, by Magdalen Akmande y her 
youngeit Daughter, the hundred and fecond, 

and 
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and by the Lady Boyer, the hundred and 

eighth. 

We fhall not here repeat all the monftrous 
and lhameful Actions of Uncleannefs com- 
mitted by this Confeffor" with his Penitent, 
left we fhould render our Memorial too grofs 
and obfcene, and taint the Imagination of 
our Readers: We cannot avoid being perpe- 
tually in fear, that we mull injure Mottefty ' 
bjr faying too much of the Truth •> or, by 
mincing the Matter, wrong the Cauf? we 
Ihould defend. Prmvaricandum mihi eji^ ft 
ndoreni habeo. All that we alledge is certain 
Fact, and what we know, yet do not repeat, 
exceeds in Practice all that Sanchez has fo luf- 
cioufly repreftnted in Theory. 

Father Girard is guilty, not only of de- 
bauching his Penitent, and committing Spi- 
ritual Inceft with h^r, but alfo of procuring 
Abortion, which is a new, and fuper-abun- 
dant Proof of the former Crime. 

When Father Girard knew that his Peni- 
tent had fuffered two SupprefFions of thofe 
Marks which exclude Pregnancy, he began 
to be alarmed \ but calling in his Mind 
which way to remedy it, the Devil, his 
Prompter, foon furnifhed him with one : He 
perfuaded Mifs Cadiere that her Blood was 
inflamed, and told '.her, lhemuft drink for 
the Space of fome Days a Porringer of Wa- 
ter, which he conftancly adminiftred to her 
nimfelt; after having put in a little Powder, 
*hich he made her believe was only ofaie- 

frelhing 
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frefhing, comfortable Quality \ fhe, whd 
was perfectly innocent of the Matter, and 
knew .not that fhe had conceived, affured 
him, fhe would do in every thing according 
to his Direction ; and accordingly took from 
his Hand every Morning, for eight Days 
together, the Water, and the deft roying Pow- 
der he had mingled in it, which gave it a red- 
difh Colour, and a very difagreeable Tafte* 
This caufed a great Lofs of Blood ; and at 
the eight Days End fhe had a kind of Mafs, 
which the Chancellor, by her Anfwers, be- 
lieved to be Blood, but the Lieutenant to be 
a Piece of Flefh. The Day it happened, 
Father Girardy who was prefent in the Cham- 
ber, took the Pot, and carried it to the Win- 
dow, where he was very curious in the Exa- 
mination of what it contained ; and when fhe 
ordered her Maid to throw it out of the 
Window, who immediately obeyed, he cried 
out, with an Air of Surprize, and great Ve- 
hemence, Oh-, what Imprudence ! to trufi a 
Secret of that Nature to a Servant ! As the 
Mother of Mils Cadiere was far from guefiing 
at the true Reafon of her Daughter's Indifpofi- 
tion, fhe was for fending for a Phyfician ; 
but-he oppofed it with all his Might, and at 
length diffuaded her from it, by telling her, 
That Mifs CadiereV lilmfs was Supernatural 
and Divme> and that all human Remedies would 
be ineffectual. 

After this, the firft Time- he went to vifit 
her at 0#iw/^, where fhe was fcntby his Con- 
trivance 
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trivance, he asked the Mother Abbefs, and 
the Lady de Lefiot, Miftrefs of the Novices, if 
Mils Cadiere had not an Effufion of Blood, 
being ftill alarmed that all was not over : For 
Proof of this, take the following Teftimonies, 
and the Confeifion of Father Girard himfelf, 
in his Anfwers to the Interrogatories put tD 
him. 

ChreBerarde, the eleventh Witnefs, Servant 
of Mifs Cadiere, a neceffary and natural Wit- 
nefs of this Fact, depofed,That in theBeginning 
oijune, the Father Rector of thejefuits cam* 
every Day to fee Mifs Cadiere in her Chamber, 
and that they were fhut in together for fede- 
ral Hours j that he conltantly went every Day 
into the Kitchen, and fetched a Porringer of 
Water, which he carried up to the laid Ca* 
Here, not fuffering any Perfon but himfelf to 
perform that Office, tho* not only fhe, the 
Deponent, but likewife the Mother and Bro- 
ther of Cadiere, offered to do it : She further 
*, That two or three Days after Eafier* 
about an Hour after Father Girard had been 
in the Room, Mifs Cadiere called this Depo- 
nent, and opening the Door half way, gave 
ter a Pot full of Blood, which fhe ordered 
to to throw away ; and that as fhe was go- 
ing to do it, fhe heard Father Girard cry out, 
in an angry Tone, Oh, what Imprudence I Ta 
totfi & Secret of this Nature to a Servant ! Thefe 
Words were twice repeated. 

This Depofuion contains Three Proofs that 

M Abortion was procured, and that it was 

* don* 
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done by Father Gtrard. The firft is the Water 
which that Father would needs carry himfelf 
to his Devotee, allowing no body to touch 
it, becanie of the Powder he mingled in it \ 
for what otherReafon could a celebrated Preach 
er,a famous Confeflbr, have for debafing him- 
felf into the Character of a Nurfe? Why did he 
not rather leave that Office to her Mother or 
her Maid, whom it would have more become ? 
The fecond is, The great Lofs. of Blood Mifs 
Cadiere fuftained, which was fiifficiently proved 
in the Procefs, and which Father Gtrard him- 
felf told the Abbefs, and the Miftrefs of the 
Novices, exceeded Twenty Pounds* The 
third is, That when Mifs Cadiere ordered her 
Maid to throw away a Pot full of Blood, when 
Father Gtrard was in the Room, he faid, 
twice over, Oh! what Imprudence, what hn- 
prudence, &c. Terms which demonftra- 
ted there was fome Myftery in that Pot 
not fit to be trufted to a Maid : And befides, 
ought it not to be looked on as an evident De- 
monftration of their unlawful Commerce to- 
gether, that Mifs Cadiere, a young Woman 
of the mod modeft Behaviour, fhould have 
the Confidence to give fuch a Thing to her 
Maid, in the Prefence of her Father Confef- 
for, a Liberty which a married Woman would 
be very loth to take before her Husband ! 

The Abbefs of the Convent of St. Clare, at 
OUioules, in her Re-examination faid, That 
the firft Time Father Gtrard came there, he 
was fcarce fat down before he afked her, and 

the 
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me Miftrefs of the Novices, If Mifs Cadiere 
bad mi loft a great Quantity cf Blood, and that 
they were both extremely furprized at fuch a 
Demand ; on which he (aid, When Jhe was at 
Home, fhe had loft above twenty Pounds. 

The Lady de Lefcot, Miftrefs of the Novi- 
ces, gave in her Affidavit in the very fame 
Words. 

The Fact of procuring Abortion is alfo 
proved by feveral other Witnefles, who were 
Mifs C^im?'sConfidants,and to whom flie told 
it both before and after fhe had began the 
Procefs: But we fliall pafs them over, and 
come to the Words of the Accufed himfelf, in 
which we (hall find a compleat Conviction of 
his Guilt. 

The hundred and fecond Interrogatory. If 
he had not given Mifs Cadiere a Potion to pro- 
cure Abortion ? 

Anfwer. No. 

The hundred and third Interrogatory. If 
he could deny that he had carried Water up to 
her every Morning for a Week together, or more ? 
and if the faid Cadiere had not complained to 
him that it was reddijb and had a very dif agree- 
able fafte ? 

Anfwer. That it was true that Cadiere had 
feveral times complained to him, that Jhe was 
extreamly thirjly,which he imputed to her Pcfpfft- 
on.fince it was about the Time that her Fits begun 

to feize her ; and that he bad fometimes given 

her a Porringer of Water out of Charity. 

He 
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He would not allow what he gave Mifs 
Cadiere to drink fhould be called a Potion 5 
and affected to miflake tine Time in which he 
was fo affiduous about her, in order to con- 
found the Judgment of thofe who examined 
him. 

The hundred and feventh Interrogatory. Ij 
the [aid Cadiere bad not fhewed him a Pot of 
Blood? And if be had not confidercd it with 
Attention. 

Anfwer. That one Evening, towards the End 
of April, /he took a Chamber Pot, in which 
there was a Liquor of a blackijh Colour, and 
which Jhe removed immediately out of the Room, 

Here he confeffes to have feen the Pot, and 
what it contain'd •» the Curiofity on his Part 
in looking into it, and the Liberty on her's 
in fhewing it, are convincing Demonftrations 
of their too great Familiarity. 

In the Confrontation of the Accufed with 
the Abbe Cadiere, he confeffes to have dif- 
fuaded the Mother of Mifs Cadiere from tak- 
ing the Judgment of a Phyfician on her Daugh- 
ter's Indifpofition , and we would fain know 
what Motive he could have for fo doing, but 
that of the true Caufe being difcovered. 

In fine, the Letter of Father Girard the 
30th of July, is a full Argument of his Guilt 
in this Point. He fays in it to his Penitent, 
Let me know when and how your Blejfings re* 
turn* d , I humbly implore him who is the only 
Source of them, to Jhed them upon you in greater 
Abundance \ and that tic Stop which has ken 
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put to them by your Sim, may be^ at laft, as a 
Damn broken down, after which the Waters 
overflow, and carry all before them; Does not 
this contain the ftrongeft Proof ? 

Thefe Expreflions, tho' pretty much per- 
plexed and dark, can by no Conftruction be 
applied to her Stigma's, as the Jefuit pretends 
in nis written Notes, wherein he difcovers but 
litde Judgment, or folld Reafoning. Can it 
be the Stigma's that were to return, and be 
ftcd in greater Abundance? Could they be 
like a Damn broken down, after which the 
Waters overflow, and carry all before them ? 
No, 'tis plain thofe Words could allude to 
nothing but thofe Tokens which exclude Preg- 
nancy^ the Return of which was Matter of 
Rejoicing to our pious Confeflbr, becaufe it 
wa s a certain Proof that fhe was not with 
Child, and fo eafed him of all his Apprehen- 
sions, ^ The Satisfaction he conceived at it, 
kmanifeft by his own Letter to her, which 
he concludes with thefe Words : I am in Him 
tht very fame that you thought me in our Days 
tf&reateft Happinejs and Tranquility. Thus is 
he convicted of ha\ kig procured her Abortion, 
wen by his own Confeifion. 

Nor muft we belive that this rapacious Di- 
rector confined his amorous Inclinations to 
J?ifs Cadiere alone, tho* for fome time ihe was 
his principal Favourite. * 

His 

* l jhould be glad to fo informed where the fin*.'* 4 ihit 
pPMtpliet, lectufi the author of the Mangled i $. 6 d, 
MfcofMifi Cadim it wittily fietjed to ttllit s Blmdtt* 
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His capacious Plearc had Room to entertain a 
Plurality of fair Idea's, and liberally he exten- 
ded his Defires to feveral others of his Peni- 
tents, with whom he took the fame Liberties 
he did with her. It is not only notorioufly 
known at Toulon, but alfo proved in the Pro- 
cefs, that this chafle Confcflbr had a little 
Seraglio of ftigmatiz'd Devotees, who took 
their Turns of Pleafure with him: We fhall 
only mention fome Proofs which were occa- 
fionally introduced by having a kind of Rela- 
tion to the Abufe put upon JViifs Cadiere. 

Clare Berarde, the eleventh Witnels, depo- 
fecL That the Mother of Mifs Cadiere having 
font her to the Jefuit's College for her Daugh- 
ter, as lhe was coming in at the great Door, 
fhe faw Father Girard, on the right Hand as 
fhe went in, kifs la GuioL 

La BattareUe, in her Confrontation with the 
Father Carmelite, on his interrogating her, 
avowed, That being one Day at the Houfe of 
la Guiol, the faid la Guiol, faid to her, My 
Husband is gone to Beaucaire, and J expetl the 
Father Reclor to come, — ~ flay with me, and 
we will tntafure him. This proves plainly that 
la Guiol exerciicd two different Functions. 

Father Girard, in his Anfwer to the Hun- 
dred and Forty-firft Interrogatory, confeffes, 
That one Day la Battarelle embrae'd and 
kifs*d him in the Houfe of Cadiere : But this 
was not the only Time he had been embrae'd 
andkifs'd by her i for not only theLzdy Boyer y 
the Hundred and Eighteenth Witnefs, fays,

That la Battarelle told her, Ihe had embraced 
frthtrGirardm theConfeffiona],but zKolaBai- 
MnrMe 38 thWitnefs,herfelfdepofes,That be- 
ing, one Day,in the Confeflional with the Father 
Rector, (he feit the utmoft Inclination to be 
united to him ; and having told him fo, ob- 
tained his Content in Words, which, fhe faid, 
Ihe could not well remember : She farther 
adds, That being another Time in the Con- 
feflional, fhe was poflefs'd with the fame Emo- 
tions of Fondnefs for him, and paffionately 
longed to embrace him 5 and making no Scru- 
ple of declaring it, he cry*d, Ton love me too 
mcb now v and then took her Hands and laid 
them on his Shoulders, and prefenting his 
Face to her at the fame Time, the Deponent 
kifled him \ and after he had faid fome Words, 
the Meaning of which (he did not compre- 
hend, Ihe retired very well content. Thus 
much for la Battarelle -, now for la Laugiere. 

Mademoifelle Julicn y the twelfth Witnefs, 
depofed, That being one Day in the Chamber 
of k Laugtere y when the Father Cirard came 
to vifit her, Ihe retired and left them toge- 
ther, on which the Door was^ inftantly Ihut, 
and the Key taken on the Infide : She adds. 
That another Day there were a great Num- 
ber of the faid Father's Penitents dancing, 
finging, feafting, and caroufing to the Health 
of the Jefuit. 

Ann Belonne, The Forty-fix th Witnefs, de- 
pofed, That Ihe had frequently feen Father 
Girard Ihut yp in the Chamber of la Laugiere. 
I Catherine 
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Catherine Lafglre, the Fifty-third' Witnefs- 
depofed, That when Marianne Laugwe had 
her Fits of Poflelfion, the Father Rector 
came to vifit her, and whenever he was alone 
with her in her Chamber, fhut the Door •, 
but for what Reafon the Deponent does 
not pretend to determine. 

Magdalen Alemande, the Hundred and- 
Third Witnefs, in her Re-examination fays, 
That la Laugiere confcfs'd to her that Father 
Girard^ having imposM on her, had been the 
Occafion of hei/Fits of Poffeflion, and that fhe 
was with Childly him. 

Can all this be denied to be plain Proofs of 
this Confeffor's libidinous Inclinations? What 
a Scandal to himfelf, and his whole Order, 
has his Conduct brought! 

He is not, however, the firft Jefuit that 
has corrupted his Penitent s The Story of 
Father Mena has too near a Refemb'lancc to 
his to be omitted in this Place. He was a 
Man of very extraordinary Talents, made ex- 
cellent Difcourfes in the Pulpit, and even his 
common Converfation was always of God and 
Eternity. He appeared alfo entirely morti- 
fied to Things of this World, was pale, thin, 
and hollow eyed, wore Garments little better 
than Rags, and a huge Rofary. This Jefuit 
becoming amorous of a young Penitent he 
had at S alaw a nca>. who was very filly, told 
her, // was the Will and Pkafarc of God that 
toey two Jhould live together in con)ugd Urion \ 
hut that it %vas abfohiteh ncceffar*) to kee' ** * 

* Secret 
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Stfrlt from every Body. She did not im medi- 
ately give Confent, and as he imagin'd lhe 
would confult the Doctors of the Univerfity, 
he refolv'd to take fueh Precautions as fnould 
prevent her being the better for it. Accord- 
ingly he went and told them, That he had k 
veryfcrupulous Penitent who intended to confult 
them, and that if they gave any Encdumgement 
to her firfi Demands , fhe would be continually 
troubling them ; he therefore defir'd, that they 
would not lift en to -whatjke had to fay, hut order 
ber implicitly to obey the Injunttfom of her Di- 
nctcr, which was himjdf As he had the Re- 
putation of uncommon Virtus and Prety, they 
did not in the leaft fufpect the Purity of his 
Intentions*, and, therefore, when the young 
Lady applied to them, as fhe did foon after, 
they would not fuffer her to relate the Cafe, 
but told her at once, That Jhe could not do 
better than comply with every thin? Father 
Mem Jhould advife her to. On which, the 
poor deluded Girl no longer doabted but it 
was the Will of Heaven, and {o, without 
farther Delay, contented to marry her Con- 
kihr. He had feveral Child- en by her, yec 
ftill continued to fay Mais, Preach, Cbnfefi, 
and Perform all other Exercifcs of Devotion ; 
readLeflbns of Morality to the College of 
Jefuits, and kept his Miftrefs in an adjacent 
Hermitage, 

Bat the Thing in time taking Air, the In- 

quifuon was informed of what had palled. 

Father Mena was feized, and put ihto Prifon 

I 2 at 
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at Valladolid\ which Proceeding againft him, 
made a Noife in the World, proportionable 
to the high Reputation he had acquired by his 
pretended Sanctity. The whole Society en- 
gaged in his Defence, and by Means of fomc 
Certificates, that Father Mena was very ill, 
obtained Leave to remove him to their*Col- 
lege, under Pretence, that he might be bet- 
ter taken Care of, and at the fame Time be 
under the Guard of the Inquifition. As they 
found there was no Pofltbility of clearing him, 
or ftifling an^Affair which had made fo great a 
Noife in^h£ World, and had fo many Circum- 
ftances to prove, they made ufe of this Stra- 
tagem to prevent a publick Tryal, and the 
Scandal it would bring on their Order * They 
gave out that he was dead ; his Knell was 
rung ; and having made up a Bod v of thin 
Laths, with a Face and Hands of Pafleboard, 
they dreft up this Image in the Habit of a 
Jefuit, put it into a Coffin, and buried it, 
with all the Funeral-Ceremonies, while the 
real and living Father Mena y was fet upon a 
Mule, and never flopped till he arrived at 
Genoa % where he publickly explained the 
Law of Mojes to the Jews. Thus was the 
j-jft Punifkment of his Crime eluded, and the 
World deprived of an Example which might 
have been a Terror to all future Offenders in 
the like Manner. 

The Jefuits are a Sort of Men, who know 
very well how to abufe, not only thofe who 
are really poffefied^as Father Qirard did in the 

Cafe 
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Cafe of Mife Caiure> and thofe others of his 
Penitents, whom he had put into that Condi, 
tion, but alfo to bring about their vile and 
Wrivious Purpofes, by pretended Pofieflions. 
The Story of Father Dubois of Never s> is yet 
recent, and fufficiently made publick : Every 
body knows the Fruits of his charitable Vifits 
to one of his Penitents, who feigned to be 
pofiefied, was a great Belly, and that he was 
furprized one Night in Bed with her. A fine 
Exorcifm indeed ! Theie Examples are of 
dreadful Confequence, when they go off with 
Impunity » for if the firft that had been found 
guilty, had received the due Reward of his 
Crime, fo many fince, and Father Girard 
among the reft, would not have dared to tread 
in the lame Steps. But however that may be, 
the laft is fully convicted of having commit- 
ted Spiritual Inceft with Mifs Cadiere, and fe- 
veral others of his Penitents, and of having 
procured an Abortion ; we have now n<* 
more to do, than to demonftrate in what 
Manner he has been guilty of fuborning the 
Witneffes. 

How Father GIRARD is Convifted of 
Suborning Witnesses. 

FIRST, then, fuch Arts have been ufed 
to render of no effect the Profecution of 
the Plaintiff, and to fcreen the Offender from 
the Sentence of the Law, as are little left 
odious in the Eyes of Heaven, and all good 
I 3 Men 
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Men, then thofe Grimes the Jefuit was at 
firft.accufcd of. 

The Moment Mils Cadiere had carried to 
the Criminal Judge her juft Complaint of 
Enchantment, Rape, Spiritual Inceft and 
Abortion^ >fbe was ordered to be confined in 
the, Convent of the Urfulines at Touton, a 
Place wholly devoted to the Jefuits, as we 
have folly proved : She is there treated with 
all' manner of Cruelty and Violence, in order 
to force her to retract what fhe had faid : She 
is refufed the Confeflbrs ihe defires, and com- 
pelled to accept of Monfieur Berges, or to 
have none ; and, indeed, it was the fame 
Thing, for he being no more than a Creature 
& Jduits, goes to play the Part of a Co*; 
feffor to tliis young Creature, attended by Fa- 
ther Sabatier, and two other Witneffes, with 
no other View, than to oblige her to with- 
draw her Complaint-, and tells her, That 
without /he begbts with that, there is neither Con- 
feffwn nor Abjolution to be permitted her. How 
violent, how illegal, and how cruel a Proceed- 
ing was this from Churchmen ! 

Nothing being to be obtained this Way, the 
Proctor of the Bifhop's Court enters himfelf 
into theService of the Jefuits, and by a Prevari- 
cation, worthy of all the Severities of the 
Law, produces no Witneffes but fuch as he 
knew were likely to favour the Jefuit's eil ap- 
ing the Sentence of thofe Crimes; which he 
ought, according to the Equity of his Func- 
tion, to have purfued with the fevereft Ven- 
geance, 
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geance. The Regifter, and the Chancellor, 
carry the Proceedings every Night to the Je- 
fait 1 ? Convent-; where they fhew them to the 
Accuse),, and Father Sabatier^ who knowing 
by that, what the Plaintiff's Witneffes had 
depofed, produce other Evidences, which 
ftould puzzle the Caufe, if not render inva- 
lid all that the former had faid. This unfair 
Practice has been continued through the 
whole Courie of the Proceedings, which one 
need only, examine, to be convinced of the 
Truth of. Now let us enquire what Sort of 
Witneffes they were that the Proctor, and 
the other Emiffaries of the Jefujts, procured 5 
why,, even Father Girard's own Penitents, 
and moft of them ftigmatiz'd Devotees, with 
whom he had taken the fame Criminal Liber- 
ties he had done with Mifs Cadtere \ who were 
the Accomplices of his Debaucheries i whom 
he all along confeffed, and ftill confeffes, at 
the Head of whom is the famous la Guiol, his 
Confident-, for fhe was the firft Evidence 
produced by the Proctor, and was foon fol- 
lowed by la haugiete-i la Riboul 7 la Gravier, 
and la Btrlue. The reft are the Penitents of 
Father Sabatier, who is an intimate Friend 
of the Accufed, and the prime Author of this 
Profecution •, and who now is chief Solicitor 
for nim, tho' fo many Reafons, well known 
to the Pqblicfc, ought to have hindcr'd him 
from meddling at all in the Affair. 

Tis thus mat this wicked Jefuir, not con- 
tent with abufing the Sacraments, and every 
I 4 Myftery 
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Myftery of our holy Religion to fcduce his 
Devotees, and commit upon them the fouleft 
Crimes, ftill continues to abufe them, by 
fuborning Witnefles to lay the whole Blame 
on them, and procure Impunity for himfelf. 

In the mean time, Mils Cadiere fummons 
her Witnefles, and/when they offer to depofe 
at the Bi(hop*s Court, they find Jefuits, and 
others, there ready, who offer to fuborn 
-diem i but being rroof againft all fuch bafe 
and clandeftine Attacks, fome of them are 
forced to refign their Summons and go away 
without being heard, which obliged the 
Plaintiff to give in her Petition againft Sub- 
bornation of Witneffes. When thofe that 
were admitted had Honour and Refolution 
enough to refift all Solicitation, and boldly 
foeak the Truth, to the utmoft of their 
Knowledge, the Chancellor omitted the mod 
material Facts in their Depofitions, as has been 
fince proved by the Re-examination of the 
Nuns of St, Clare, in which they added all that 
the Chancellor had refufed to incert in their 
Depofitions *, and thefe Re-examinations con- 
tains Accufations more ftrong than any in die 
Depofitions. 

Npr was Father Girard content with en- 
gaging the Proctor to hear, in his Favour, 
the Lady de Guerin, Superior of the Urfulims 
at Toulon? and the Lady de Cogotin> both actu- 
ally his Penitents ; the former of whom has a 
Brother in the Order whe-4m a confiderable 
Intereft. He farther prevailed with the Lady 
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k Ctgolin to write to the Lady de Beauffire the 
younger, a Nun of St. Clare, zt Ollioules y on 
the 28th of January laft, in order to fuborn 
her, and to defire fhe would fuborn feveral 
others, (for what other Name can we give to 
fuch under-hand Dealing) and get them fum- 
moned, when fufficiently prepared, in the 
Proctor's Name. She directs her alfo, that 
in order to render invalid the Evidence of Ma- 
rknne Materone, who depofed, That flie faw 
Father Girard kifs Mifs Cadiere at the Grate 
of the Choir, in the Parlour, and in Bed, 
fliemuft give out, and caufe others to fpread 
the Report, that Mifs Cadiere's Relations had 
offered a Penfion to the faid Marianne Mate* 
roncMt it will be highly proper to infert that 
Letter, which the Providence of God hath, 
for his Glory aud Juftice, lately prefented us 
with,^ and has been proved to be Genuine and 
Original, fo can leave no doubt of the Illega i- 
ty of the Proceedings we complain of. 

The LETTER of the Lady de 
Cogolin, to the Lady de Bcauflier, Ju~ 
nior } at the Convent of St. Clare at 
Ollioules. 

Dear Madam, 
1 Received your Letters, all in one Packet , ly 
an Qbj'ervaniine Father, and am highly ra- 
tified mtb them. As to the ill Morals of la 
Matorone,. we mti fl not g about to enter into any 
I ^ Particulars, 
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Particulars, k-caufi it would be undertaking a 
Profecution ; We will therefore content our- 
felves with fummcnmg Mademoifelle Camelin the 
younger, Mounfieur Portalis, Mifs Vialis, and 
JMe others op your Houje, who have not yet de- 
pojed, for thofe who have cannot be fummoned a 
jccond Tune: Be under no Scruples I conjure 
you, for you need not be afraid of being drawn 
into any thing that may occafwn you the leaji 
Trouble or Difcredit. Tloe Procefs goes on as 
well as can be defired for the Father Retlor. 
The Court has already done with the WitneJJes 
on the Side of Mijs Cadiere, but has not 
heard half the Depofitions will be given for 
the Father. The Evidence your Maid gave 
in^ is the fame which jhe faid jhe would s and 
it all ccnfijls in having jeen Father Girard kifs 
Mifs Cadiere at the Window of the Grate, in 
the Choir, once in the Parlour, and once in her 
Bed, and other trifling Particulars of the fame 
Nature. It will be jujficient that the Witneffes 
who are to depefe^ fwear, that they heard her 
fpeak of Mifs Cadiere as a Saint, and that Jhe 
\vcrkcd Miracles, and of a Penfidn which the 
Relations of the jaid Cadiere had promifed to 
allow her for her Maintenance. This is the 
principal Point, and will invalidate alt jhe has 
jaid.

It cannot be doubted but that Father G7- 
rati procured, if not dictated, this Letter; 
both becaufe the main Purport of it being to 
fcreen him, by the Means of falfe Witneffes, 
from the juft Punifhinent of his Crimes, can 
be attributed to no other than himfelf > and 
becaufe thefe Words, the Father Reftor pre- 
fents his Refpefts to you, prove that he was 
prefent when the Lady de Cogolin wrote it, and 
that he. had dictated at leaft that Part of it to 
her; and laftly, becaufe that when this Let- 
ter was proved to be really written hy her, 
ihe confeflcd that Father Girard, and the La- 
dy de Guer'm her Superior, made her write in 
that Manner *, and this Confeifion ga.ve Oc- 
cafion to fome very merry Scenes, which eve- 
ry body knows made Noife enough in Toulon \ 
and tic Ca.taftrophe of which was fomcthing 
worfe tnan tearing of Hcacjcloaths and H 
jjiefs. Father .Girard is, therefore, con-

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Wim? ffes : We fhall now fee what was the 
Con fequence of this Stratagem. 

The Lady de Beaujjiere the younger, caufed 
Mounfieur de Porlalis^ a Prieit, together with 
t>ofe Nuns mentioned in the Letter, and ibme 
others, to be fummoned by the Proctor, af- 
ter having well inftructed them what to do. 
In the Evidence this Lady herfelf had given, 
before the Receipt of this Letter, fhe had 
not fpoke a Word of the Penfion faid to be 
promifed to la Materone^ but took Care to 
add it in her Re-examination, according to 
the Directions of the Lady de Cogolin \ and al- 
io prevailed with her elder Sifter, and widi 
the Lady de Camelin the younger, to do the 
feme, tho* neither of them had fo much as 
hinted at any fuch Matter in their former 
Depofitiom. They now all fwore directly, 
that the Maid la Matarone faid, She was firry 
that fhe had refufed the Penfion which was of- 
fered her by the Relations of Cadiere ; and thus 
we have not only proved, that the Letter was 
procu ed by Father Girard> and wrote with a 
Defign to corrupt the Evidences, but alfo 
tiat the Subornation was accomplifned, ac- 
cording to the Directions it contained. 

Nor did they (top here: They found 
Means to furnifh the Lady de Btauffure the 
younger, with an Aififtant to carry on the 
Work fhe had fo fucceflively begun, and that 
w.is Father Aubatry an Obfervatine y a Man 
charged with many capital Crimes, and, 
among others* of naving forcibly violated a 

GirJ 
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Girl of thirteen Years old, of which he was 
proved guiky in the Proceedings againft him, 
and obliged to fly his Country, there being 
at that Time no other Means of Safety for 
him. This Man, who had a Sifter in the 
Monaftery of St. Clare, at Ollioules, and a 
very great Intimacy with four or five other 
Nuns of that Place, feemed the propercft 
Ptrfon in the World to engage to any thing 
in Favour of Father Girard : They therefore 
got him recalled, and a general Indemnity 
granted him, on Condition he would do all 
in his Power to bring off that Jefuit. It is 
very natural to be zealous in the Service of 
thofe who are like ourfelves, efpecially when 
our own Intereft combines, as it ftrongly did 
in this Cafe •, and, accordingly, this Prieft 
perfectly well executed the Conditions of his 
Pardon. The Contrivance of the Plot for 
bringing it about, was chiefly owing tohimfelf 
and the Lady de Beauffiere the younger, and 
was executed in the following Manner. 

They judged it would very much invalidate 
the Depofition of Marianne Materone, the 
Maid of the Convent, if Wimefles were brought 
to fwear that (he told them, That when jhe 
jurprizedtbe Father ReElor kijfmg MJs Cadiere 
in the Parlour, Jhe faw what faffed between 
them through a Hole in the Latch of the Door, 
having cut the Cord that pafs'd through it ; and 
if thcfc Witncfles (hould farther add, that this 
Fact muft be fcife, becaufe at that Time there 
was no Hole in the Latch for a Cord to pafs 

through 
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through, but that three or four Days after 
they did find a Hole newly made, and another 
bored half through. Th : Plot thus concer- 
ted, was executed by the Lady de Beauffire 
die younger, Mounfieur Portalis the Prieft, 
and the Lady de Cameiin the younger, Wit- 
nefles all fuborned, as mentioned in the Lady 
de Cogolin's Letter, and by Father Aubany, who 
being extremely intimate with the Lady de 
Beauffiere the elder, eafily drew her into the 
Contrivance alio, being ftrenuoufly aflifted in 
it by the Sollidtations of her Sifter, who was 
commiffioned to fpare no Pains to bring her 
over. 

Accordingly, the Lady de Beauffiere the 
elder, and the Lady Caiman the younger, in 
their Depoikions, and die Lady de Beauffiere 
the younger, i»i her Re-examination, failed not 
to aver, that the Maid had told them, that 
having cut the Cord which went through the 
Latch of the Parlour, foe peeped through it> and 
Jaw Father Girard kijs Mifs Cadicre j and that 
they y net very readily helircing this JJJertmi y re- 
jolved to know the Trutb 7 ahd not only went them- 
/elves to examine the Door y but aijo caufed Moun- 
fieur Portalis, and an Obfervantine Father to do 
the fame *, and that there was mj'ucb thing as a 
I fete ; hut that two or three Days ajter they went 
;;/, and found one newly mad$, and anoWcr 
begun. Mounfieur Portalis is very full in his 
Examination, and i'wears directly, that he 
went twice, at the tUquelt of the Ladies, 
Beauffiere and Cameun the joungcr, to exa- 
mine 
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mine the Door, and that the firft Time there 
was no Hole, but the fecond Time there was 
one, and half another. 

But that which feems moft Angular, is, that 
Father Auban)\ of whom neither the .Lady de 
Beaufftere^ nor the Lady Camelin^ had ever 
made Mention, bat only fpoke of an Qbfer- 
vantine Father, fhould rife of a fudden, and, by 
his Depofition, fubftitute himfelf in tht Placs 
bfthat ft me Friar, to perform the Office of 1 
Serveyor, in Conjunction with Mounlkur 
/Porldiisy and the Ladies, and affirm, that he 
examined the Door twice over. Can any 
thing be more pitiful and ridiculous than this 
Management? Are not the Plot,. and the Su- 
bornation, eafy to be difcerned, even by thofe 
who are leaft capable of Penetration ? 

For, in the firft Place, none of thefe Facts 
were ever thought of till after the Receipt of 
the Lady de Cogolinh Letter, which contained 
the Peifbafions and Directions of this Subor- 
nation j not one of them is even hinted at in 
any of their former Depofitions; and thofe 
of the Isi uns, who had already given in their 
Evidence, never fo much as thought of them 
till their Rc-examin ixibri. 

Sxonuly, What a tilly Piece of Affectati- 
on it is in die Lady de Ikanjfierc the younger, 
and the Lady Camaltn the younger, to pretend, 
t iat they had made 1 an Exah 

tion of the Door ? What feeatoh could t ~y 
h./efor being fo very curious, or 

they 
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they endeavour to render the Maid's Evidence 
of no Effect? 

Thirdly, Father Auhan^ who had been 
Guardian of his Convent,on a fudden metamor- 
phofes himfelfinto a Brother or a Friar of the 
Order, on purpofe to fill up a Vacancy, and 
perform the Part of a Surveyor, in Conjuncti- 
on with Mounfieur Portalis^ tho* the Nuns, 
who had fpoke of thefe Surveyors, did not 
mention him, but only faid it was a Father 
who had very good Eyes. 

Fourthly, What renders the whole Story of 
the Hole in the Latch entirely ufelefs to thofe 
who contrived it, is, that the Maid did not 
fay, that fhe faw what pafTed between Father 
Girard and Mifs Cadiere thro* a Hole in die 
Latch, but by opening the Door foftly ; and 
that fhe furprized them another Time in the 
ft me Poftureat the Grate of the Choir. All this 
Is, therefore, a Fable, or more properly, an 
ill-concerted Impofition of no Force. . 

In fine, the Teftimony of Marianne Mr- 
terone is corroborated by three other unquefti- 
onable Witneffes, as has been proved •, and 
from all this it muft be naturally infered, that 
the Proctor , Chevalier de Latran , is the 
main and principal Inftrument of this Subor- 
nation, fince it is obvious he took the Depo- 
fitions of feveral of thefe Witneffes, on the 
Affair of the Hole in the Door, and the Pen- 
fion pretended to be promifed to the Maid, 
by the Relations of Mifs Cadiere, for no o- 
ther Purpofe than to procure a Juftification 

of 
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of Father Girard. What a fhameful Prosti- 
tution was this of Juftice, and of a publick 
Office, 

But we have ftill another, and ftrongef 
Proof of the Jefuit's Subornation of Perjury 5 
they made Siiter Gaudin, Sifter Portalis, and 
the Lady de Ccgolin (whofe Letter fufficiently 
ftiews her Attachment to Father Girard, her 
Director, and her Concern for the Succefs of 
his Affairs) aver, that they had heard Mag- 
dalen Pauque fay, that when Mifs Cadiere was 
1 4t ia Baitide, the Country Seat of the Seiur 
Pauque, Jhe ufed frequently to lock herfelf up 
with the Prior of the Carmelites. However, 
this Magdalen Pauque, who has been fworn, 
plainly gives the Lie to this Calumny, and 
neither in her Depofition, which is th« feventy- 
fixth, nor Re-examination, ipeaks one Word 
of any fuch Matter ; and this is, of itfelf, 
fufficient to deftroy all the Evidences of thefe 
three fuborn'd Nuns, according to that Maxim 
in Law, which fays, That a Wiinefs depofwg, 
thai he heard a Per/on jay any thing, is not to 
be credited any farther than the laid Perfon con* 
firms that Evidence by his cwn : But we have 
ftill plainer ProoL> that this Story is without 
any Foundation, which is the Words of Mag- 
dalen Pauque, who, in her Confrontation, with 
Mlfk Cadiere, affirmed, that fhe never kid 
any fuch Tiling to thefe Nuns, and that it 
was an utter Falihood. 

Laftly, It is undeniably proved by die 
Procefs, and by the Depofition of Margaret 

•^dinaui 
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Ainaud, the Wife of Jofepb- Dumas, the hun- 
dred and twentieth Wicnefs, that Father M* 
bany, and the Father Boulter, an Objervantme, 
both of them Creatures and Emiffaries of the 
Jduits, had abufed the Name of the Bifhop 
of Toulon, in telling the Mother Abbefe of 
Saint Clare, at Ollwules, and feveral of the 
Nuns, That the /aid Prelate was extremely in* 
ceufed againft them for fuffering their Ma\d to 
appear againft Father Girard, and threatened, 
if any of them fhould offer to give Evidence a- 
gainji that Jefuit, he 'would turn them out of the 
Convent in four and twenty Hours \ which gave 
the Lady Abbefs Occafion to Anfwer, That 
her Monajlery, being a Royal one, had no De- 
fendance on the Lord Bi/hop of Toulon \ and 
that neither fhe, nor Jhe belkvei any of that 
Sifterhood, would refuje declaring the Truth when 
Juftice required U of iha-i. 

Thefe are all evident Proofs of Suborna- 
tion, and fufficient to toovict the Father G7- 
rard, and his Adherents, of it, without men- 
tioning thofe which are not yet entirely come 
to our Knowledge, and can therefore be 
only termed reaionable Suppofitions \ but 
we need not be lurprized \ 'tis the ordinary 
Refource of the Jcfuits in all criminal Pro- 
fecutions, efpecially in thofe of this Nature, 
nor is their Conduct different from their 
Maxims. The Length of this Memorial 
will not permit us to infert many Inftances of 
the Truth of this Accufation againft them, 
but it is neceflary we cite one which appears 

to 
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to have a near Refemblance with the Cafe be- 
fore us. 

The College of Jefuits at Granada having 
an Eftate at a Place called Caparacena, about 
fix Miles from Granada, committed the Care 
of it to a certain Friar of their Order. The 
Friar fell in Love with a married Woman of 
the Place, and, in order to cany on an A- 
mour with her, employed the Hufband irr 
manuring the Ground, and even doubled his 
Wages, that he might, by this Means, keep 
him conftantly at work in the Fields, and fo 
have both a freer and fafer Accefs to his Wife* 
He improved his Time fo well, that he foon 
got Poffeffion of her. The Hufband", not- 
wichftanding his double Wages, could not 
help being a little jealous of die Friar •, and 
to make himfelf eafy, refolved to fpoil- the 
Intrigue: But how to effect it was the Diffi- 
culty j for the Friar was very fond of his 
Wife, and fhe was far from difliking him. 
One Day our Friar took a Trip from Granada 
to vifit his Miftrefs, and never doubting but 
her Hufband was bufy in the Fields, went 
dirertly to the Door, alighted, and went in. 
The Fair One was not coy, nor the Gallant 
flow in improving the Opportunity ', but in 
the midft of their Happinefs, the injured 
Hufband, who probably had fome Notice of 
the Friar's intended Vint, and, for that Rea- 
fon, had concealed himfelf in the Houfe, 
went up to his Wife's Bed-Chamber, and 
caught them In the very Act, ftabbed the 

poor 
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poor Friar, and then throwing up his Cap, 
cry'd out, Away go Horns. As there was no- 
thing but Juftice in the Hufband's Con* 
duct, which was, moreover, authoriz'd by 
the Law, and the Friar was the only Crimi- 
nal, he immediately commenced an Action, 
in which he fully proved the Friar's unlaw- 
ful Commerce with his Wife, and made it 
appear, that he kill'd him in the very Acr 
with her. The Rector of the Jefuit*s Col- 
ledge at Granada was no fconer informed of 
what had happened, but he prefented a Pe* 
tition, defiring, that an Information might 
be lodged concerning the Murder of this 
Friar ; and what by Prefents, and what by 
Promifes, prevail'd with all the Witnefles y 
who had been heard at the Hufband's Re- 
queft, to retract their Depofitions \ and pro- 
duced others to fwear on one Hand, that the 
Woman was in Years, in order to make it 
be believed that flie was old, and fo to re- 
move all Sufpicion of an Amour with her, 
tho* flae was then but eight-and-twenty \ and 
on the other, that the Friar was a perfect 
Saint, and had his Beads always in his Hand, 
inceflantly putting his Praters up to God. 
Thefe Evidences, who ftill perfifted in their 
Accufation of him, were rejected without 
any Pretence of Rcafon. In fhort, they car- 
ried it with fo high a Hand, that the poor 
HulbanU was found guilty, and condemned 
to be hanged for Contumacy. After this 
Sentence was pafc'd and executed, the Jefuits 

caufed 
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taufed it, and the Proceedings from which it 
refuked, to be pirnted, in Honour to the 
'Memory of their chafte and holy Brother, as 
well as the Society of which he was a worthy 
Member. 

What a ftrong Refemblance is there be- 
tween this Cafe and ours ? In both we find 
the fame Arts employed, the fame Lan- 
guage in the Mouths of the fuborn'd Wit- 
neffes, and particularly the fame Encomiums 
of Wifdom, Prudence, Virtue and Sanctity, 
laviflied upon Father Girard, tho* contra- 
dicted by above threefcore unexceptionable 
Witneffes, by his own Confeflion, and Let- 
ters under his Hand •, the Defign is the fame 
in both •, with this only Difference, that in 
ours they have not yet been able entirely to 
ftifle the Truth, nor the glaring Proofs of it, 
produced in the Proceedings, in his Letters 
and Anfwers, notwithftanding all the unfair 
Means that have hitherto been ufed, whe- 
ther by the Subornation of Evidence, or the 
all Treatment, Violence and Threats with 
which this poor young Creature has been ha- 
raffed almoft out of her Life ; and by which 
they forced her to retract the Truth, and be- 
tray herfelf, notwithftanding all thofe other 
Inftances of Violence and Oppreffion which 
has fo much irritated all the impartial World, 
that the Reflection every-body makes upon 
our hard Cafe, is, that Innocence is vifibly 
crufhed in every Refpect, and that Vice en- 
joys all the Advantages of Virtue, And in- 
deed, 
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deed,; who can, without Indignation, behold 
a Villain convicted of five or fix capital 
Crimes, the leaft of which deftrves a cruel ' 
Death, barely fummoned to make his De- 
fence, enjoying his full Liberty, faying Mais, 
preaching, and confeifing publickly at Toukn, 
the Scene of his Debaucheries, to the great 
Scandal of the whole World ; while Mifs Ca- 
dierey whofc only Guilt confifts in being fore'd 
to accufe a Criminal who is too powerfully 
protected, is bound over to a perfonal Ap- 
pearance, has been all along, and ftill is con- 
fined to a Convent, ignominioufly tranfported 
from Place to Place by the Sheriff's Officers, 
and abandoned to that Shame and Diftrefs 
which ought to have been the Criminal's 
Portion. Shall the jefuits then, the Jefuits 
be the only Subjects of his Majefiy, whofe 
Crimes the publick Juftice of their Country 
dare not chattife ? And muft the Punifhment 
jufdy due to them, recoil upon their innocent 
Accufers ? 

Furthers Is it not very furprizing, that 
the Society, inftead of difowning fo fcan- 
dalous a Member, and abandoning him to 
thejuft Reward of his Actions, flioulcl a- 
dopt his Guilt, by employing the ftrongeft 
Solicitations, and the bafeft Arts, to bring 
him off with Impunity, and to crufh that 
Innopencc which he had abufed ? In the Name 
of God, allow they might h%ve defended him 
before he was legally convicted, while he was 
yet only accufcd of fuch horrid Crimes, and 

while 
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while die faint Remains of a dying Reputa- 
tion, in Tome meafure, favoured his Inno- 
cence ; but when his Guilt is evidently prov'd 
by the Proceedings, of which they cannot be 
ignorant, by his own Confeffion, and by Let- 
ters under his Hand, is it not both for die 
Intereft and the Honour of the Society to give 
up a Member who is fo great a Difgrace to 
it ? By fuch a Conduct the Character of that 
venerable Body would not have been fullied 
in the leaft ; but now, do not they protect 
him as a guilty Criminal, and becaufe he is 
fo? And when we obferve the Pains they 
take to procure him Impunity, have we not 
good Reafon to fay, that he has offended no 
otherways than as a Jefuit, and that the whole 
Society is bound to five him harmlefs ? 

After all that has been faid and proved, 
will the Delinquent pretend, that this is no- 
thing but a Confpiracy formed by Mifs Ca- 
diere, her Brothers, and the Prior of the 
Carmelites, with no other View but to ruin 
his Character ? The Evafion would be very 
ridiculous : For, 

In the firft Place, whom will he perfimde 
to believe that a young Woman, whofe Re- 
putation is, in every other Refpect, unble- 
mished, fince even the Calumny of this Je- 
fuit, and his Emiffaries, can find nothing 
in it to cenfure ? That a young; Lady of a 
good Family, with no inconfiderable For- 
tune v who, out of the moft perfect Cha- 
ftky of Inclination, refilled fcveral very ho- 
nourable 
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nour-ble Matches , fhould have formed the 
ridiculous Project of accufing him in fuch a 
Manner, out of pure Malice to him, or 
Partiality for his Enemies \ without the Hopes 
of reaping any other Fruit by it, than Dis- 
honour to herielf ? That two Brothers, Priefts, 
whofe Lives have always been very regular, 
fhould refolve to difgrace their Sifter, difgrace 
themfelves, and their whole Family ? That 
the Prior of the Carmelites, who was but juft 
come to Toulon, and was no otherwife, no 
farther concern'd in the Affair, than in Obe- 
dience to the Bifhop's Commands, who in- 
truded the Direction of this young Penitent 
to his Care ; that he fliould combine with 
them to accufe a Jefuit, whofe Crimes every- 
body knows it is very difficult to punifh ? 
Ana that all of them fliould wantonly and 
rafhly expofe themfelves to all the Confe- 
quences of fuch an Accufotion, and all the 
Trouble they have fince undergone ? One 
tmift have the Imagination of a guilty Jefuit 
to produce Ideas fo monftrous, that they fhock 
both found Reafon, and common Senfe, 

Secondly, There can be no fuch Plot, unlefs 
Father Girard be innocent, and the whole 
Charge againft him an infamous Calumny* 
But he -is convicted of all the Crimes of which 
he was accufcc^ not only by above feventy 
Witneffes, but by his own Letters, and by^ 
his own Confdllon, How is the Pretence of 
'.a Plot to be reconciled with fuch ftrong Con- 
viction ? 
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Lajtly* It Mifs Cadiere could be fuppofed 
to have wantonly laid her Complaint before 
the Criminal Judge, when ihe might have 
buried her own Shame, and the Viilany of 
her Confefibr in eternal Oblivion, we will 
grant her Conduct might have been fufpected 
not of a malicious Plot, but of extravagant 
Folly : But it was not (he that revealed this 
Myftery of Iniquity ; it was the Chancellor 
himfelf, who, in Violation of the Laws, and 
by an Abufe of his Office, that deferves to 
be feverely punifhed, forced her, upon Oath, 
to difcover it. Did not both ihe and her Bro- 
ther throw themfelves at the Bifhop's Feet, 
begging him, for God*s Hike, not to publifh 
their Difhonour ? Did not they employ the 
moft powerful Intereft in Toulon to difiuade 
him from it ? And did not he give them his 
Word of Honour he would not do it ? Yet 
in Defpight of that, did not the Jefuits them- 
felves, directed by that Spirit of Infatuation, 
which always attends great Crimes, prevail 
with him to proclaim the Scandal, which it 
was fo much their Intereft to fupprefs ? If it 
were poffible to imagine any Confpiracy ia 
this Affair, how many Reafons are there to 
fufpect one has been formed againft this un- 
fortunate young Lady, to rob her of her For- 
tune, and her Quiet, as well as her Honour ? 
Father GirarS has the Affurance to pre- 
tend that Mifs Cadier£% Appeal a Minima* 
againft his Decret <T JJigne, ought not to be 
received, and that none has a Right to pro- 
K fecutfc 
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fecute him but the Atorney-Gencril. This 
is the Refuge of a Criminal, who, consci- 
ous of his Guilt, would have none to fue for 
the Punifhment of it. Shall an Action of 
Ravifhment, which by the only Law in the 
Code, De raptu virgtnum t as well as by our 
Statutes, is allowed to all Women, married 
or unmarried, that have been debauched, be 
refufed, in Subverfionof all Rules, to a Pe- 
nitent againft her Confeffor, who, by an A- 
bufe of his facred Office, has deluded her, 
whom he ought to have directed in the Paths 
of Virtue. 

And how can he pretend to miftake the 
Right of profecuting him lay only in the 
Civil Power, when fhe had made her Depo* 
fition againft him to the Lieutenant Criminal, 
who made out the Procefs, and by whom he 
was iummoned, and the Arret of Council 
which attributed the Cognizance of this Af- 
fair, on the firft Inftancc, to the great Cham- 
ber of Parliament, and the Arret which 
commiffioned Meflieurs the Counfellors de 
Faucon, and de Cbarleval y to continue the 
Procefs, ordained that the faid Procefs fliould 
be made againft Father Girard* in purfuance 
of Mounfieur the Atorney-General of the 
King, (who is always the principal Party in 
requiring the Punifhments inflicted for great 
Crimes) and at the Requeft of Mifs Cadiere, 
Plaintiff. 

If then Father Girard is convicted of the 
Crimes of Quietifm, Enchantment, Sorcery, 

Ravifh • i 
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Ravifhment, Spiritual Inceft, Procurement 
of Abortion, and Subornation of Perjury, is 
it not a Violation of all the Rules, that he' 
fhould be barely fummoned to make his De- 
fence, as if he were accufed of no more than 
a fimple Riot, or Breach of : the ' Peace ? 
Ought not every Sentence to be proportioned 
to the Nature of the Crime, and of the Evi- 
dence, as directed by rhe Laws, and particu- 
larly by the Statute of 1 6 76, according to 
the Quality of the Crime, of the Evidence, and 
of thofe concerned, the Parties Jhall he fummoned 
to a Hearing, enter into a Recognizance for their - 
perfonal Appearance, or their Perfins Jhall be 
feized. On the bare Oath of the ir.eineft 
Peafant, the Perfons of Men of the" firft 
Quality have been feized for a Rape, of which 
an Hundred Inftances might be produced : 
And here a Penitent accufts her Director of 
Ravifhment, Spiritual Inceft, and feveral o- 
ther horrible Crimes, of which hr is fully 
convicted in Form, and yet he is barely fum- 
rrtoned to take his Trial : What can, if this 
cannot, be called a Derifion of Jultice ? 

But for what Reafon, or upon what Pre- 
tence dffc, is Mifs Cadiere obliged to enter* 
into a Recognizance for her perfonal Ap- 
pearance? Alas! the" Plaintiff in an Action 
of Ravifhment, who voluntarily refigns her- 
felf, and her Caufe, to the Judgment of the 
Court, need not, nor never can be fo treated, 
unlefs fhe has the Character of a fcandalous 
Broftkute •, and even then, the worft that 
K 2 can 
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can be done, is to reject her Complaint ; and 
wherever any Doubt arifes about her Charac- 
ter, the Law prcfumes, that fhe would not 
have yielded to the Temptations of her Se- 
ducer, but by the Force of violent Solici- 
tations. Nifi earn folliataverUy nift odfafts ar- 
tibus Circumvenerity mnfacit earn Velk in iantum 
aeduu-s je jrcdere. 

Were Molinos's Penitents, who gave them- 
fclves up to his Pleafure, and whom he de- 
luded by his Quietifm, involved in his Sen- 
tence ? Was not he looked upon as the only 
Criminal, and was not he alone punifhed ? 
In this Cafe the Delinquent is fo much the 
more criminal, and the Plaintiff fo much the 
more innocent, that in order to feduce her, 
he employed not only Qujetifm, but Sorcery 
and Enchantment, odiofts arttbus Circumvenit 
earn. By Means of thefe he firfl entangled 
her Affections, and corrupted her Heart \ and 
then, by Treachery and Surprize, debauched 
her Body at a Time when a Fit of Poffef- 
fion, or Extacy, had deprived her of her 
Senfes. Of what a Complication of Villany 
does this Monfter ftand convicted ) But with 
what Crime can the poor unfortunate young 
Lady be upbraided ? Is it not enough that fhe 
is for ever difhonoured ? Is it not fufficient 
that fhe is ruin'd by her Confeflbr's Luft, un- 
lefs fhe be alfo facrifie'd to his Malice ? 

We could wifh we had been able to abridge 
this Memorial : 'Twas with the greateft Re- 
luctance we were forced to enter into fuch a 

circum- 
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circumftantial Detail of Facts and Proofs, but 
we found it neceffary to flop the Mouths of 
the Jefuits, to fix one for alf the State of this 
importantAffair, and to give as clear and true 
an Idea of it, both to the Courts of Juftice and 
the Publick, who being principally concerned 
in the Event of it, we ought to render an exact 
Account of all the Accufations, and of all the 
Proofs. We are only fcrry we were obliged 
to draw it up in fo great a Hurry, that it is 
not fit to be offered to the Publick •, but we 
hope its Faults will be excufed, fince by an 
unprecedented Precipitation we have been al- 
lowed left Time to defend a Caufe fo cxten- 
five and fo important, which has engaged the 
Attention, and Expectations of the whole 
World, than is generally granted in Cafes of 
the commoneft and flighteft Nature. How- 
ever, the Richnefs of the Subject abundantly 
compenfates the Want of Art, and will fuffici- 
ently recommend this Performance to the 
publick PerufaL 

The Court fees that the Procedure made 
by the Chancellor, at the Requelt of the 
Proctor, is a litigious and vexatious Suit, for 
the feveral following Reafons. Firft, becaufe 
the Officials are not allowed to ferve fuch 
Writs, efpccially on Lay-women and Spin- 
fters. Secondly, Becaufe' the Chancellor 
commenced his Procefs by Interrogation?. 
Thirdly, Becaufe the Proctor, in his Petition 
of Complaint, comprehends Mils Cadiere un- 
der ambiguous Terms, as the Event has fully 
K 3 demon- 
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demonft rated. Fourthly, Becaufe inftead of 
purfuing with Vengeance the Crimes commit- 
ted by Father Girard^ he only fummoned 
fuch of die Witneffcs as ferved for his Juftifi- 
cation and Impunity ; and this unfair Practice 
has continued from the very Commencement 
of the Procefs. Fifthly, Becaufe this Proce- 
dure confounding the Accufer with the Ac- 
cufed,occafioned the Citation of Mifs Cadiere f 
and laid the Foundation of her Anfwers, her 
Re-examination and Confrontation. Sixthly, 
That the Proceedings of Meflieurs the Com- 
miflioners are alfo full of Errors, and the An- 
fwers of the Appellant void, becaufe forced 
from her before the Time which the Law had 
allowed, and without any Petition on her Part. 
That the Order of this extraordinary Procefs 
againft her and Father Girard only is void, 
becaufe by that the Procefs is divided, and, 
therefore, occafions the Abrogation of the 
Whole. That her Anfwers, fince the 27th of 
February her Re -examination, and her Con- 
frontation, were only the Effect of Menaces, 
and the Violence with which fhe was ufed. 
That the Letters Royal of Rellitution which 
he obtained againft tnc Variation they com- 
peird her to make, are more than enough, 
and in all Cafes of J uft ice incontell ible, fince 
the whole Proceedure, the Confeffion, and 
Letters of the Accuied himfelf prove the 
Crimes which they would feem to miftake. 
That the Deem a* Ajfignei againft Father Gi- 
rardy and Jjcurnemmt perjond agaiuft herfdf > 

were 
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were a direct Violation of all the Rules of Ju- 
dicature, becaufe the Nature of thefe Decrees 
ought always to be proportioned to that of the 
Crimes and Proofs ; and here Father Girard, 
who is convicted of Quietifm, Enchantment, 
Rape, Spiritual Inceft, Abortion, and Subor- 
nation of Witnefles, which are all capital 
Crimes, and at the leaft deferve that the Of- 
fender fhould be feized, is only fummoned to 
make his Defence, either himfelf, or by Proxy ; 
and Mifs Cadtere, who is found guilty of no 
Crime, is bound over to a perfbnal Appearance. 
We have now proved the Crimes with 
which Father Girard ftands charged, and the 
Innocence of Mifs Cadiere, by the ftrongefl 
Arguments, and the moft unexceptionable 
Evidence. It is high time for the former to 
enter into that State of Shame and Confufion, 
which is the firft Punifhment of Guilt •, and 
for the other to be delivered out of it, and re- 
ftored to her Liberty ; and that the Proceed- 
ings againft her, and all that followed upon 
them, be repealed : feeing the Officers of the 
Ecclefiaftical Juft ice aimed at nothing by them, 
but to fcreen the Guilty, and crufh the Inno- 
cent. This Auguft Parliament has always 
been the Terror of the Wicked, and the Re- 
fiige of oppreffed Innocence •, is it poffible 
that the Influence of the Jefuits, and their 
powerful Solicitations fhould alter their Difpo- 
fition to Juitice ? Is it poffible they can refufe 
i their Protection to Innocence fo evident, fo 
univerfally own'd, andfo ftrongly recommen- 
ded 
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dtd by the Vexation it has endured ; and by 
the Juftice and Importance of the Caule which 
it maintains ? *Tis the Caule of Religion, 'tir 
the publick Caufe, which fhe has preferr'd ta 
her own Reputation, If the Crimes of the 
Delinquent are fuffered to go unpunifhed, 
what muft become of Religion ? What muft 
become of the Sacraments ? What muft be- 
come of the Publick ? The Sacraments will 
henceforth beprophaned by wicked Directors, 
without Fear, becaufe they may do it with 
Impunity \ thofe Fountains of divine Grace, 
and fpiritual Support, will turn to Stones of 
Stumbling, and Rocks of Offence ; the Mean- 
of Purity will become the Means of Uncleans 
nefe, and Snares for unfufpecting Innocence ; 
when Maids, or Wives, commit their Souls to 
the Direction of their Confeflbrs, under the 
f acred Guard of Religion, inftead of conduct- 
ing them in the Paths of Virtue, they will de- 
lude them into the Ways of Vice. This Court 
cannot but be fenfible of all the dangerous Con- 
fluences that may attend this Affair, and how 
loudly it demands the utmoft Attention. Your 
Juftice is concerned tofecure the Intereft of Re- 
ligbn/and the Publick, and to give Peace to 
the enraged World, which impatiently expects 
your Decifion : For Fame has already fpread 
her Wings to carry the Renown, and the Juftice 
of your Sentence, to the furtheft Extremities of 
the Earth. And your Petitioner Jhall ever 'pray ',&c.

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POSTSCRIPT,

\ S I doubt not but the uncommon Cafe 
f\ of Mifs Cadiere, and the extraordinary 
Proceedings againft her by the Jefuits, in or- 
der to fcreen one of their Order from the juft 
Punilhment of his Crimes, muft give all the 
Readers of it fome Impatience for the Event, 
I believe the following Account, which is all 
that is yet come to Hand, may be fome little 
Satisfaction to them. 

The Parliament of Province , by whofe 
Arret the Affair was to be determined, at 
fembled on the ioth of October 1731, at 
Seven in the Morning, and fat 'till Six at 
Night ; in which Time feveral learned De- 
bates paffed, and the Judges were, for a long 
Time divided in their Opinion : Twelve of 
the Twenty-four were for condemning Father 
Girard to be burnt alive ; Three for the 
Gallies and perpetual Banifhment, and Nine 
for acquitting him -, but in the End, thofe 
Three who were for the Gallies, joining with 
them who were willing to acquit him, the 
Voices were equal, and in Regard the Bal- 
jance is always given, by the Laws of France* 
in Favour of the Party arcufed, he was ac- 
quitted, and they are both free from all Pro- 
eels* 
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cefsj and actually at Liberty : Only Father 
Girard was delivered up to the Sentence of 
his Superiors, and Mifs Cadiere ordered to 
pay the Charges of the firft Profecution at 
Touhn. After having thank'd the Judges, 
fhe returned to her Mother, where fhe wtfs 
met on the Road by great Numbers of Peo- 
ple, who congratulated her Arrival, with all 
poffible Demonftrations of Joy.: Her vile 
Seducer is fince retired to Avignon^ 'tis fup- 
pofed to avoid the Fury of the Populace, few 
People, even of the Priefts themfelves, be- 
lieving him innocent. 

'Tis faid this Affair has coft the Society 
of Jefuits fome Millions of Money, whicn 
would yet have been too little, but for the 
Intereft and Power of a very great Man of 
their Order; If they could have bought up 
the Judgment of the World in Favour of 
this impious Member r and obliterated the 
Memory of his Guilt, as they have protec- 
ted him from the juft Punifhment of it, their 
Money would have been well laid out ;» but 
as it is, that Scandal which, had he been 
given up to Juftice, would have been con- 
fined to him alone, reflects now on the whole 
Body, and none will believe they would have 
taken fo much Pains to protect an Offender, 
if they were not too prone to the fame Crimes, 
and therefore could readily forgive them in 
another-
